Report  of  Joint  Board. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  School  Visitors, 
held  at  the  Town  Hall,  June  19,  1900,  E.  P.  Arnold  was  re-elected 
chairman  and  E.  E.  Lewis,  Secretary. 

A  few  changes  were  made  in  the  distribution  of  the  appropriation 
for  tlie  coming  School  Year  among  the  several  districts,  but  the 
total  amount  remains  as  before,  at  ^3,800.00.  The  amount  assigned 
to  each  district  is  found  in  Table  I,  which  also  gives  the  names  of  the 
Committees  and  Teachers. 

Table  III  exhibits  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  district 
and  the  relative  cost  for  each  child,  on  the  basis  of  the  enumeration 
and  the  average  attendance.  Under  average  attendance  the  cost  in 
thiee  districts  is  more  than  ;^26.oo  for  each  pupil  ;  in  three  it  fails 
below  ^15.00;  in  the  other  three  it  falls  under  $20.00.  The  average 
is  1519.29.  In  the  comparison  given  in  the  State  Report  for  the  168 
towns,  Haddam's  rank  is  133.  The  Center  district,  with  its  low 
average  attendance  of  only  42%  on  the  enumeration,  shows  the  larg- 
est difference  between  the  cost  per  enumeration  and  by  attendance; 
Brainerd  Hill,  at  83%  of  attendance  on  the  enumeration,  shows  the 
least.  The  decrease  in  the  enumeration  and  registration  makes  the 
cost  for  each  pupil  two  dollars  higher  than  last  year.

Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor 

For  Year  i  899-1 900. 


The  review  of  the  last  year  gives  emphasis -to  two  always  import- 
ant features  in  the  management  of  our  schools. 

The  first  relates  to  the  securing  of  teachers  having  ability  to 
teach.  Keeping  a  school  may  fall  far  short  of  teaching  a  school. 
Good  order,  good  manners,  industry  and  tidiness,  are  essential  ■  for 
success,  but  teaching  is  the  main  purpose.  Hearing  recitations  is  not 
teaching;  clear  and  repeated  statements  do  not  always  teach.  Suc- 
cessful instruction  secures  to  the  pupil,  in  every  grade,  the,  ability  to 
grasp,  hold  and  restate  the  teaching,  either  in  words  or  through  some 
practical  illustration  of  its  use.  I'his  may  require  the  |)atient  drill  of 
weeks  of  slow  progress.  But  one  term  of  effective  leaching  is  of 
greater  value  to  a  pupil  than  several  years  of  merely  going  over  and 
through  text  books.  The  law  determines  how  many  weeks  of  each 
year  shall  be  devoted  to  school  purposes,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
qualifications  of  teachers.  But  a  high  grade  of  teaching  is  secured 
only  through  constant  oversight  and  watchfulness.  At  this  point  we 
find  a  main  difficulty  attending  a  successful  supervision  of  schools. 
For  their  improvement  it  needs  to  be  twice  underscored  that  a  wise 
economy  demands  that  we  have  teachers  who  can  actually  teach  and 
make  the  yearly  record  one  of  unfailing  progress.  Such  teaching 
costs  more.  But  it  alone  is  profitable.  A  Visitor  soon  learns  that  it  is 
bad  economy  to  hire  a  poor  teacher  to  save  dimes  in  taxes  and  inevi- 
tably lose  dollars  in  the  training  of  the  child. 

Then,  too,  teaching  is  an  art,  learned  advantageously  by  iirelimi- 
nary  discipline  and  more  perfectly  by  experience.  Connecticut  has 
three  training  schools  for  its  teachers,  with  successful  educators  in 
charge,  and  maintained  at  considerable  expense.  It  seems  emphatically 
wise  for  each  town  to  make  the  largest  use  possible  of  the  advantages 
afforded  by  these  institutions,  especially  in  hiring  teachers  of  .short  or 
no  experience.  For  several  years  Brainerd  Hill  has  followed  this  plun 
with  most  satisfactory  results.    Also  in  Room  I  at  Higganum  a  very 
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manifest  gain  is  in  evidence  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course.  Other 
beginners,  who  may  have  better  natural  ability,  can  but  suffer  in  com- 
parison with  these  carefully  trained,  though  no  fault  can  be  found  with 
their  earnestness  and  devotion. 

Again,  too,  we  commend  the  wisdom  manifest  in  securing  teach- 
ers not  merely  of  experience  but  of  successful  experience.  At  Ponsett, 
Higganum,  and  Shailerville  such  teachers  have  accomplished  excellent 
results. 

A  good  word  should  be  said  for  our  district  committees.  Their 
task  is  difficult.  They  are  easily  exposed  to  criticism,  and,  as  is  true 
of  all,  they  are  not  infallible.  Yet  often  they  receive  less  commen- 
dation than  they  deserve.  True,  their  names  are  not  always,  as  the 
law  and  good  business  management  require,  on  the  registers  as  visitors. 
As  regards  the  appearance  and  progress  of  a  school,  hearsay  is  of  some 
value,  but  direct  observation  is  ))referable  and  helpful  to  teachers  and 
scholars.  We  commend  to  committees  a  more  frequent  visiting  of 
the  schools. 

Good  men  should  be  chosen  to  fill  the  position,  capable  men 
should  accept  the  obligation,  and  wise  men  will  stand  by  a  competent 
management.  A  judiciously  chosen  committee  usually  prepares  the 
way  for  a  successful  school  year.  For  the  report  of  the  Town  to  the 
State  this  question  is  annually  asked,  "Are  Annual  District  Meetings 
well  attended  ?  "  To  which  is  added,  "Please  give  any  facts  within 
your  knowledge."  Tlie  facts  are  often  unsatisfactory  and  occasionally 
discreditable.  In  this  respect  improvement  is  easily  possible  and  im- 
peratively desirable  in  several  districts. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  teaching  of  certain  branches. 
Comment  was  made  last  year  upon  the  introduction  of  new  language 
books,  and  some  manifest  advantage  was  noted.  Renewed  emphasis 
is  now  given  to  the  importance  of  careful  and  thorough  drill  in  speak- 
ing and  writing  correctly  our  mother  tongue.  The  demand  of  these 
days  of  multiplied  correspondence  and  of  type-writing  calls  for  the 
ability  on  the  part  of  the  district  school  graduate  to  spell  and  punctu- 
ate correctly,  and  give  clear  and  concise  expression  to  thought.  The 
inference  is  emphatically  that  a  better  and  freer  use  of  language  must 
be  taught.  The  average  pupil  in  some  of  our  schools  was  evidently 
able  to  write  in  fair  vertical  hand  a  letter  having  the  proper  forms 
and  with  but  few  errors.  In  others  a  deplorable  deficiency  still 
remains. 

The  work  in  arithmetic  is  as  a  whole  improving.  A  steady  gain 
has  been  made  and  held  in  the  classes  at  Higganum  within  a  recent 
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period.  The  same  Is  true  ol  Brainerd  Hill  and  Ponsett.  In  two  ot 
three  districts  numbers  do  not  charm  the  pupils.  Progress  is  slow 
and  broken.  Nevv  teachers  are  apt  to  think,  too  apt,  oflen,  that  the 
fault  lies  back  of  their  time  Occasionally  it  does;  but  the  truth  seems 
to  trace  the  failure  to  irregularity  of  attendance,  to  frequent  changes 
of  teachers,  and  to  the  lack  of  a  continuous  system,  especially  in  small 
and  ungraded  schools,  by  which  each  term  and  year  has  its  specific 
work,  and  only  that.  What  good  teachers  continuously  employed 
will  easily  accomplish  in  this  branch  is  being  demonstrated  in  the 
schools  referred  to  above. 

Good  reading  is  rare.  It  would  be  difficult  to  indicate  the  rank 
among  our  schools  in  the  ability  to  read  so  as  to  be  distinctly  heard, 
clearly  understood,  and  listened  to  with  pleasure.  Improvement, 
however,  is  going  on.  It  would  seem  that  the  newer  methods  of 
teaching  reading  facilitate  natnrahiess  and  ease  of  expression,  with 
possibly  some  gain  in  apjMehending  the  meaning  of  words  and  obtain- 
ing a  good  vocabulary.  A  very  decided  advantage  comes  from  using 
a  variety  of  reading-books,  suited  to  the  attainments  of  each  class. 
One  series  of  readers,  such  as  we  have,  can  wisely  be  made  the 
required  basis  of  instruction,  while  many  supplementary  books  of 
varied  character,  now  numerously  supplied  by  publishing  houses,  will 
wonderfully  develop  interest  and  progress  in  reading.  The  School 
Board  could  profitably  set  a])art  a  .small  sum  for  the  purchase  of  these 
supj)lementary  readers,  which  could  be  used  in  sets,  under  the  care  of 
the  Acting  School  Visitor,  as  a  circulating  library  among  the  districts 
from  term  to  term. 

Geograpjhy  and  history  are  closely  related.  The  first  is  difficult 
to  teach  well.  Too  often  teachers  are  satisfied  to  call  only  for 
answers  to  the  questions  given  in  the  text  book.  This  is  easier  than 
to  secure  such  an  understanding  of  the  lessons  as  enables  a  pupil  to 
state  in  his  own  language  the  leading  facts  and  events  relating  to  the 
subject.  It  is  doubtful  whether  geographies  containing  no  questions 
are  wholly  manageable  by  the  average  teacher.  However,  being 
trained  to  learn  by  carefiil  reading  and  study  is  a  more  natural  and 
more  fruitful  discipline  than  that  acquired  by  searching  for  short  and 
inadequate  replies  to  a  few  questions.  Yet  this  is  to  be  said,  that  just 
complaint  is  made  against  the  abuse  rather  than  the  wise  use  of  text- 
book questions.  As  in  reading,  so  in  geography  and  history,  supple- 
mentary readers  are  obtainable,  full  of  information  and  fascinating  in 
style,  which  would  obviously  be  included  in  a  wise  selection  of  such 
books  for  use  in  the  districts. 
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Our  teachers  deserve  credit  for  the  healthful  moral  influence  they 
exert  and  promote.  Nor  can  the  spirit  of  evil  be  too  jealously 
glial  dcd  against  that  inevitably  finds  expression  when  children  are 
daily  congregated  from  all  sorts  of  families.  The  gravest  difficulty 
arises  from  association  outside  of  the  school  hours.  For  this  parents 
must  j)rovide.  It  is,  however,  extremely  important  that,  by  the 
inculcation  of  strict  ideas  of  honesty,  truthfulness,  and  purity,  taught 
by  example  and  character  more  effectively  than  by  words,  the  moral 
atmosphere  of  the  school  be  kept  pure  and  invigorating.  Our 
worthiest  teachers  appeal  to  the  better  imjjulses  of  the  scholars  and 
awaken  aspirations  that,  once  established,  will  remain  as  a  firm 
foundation  for  a  good  and  reliable  character.  The  smaller  schools 
need  such  counsel  cpiite  as  constantly  as  the  larger.  The  past  year 
justifies  the  commendation  thus  thankfully  given. 

Attendance  is  the  constant  and  imperative  theme  of  school  super- 
vision. To  watch  the  twelve  registers  of  the  town  for  a  year,  and  at 
its  clo.se  to  review  and  tabulate  their  record,  is  to  see  and  lament  that 
a  large  percentage  of  advantage  is  hopelessly  wasted  through  irregu- 
larity of  attendance.  Our  full  record  calls  for  324  years  of  school 
life  during  the  year.  But  for  comparison  take  the  average  registration, 
which  would  give  280  years.  Twenty  per  cent,  of  this  time,  or  56 
years,  is  lost  For  the  average  attendance  falls  to  222.  That  is,  as 
the  figures  stand,  one  day  of  each  week  of  school  is  wasted.  Five 
days  of  instruction  are  given  and  paid  for,  yet  but  four  are  secured  to 
the  scholars.  What  business  could  succeed  under  such  a  limitation  I 
It  is  not  strange  that  teachers  justly  complain  that  their  work  is 
seriously  hindered  and  crippled.  If  officers  are  wisely  required  to 
provide  good  teachers,  the  districts,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  town 
and  state,  ought  to  secure  good  attendance.  Then,  and  not  till  then, 
will  our  schools  reach  the  ideal  they  easily  could  without  tnis  un- 
necessary hinderance. 

The  causes  most  potent  in  producing  this  delinquency  are  easily 
traceable.  A  small  part  of  the  loss,  probably  less  than  five  per  cent., 
is  due  to  sickness  and  the  difficulty  in  some  districts  during  the  winter 
of  reaching  the  school-house.  But  for  by  far  the  larger  part  of  this 
waste,  the  carelessness,  indifference,  and  selfishness  of  parents  and 
guardians  must  be  held  responsible.  Selling  newspapers,  dropping 
potatoes,  picking  cranberries,  doing  errands,  are  wrongly  supposed  to 
be  excuses  justifying  the  damage  done  to  a  pupil  and  a  school  by  an 
interrupted  attendance.  This  entire  matter  is  thoroughly  treated  in 
the  State  Board's  report  for  this  year,  page  49,  and  will  pay  an 
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attentive  perusal.  The  new  feature  of  the  law  of  1899  regnrding 
hiring  children  of  school  age,  or  permitting  them  to  be  employed  on 
premises  under  a  person's  control,  should  be  noted.  Regularity  and 
promptness  of  attendance  on  the  jwrt  of  a  child,  at  the  formaiive 
period  of  its  life,  have  three  chief  vakies.  A  direct  gain  is  secured  to 
the  pupil  in  present  acquirement  and  discipline.  Other  pupils  are 
protected  from  a  considerable  loss  in  their  studies  by  the  hindering 
influence  of  delinquents,  who  are  invariably  behind  in  their  work  and 
an  extra  care  to  the  teacher.  In  the  third  place,  a  most  valuable  habit 
is  acquired  of  diligence  and  promptness  The  moral  influence  of  a 
good  record  in  this  respect  is  felt  in  all  the  after  years  of  life.  For 
the.se  three  reasons  the  appeal  to  parents  to  insist  on  excellence  in 
attendance  by  their  children  is  imjierative.  Why  should  only  68 
pupils  out  of  324  reach  the  safe  rank  of  90  per  cent,  of  j^erfect 
attendance,  and  only  110  more,  or  178  in  all,  rise  to  or  above  75 
per  cent.,  while  full  257  are  enclosed  between  50  and  75  jjer  cent  , 
and  67  fall  below  one-half  of  perfect? 

Some  special  changes  are  to  be  noted  as  to  the  rank  in  attendance 
shown  in  Table  II.  An  epidemic  extending  over  several  weeks  greatly 
disturbed  the  records  at  Higganum,  and  accounts  for  its  loss  in  rank, 
which  last  year  was  three.  Similarly  at  Ponsett  the  rank  is  lowered. 
The  average,  however,  is  encouragingly  better  than  last  year.  Only 
one  district,  Ponsett,  reached  80  per  cent,  in  1899  ;  only  two  districts 
fall  below  that  this  year.  Ponsett  standing  at  80  per  cent,  in  1S99 
took  the  first  place;  at  80  per  cent,  in  these  Tables  it  falls  six  points. 
The  banner  district.  Burr,  stands  at  90  per  cent.,  a  creditable  gain 
from  71  percent.  The  most  marked  change  occurred  in  Shailerville. 
Miss  Dickinson  made  special  effort,  with  the  result  of  changing  the 
record  from  the  discreditably  low  average  of  64  per  cent,  to  85  per 
cent.,  or  from  ninth  rank  to  fourth.  The  average  per  cent  of 
attendance  on  registration  the  Table  shows  to  be  79  per  cent,  com- 
pared with  72  per  cent,  in  1899.  As  last  year,  so  this  Center  occupies 
the  eighth  place,  when  it  coul'd  easily  take  the  first.  This  was  the 
only  district  in  which  a  change  of  teacher  was  necessary. 

Mrs.  Hotchkiss  was  unable  to  finish  the  year,  and  Miss  Chapell, 
whose  three  years'  previous  experience  with  the  school  made  her  seem 
quite  at  home,  took  the  third  term,  and  will  return  for  the  new  year, 
bringing  to  the  school  the  same  energy  and  thoroughness  that  charac- 
terized her  work  before.  Six  of  the  teachers  are  returned  to  their 
places  with  manifest  gain.  Mrs.  Hilliard  enters  upon  her  seventh 
consecutive  year,  with  her  school  greatly  improved  and  giving  excel- 
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lent  promise  for  the  new  terms.  Miss  Bailey  will  begin  her  fifth  year 
of  careful  and  excellent  service  in  Room  II  at  Higganum.  Miss  Burr, 
in  Room  III,  has  in  tv/o  years  greatly  improved  the  standing  of  the 
room,  and  will  lielp  make  the  new  year's  work  a  success  Miss 
Dickinson  has  taught  but  one  year  at  Shailerville,  but  five  in  the 
town.  By  her  return  a  good  school  is  insured.  Miss  Eddy  had  her 
first  experience  at  Tylerville  and  made  a  very  favorable  impression, 
which  is  rightly  confirmed  by  the  desire  to  have  her  return.  Six  new 
teachers  will  complete  our  list.  Miss  Eva  E.  Curtiss,  a  graduate  of 
Brown  University,  and  with  one  year's  experience  in  teaching,  will 
take  the  i^lace  occupied  at  Higganum  by  Mr.  Stone,  whose  work  of 
last  year  merits  hearty  commendation.  Miss  Weberbauer,  Room  I, 
and  Miss  Clark,  at  Brainerd  Hili,  leave  a  record  of  excellent  service 
to  take  l)etter  positions  in  other  towns.  Their  i:)laces  are  filled  by 
Mi.ss  Florence  M.  Richmond,  of  Meriden,  who  has  had  two  years' 
experience,  and  Miss  Blanche  G.  Hammond,  of  New  Haven,  and  a 
Normal  graduate.  Candlewood  Hill,  where  Miss  Kelsey  worked  faith- 
fully ;  Haddnm  Neck,  having  had  five  terms  of  con.scienlious  service 
from  Mr.  Selden  ;  and  Burr  will  lie  supplied  by  teachers  of  experience 
extending  over  several  years. 

An  eve  .t  of  special  interest  for  the  schools  was  the  holding,  under 
the  ausiiices  of  the  Slate  Boaixl  of  Educalion,  of  a  teacher's  meeting, 
in  the  school  hall  at  Higgiinum,  October  27,  1899.  The  teachers  of 
the  town  and  others  from  East  Haddam  and  Deep  River  were  in 
attendance.  Friends  of  the  schools  were  akso  invited  and  present  in 
considerable  numbers.  Secretary  C.  D.  Hine  presided  and  made  two 
addresses,  one  on  reading  in  its  beginnings,  and  one  on  attendance. 
Each  address  bristled  with  points  of  great  value,  which  ever  need  re- 
iterated emjihasizing.  Principal  A.  B.  Morrill,  of  the  Normal  School 
at  New  Haven,  treated  the  topic  of  advanced  reading,  showing  what 
had  been  actually  accomplished  in  school  work,  illustrating  the  value 
and  the  method  of  using  the  best  books  as  supjilementary  reading,  and 
accentuating  the  healthful  and  stimulating  mental  and  moral  influence 
of  their  use  when  wisely  fitted  to  each  grade  of  the  school  course. 
Superintendent  Kendall,  of  the  New  Haven  city  schools,  did  the 
.teachers  excellent  service  in  a  careful  outlining  of  the  essential  points 
to  be  secured  in  teaching  language.  The  meeting  was  of  great  profit. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  have  another. 

A  successful  experiment  in  teaching  the  elementary  principles  of 
the  science  of  common  things  was  made  an  occasional  exercise  at 
Brainerd  Hill.    Sufficient  apparatus  to  perform  many  simple  and  in- 
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structive  experiments,  accompanied  with  ample  directions  for  its 
profitable  use,  was  sent,  free  of  expjense,  to  the  teacher,  who,  as  a 
normal  graduate,  was  familiar  with  the  work  and  enthusiastic  in  carry- 
ing out  the  plan.  All  of  the  scholars,  except  the  very  smallest, 
formed  the  class,  and  each  lesson  was  limited  to  a  brief  time  and  to 
the  illustration  and  enforcing  of  one  principle.  Constant  drill  and 
review  in  the  truth  taught  secured  its  permanent  apprehension  and 
remembrance.  A  single  illustration,  that  of  the  common  pump,  will 
show  the  method  and  its  advantages.  The  apparatus,  partly  made  of 
glass,  enables  the  pupil  to  see  the  relation  of  the  different  jjarts  to 
each  other  and  their  actual  working,  while  simple  and  repeated  ex- 
planations of  each  movement  fixes  the  principle  of  its  operation  firmly 
in  the  mind.  What  remains  is  the  drill  of  having  each  scholar  re- 
state, in  his  own  language,  the  reason  for  each  part  and  movement  as 
the  experiment  is  repeated.  Such  work  is  profitable,  especially  in 
teaching  children  to  observe,  to  think  and  reason  regarding  common 
things,  to  hold  knowledge  in  the  mind  and  see  its  manifold  useful 
applications  to  the  affairs  of  daily  life.  Miss  Clark  found  the  work 
most  enjoyable  both  for  herself  and  her  scholars.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
desired  that  this  method  of  teaching  become  common. 

A  larger  use  than  last  year  has  been  made,  with  manifeS't  gain,  of 
the  school  libraries  furnished  for  free  use  by  the  State  Society  of 
Colonial  Dames.  Ponsett,  Candlewood  Hill,  Brainerd  Hill  and 
Higganum  have  had  libraries,  wliich  in  each  case  proved  heljjful  and 
stimulating.  The  books  relating  to  history  were  s[)ecially  attractive 
to  the  pupils.  For  the  smaller  districts,  not  having  easy  acce.ss  to  a 
regular  library,  this  opportunity  encourages  reading,  and  under  a 
skilful  teacher  becomes  a  valuable  aid  to  the  ordinary  'work  of  the 
school-room. 

It  is  also  greatly  to  be  desired  that  in  some  districts  school 
libraries  be  established  containing  books  adapted  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  the  regular  studies.  A  valuable  list  of  such  books,  from 
which  selections  can  easily  be  made,  is  found  on  pages  241-250  of  the 
State  Board  report  referred  to  above  This  plan  is  specially  com- 
mended to  the  Fligganum  district  with  its  good  rooms,  large  numbers, 
and  more  advanced  pupils. 

Three  pupils  had  the  consent  of  the  Board  to  attend  the  Middle- 
town  and  one  the  Ueejj  River  High  School.  The  tuition  bills  for  the 
four  amounted  to  ^94. 74,  two-thirds  of  which,  ^63  16,  is  jjaid  by  the 
state  and  the  balance  by  the  town.  Applications  for  the  consent  of 
the  Board  must  be  made  annually  and  prior  to  September  ist.  Those 
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made  later  are,  except  in  special  cases,  granted  for  only  such  portion 
of  the  school  year  as  follows  the  date  of  the  application.  When  the 
tuition  exceeds  $30  00  the  surplus  must  be  paid  by  the  parent. 

The  information  gathered  in  the  Tables  on  the  following  pages  is 
useful  for  reference  and  comparison.

Report  of  Joint  Board 


The  Selectmen  and  School  Visitors  met  at  the  Town  Hall 
for  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Joint  Board,  June  19,  1901.  The 
old  officers  were  re-elected,  E.  P.  Arnold,  chairman,  and  E.  E. 
Lewis,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  schools  for  the 
year  ending  July  14,  1902,  was  estimated  at  ^3,800.00,  of  which 
^120.00  is  the  approximate  amount  of  the  State  money  that 
will  be  paid  to  the  County  Home  on  the  basis  of  the  enumer- 
ation. The  first  Table  of  the  Appendix  gives  the  distribution 
among  the  districts.  The  changes  from  last  year  are  slight, 
affecting  only  the  three  districts,  Burr,  Shailerville  and  Tyler- 
ville,  in  the  last  two  of  which  the  falling  away  in  the  average 
attendance  has  been  increasing. 

At  Tylerville  the  attendance  has  been  poor,  reaching  an 
average  of  only  eight,  which  carries  the  cost  for  each  scholar  to 
534.05,  the  highest  in  the  town.  The  percentage  of  attendance 
in  Shailerville  has  been  excellent  and  the  average  is  ten,  but 
the  cost  is  high,  being  ^26.34  for  each  pupil.  Should  the 
registration  continue  so  very  low  it  may  be  well,  as  a  matter 
of  economy  and  also  of  advantage  to  the  schools,  to  consider 
whether  some  combination  of  the  districts  with  the  Center, 
where  the  registration  is  also  much  diminished,  cannot  wisely 
be  made,  even  if  it  involves  the  conveyance  of  the  scholars 
living  beyond  a  reasonable  walking  distance.  As  a  rule,  the 
larger  the  school  the  less  the  cost  for  each  pupil.  In  six  of  the 
districts  the  cost  has  averaged  from  ^12.00  to  ^17.00.  At 
Higganum  the  average  attendance  for  each  room  was  twenty- 
eight,  and  the  cost  per  pupil  ,^14.49. 
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Had  the  two  schools  at  Center  and  Shailerville  been  united, 
the  average  number  of  pupils  last  year  would  have  been  just 
twenty-eight,  and  the  expense  would  have  fallen  from  $17.32 
for  each  scholar  in  the  first  named,  and  1(26.34  in  the  latter 
district,  to  not  more  than  $12.00.  The  total  saving  would  have 
been  not  less  than  the  actual  cost  of  one  school,  and  the 
children  living  farthest  from  the  Center  would  not  have  walked 
a  longer  distance  than  some  who  attend  at  Higganum,  nqr  as 
far  as  in  two  other  districts.  Perhaps  better  results  would  be 
reached,  at  less  expense  than  the  present  cost  of  the  three 
schools,  by  placing  two  teachers  at  the  Center,  conveying  the 
children  from  Tylerville  and  the  lower  part  of  Shailerville  to 
the  school,  and  carefully  grading  the  work.  The  moving  in  of 
families  having  children  of  the  school  age  may  change  the  out- 
look at  Tylerville. 

Nearly  fifty  towns  in  the  State  have  experimented  with  the 
conveyance  of  the  children  from  one  district  to  others,  and  the 
results,  tabulated  on  page  270*  of  the  State  Board's  Report  for 
1900,  are  generally  quite  favorable  and  reward  careful  perusal. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  great  difference  at  the  Center 
and  in  some  other  districts,  between  the  expense  for  each  child 
enumerated  and  each  in  the  average  attendance.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor 


The  prominent  facts  in  school  life  do  not  vary  greatly  from 
year  to  year.  The  same  elements  of  success  and  of  failure 
appear,  with  occasionally  an  increase  of  emphasis  on  some 
particular  point. 

This  is  clearly  true  of  the  discouragements  that  retard  the 
progress  of  the  schools.  They  are  old  and  persistent  and 
stubborn.  Good  schools  are  secured  only  by  overcoming  them. 
Some  ought  not  to  exist  and  are  due  to  removable  causes,  while 
others  are  inherent  in  existing  conditions.  Of  the  latter,  in  the 
smaller  towns,  is  the  insufficiency  of  the  available  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  securing  the  higher  grade  of  teaching 
and  supplying  the  necessary  equipment  for  keeping  the  schools 
abreast  of  improved  educational  methods. 

Quite,  as  discouraging  also  is  the  large  number  of  small 
schools,  steadily  diminishing  in  attendance,  due  to  the  decline 
of  the  population  in  the  outlying  districts.  In  these  cases  the 
loss  relates  both  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  the  advantages 
of  larger  numbers,  with  grading  in  school  work.  Attention  is 
called  to  the  pecuniary  loss  in  the  Report  of  the  Joint  Board, 
and  the  plan  is  commended  of  uniting  some  of  the  schools  with 
apparent  economy.  The  emphasis  here  relates  to  the  better 
quality  of  the  work  that  ought  to  follow  the  union  of  small 
schools.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  school  of  fifty  scholars,  with 
two  teachers,  properly  graded,  is  more  likely  to  secure  better 
results  than  three  or  four  schools  of  a  dozen  attendants. 

The  removable  hinderances  to  the  improvement  of  schools 
are  always  in  evidence.  Like  cobble  stones  in  a  good  road, 
they  draw  attention  to  themselves  and  greatly  disturb  all  except 
the  people  who  have  little  interest  in  good  schools  or  pride  in 
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the  public  service.  Among  these  no  discouragement  is  more 
pronounced  and  persistent  than  the  indifference  of  many  parents 
to  the  advantages  of  school  training.  They  are  willing  to  ruin 
the  favorable  prospects  of  a  school  by  allowing  their  children 
for  other  causes  than  sickness,  to  be  irregular  in  attendance. 
Children  imperatively  need,  for  securing  faithfulness  in  attention 
to  school  duties,  the  stimulating  influence  of  parental  interest 
and  authority.  Moreover,  regular  attendance  is  the  surest 
pledge  of  a  fruitful  interest  by  the  pupil  in  the  work  of  the 
school.  Indeed,  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  awaken  enthusiasm 
in  study  unless  the  members  of  a  class  are  invariably  present. 
The  best  teacher  is  seriously  crippled  by  a  broken  attendance, 
even  on  the  part  of  a  few. 

The  law  of  the  State,  which  represents  the  collective  wisdom 
of  its  best  citizens,  affirms  that  the  chief  business  of  the  child 
from  seven  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  is  to  secure  an  elementary 
education.  Going  to  school  is  the  primary  obligation  of  the 
cliild.  About  one-third  of  the  pupils  .attend  school,  as  many 
go  to  church,  when  they  want  to,  and  their  desire  in  this  respect 
is  mucir  below  par.  In  the  figures  of  this  Report,  eighty  attend 
less  than  half,  and  one  hundred  an  thirty  less  than  three-fourths 
of  the  school  days.  Some  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  sickness 
and  removals.  But  for  the  most  part  this  is  a  hinderance  that 
need  not  continue.  The  most  advanced  communities  and  the 
most  thoughtful  parents  magnify  the  importance  of  a  day's 
attendance,  that  is  also  free  from  tardiness  and  early  dismissals. 
The  boy  who  makes  a  model  record  in  attending  school  up  to 
the  full  limit  of  school  years  is  sure  to  be  a  better  citizen,  a 
better  farmer  or  artisan.  Schools  may  not  teach  blacksmithing, 
but  a  well-educated  blacksmith  is  the  type  of  man  free  political 
institutions  demand.  Even  our  small  schools  are  training  the 
strong  men  and  women  of  the  next  generation.  The  road  of 
the  back  district  may  remain  and  be  little  used,  but  the  pupils 
in  its  sciiool  will  appear  in  villages  and  cities  to  bear  witness 
by  their  character  and  service  to  the  training  of  their  school 
years.  Hence  an  abiding  interest  and  earnest  insistence  that,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  children  of  the  thinly  populated  sections 
have  school  privileges  equal  to  those  of  the  village, 
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It  is  pleasant  to  observe  that  some  of  our  small  schools  aft! 
admirably  cared  for,  as  the  reports  of  attendance  on  another 
page  indicate.  Notice  the  rank  of  Burr,  Ponsett  and  Shailer- 
ville  and  Haddam  Neck.  Why  should  other  districts  fall 
behind  these  unless  there  is  neglect  either  in  the  home  or  in 
the  managemant  of  the  schools. 

Another  hinderance,  removable  with  a  little  effort,  is  the 
lack  of  books  and  other  essentials  for  the  full  development  of 
the  schools.  The  regular  text  books  are  scarce  in  a  few 
districts.  But  a  common  need  is  that  of  supplementary  and 
reference  books.  Children  can  be  taught  to  prize  good  books 
and  how  to  use  them  with  lasting  profit,  provided  they  are 
accessible.  The  variety  and  value  of  useful  readers  and  books 
of  information,  at  prices  reasonable  and  within  the  reach  of 
even  small  districts,  encourages  committees  and  friends  of  the 
schools  to  arrange  for  placing  a  generous  supply  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  teachers. 

The  encouragements  of  the  year  appear  side  by  side  with 
the  hinderances.  No  prevailing  epidemic  has  seriously  inter- 
fered with  the  attendance,  and  the  open  weather,  especially 
during  the  fall  term,  greatly  favored  a  high  average.  The 
record  shows  that,  for  the  first  term,  52  per  cent,  of  the  regis- 
tration, or  161  pupils,  attained  to  an  average  of  over  90  per  cent, 
of  a  perfect  attendance.  For  the  nine  districts  the  average 
attendance  was  92  per  cent.,  and  the  leading  district,  Burr, 
reached  96  per  cent.  The  second  term  also  made  a  fair  show- 
ing, but  by  contrast  with  the  first,  only  36  per  cent,  of  the 
registration  were  on  what  is  termed  the  honor  roll,  which  calls 
for  an  average  of  not  less  than  90  per  cent,  of  perfect. 

The  average  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  the  year  is  higher 
than  for  several  years,  standing  at  83.  Burr  at  92  per  cent, 
excels  its  own  high  record,  and  also  enrolls  nine,  out  of  an 
average  registration  of  twelve,  on  the  honor  list,  and  three  of 
the  nine  did  not  miss  a  day.  Ponsett,  with  a  much  larger 
number  of  scholars,  many  of  whom  walk  a  long  distance,  does 
admirably,  furnishing  three  more  of  the  perfect  pupils,  and 
twelve  of  those  reaching  the  honor  rank.  These  two  districts 
have  only  one-eighth  of  the  registered  pupils,  but  claim  one- 
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eighth  of  the  honor  Hst  and  three-fifths  of  those  perfect  in 
attendance  for  the  entire  year — an  enviable  record.  Haddam 
Neck  and  Shailerville  come  next  on  the  hst,  with  the  same 
rank  as  last  year.  Brainerd  Hill,  only  a  fraction  behind,  holds 
the  fifth  place.  Center  and  Higganum  improve  their  attendance 
from  last  year's  record,  but  there  is  no  apparent  good  reason 
for  their  standing  sixth  and  seventh  in  rank  with  their  excellent 
chances  for  being  first.  Candlewood  Hill  lowers  its  attendance 
from  the  second  to  the  eighth  place,  and  Tylerville  from  the 
fifth  of  last  year  to  the  lowest,  with  only  73  per  cent,  of  perfect, 
while  the  children  have  only  short  distances  to  walk. 

The  weak  point  in  this  summary  is  with  the  pupils  that 
attend  less  than  half,  or  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  school 
days.  The  cheering  feature  is  that  212  of  the  341  registered 
pupils  rose  above  75  per  cent,  of  perfect  attendance,  of  whom 
109  reached  the  honor  standing,  and  of  these  lO  were  perfect. 

The  chief  incentive  to  hopefulness  as  to  the  progress  of  the 
schools  is  found  in  the  daily  work  of  the  teachers.  The  record 
for  the  year  is  creditable.  Larger  wages  would  doubtless  draw 
and  hold  teachers  of  better  training  and  experience.  Commit- 
tees are  often  defeated  in  their  efforts  to  secure  an  efficient 
teacher  or  keep  a  good  one  by  this  limitation  of  cost.  But  the 
year's  experience  is  not  at  all  disheartening. 

The  securing  of  good  teachers  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task. 
Only  those  who  have  had  large  experience  appreciate  the 
difficulties.  The  gift  to  teach  is  often  wanting,  and  no  quality 
or  amount  of  training  can  remedy  the  defect.  Some  lack  that 
most  important  quality  of  a  fine  tact  in  management  who  other- 
wise are  well  adapted  for  the  teacher's  tasks ;  a  resistless  energy 
and  enthusiasm  is  essential,  but  not  always  possessed;  and  with 
yet  stronger  accentuation  do  we  long  for  the  dignity,  refinement 
and  worth  under  the  influence  of  which  children  will  receive  the 
choicest  impressions  of  a  life-time.  For  these  and  other  reasons 
one  becomes  very  critical  in  the  presence  of  a  company  of 
children  as  to  the  character  and  fitness  of  a  teacher  to  build  the 
mind  and  shape  the  character.  For,  after  all,  the  teacher  is  the 
school.  Even  as  to  attendance  her  spirit  and  attitude  will  work 
transformation.    Read  between  the  lines  and  this  Report,  as  to 
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the  daily  presence  of  the  scholars  under  each  school  flag,  is 
ceaselessly  commending  the  teacher.  One  can  safely  predict 
what  the  record  will  be  this  coming  year  where  old  teachers 
are  returned.  When  every  possible  preparation  is  made  by 
teacher  and  committee  for  a  year  of  progress,  what  crowns  all 
and  apart  from  which  there  is  always  serious  loss,  is  the  love 
of  the  teacher  for  her  work  and  for  the  children. 

No  special  examination  has  been  given  to  exhibit  the  com- 
parative attainments  of  the  classes.  At  Higganum  the  grading 
of  the  rooms  and  the  promotions  at  the  end  of  the  second  term 
necessitate  regular  and  systematic  tests,  which  last  spring  were 
fairly  encouraging. 

This  school  encountered  at  the  opening  of  the  year  the 
difficulties  connected  with  a  change  of  principal.  For  three 
years  the  school  had  been  under  the  care  of  a  male  teacher. 
The  impression  seemed  to  prevail  that  a  certain  relaxation  of 
discipline  would  be  tolerated  or  compelled  by  the  change  made. 
Restlessness  pervaded  the  atmosphere  for  several  weeks,  but  as 
soon  as  it  was  discovered  that  a  healthful  and  firm  discipline 
would  be  maintained,  the  school  settled  down  to  a  fruitful  year 
of  steady  progress.  Miss  Curtiss  was  tactful  and  thorough  in 
her  teaching.  Had  she  remained,  the  outlook  for  the  new  year 
would  be  good.  .Her  successor.  Miss  Litchfield,  accepts  the 
position  with  the  prospects  of  a  full  room,  though  several  of 
the  more  advanced  pupils  are  to  enter  the  Middletown  High 
School.  She  has  the  advantage  of  an  education  at  the  Rhode 
Island  Normal  School,  and  also  of  five  years  of  experience  in 
the  school-room.  Miss  Burr's  resignation,  at  the  expiration  of 
three  years  of  successful  service,  during  which  period  her  room 
has  ranked  with  the  best  in  the  building,  deprives  us  of  a  good 
teacher,  whose  work  has  merited  from  year  to  year  the  warm 
commendation  bestowed  in  these  Reports.  Miss  Bailey,  five 
years  in  Room  H.,  continues  to  do  excellent  work,  which 
heartily  commends  her  as  her  own  successor.  Miss  Richmond 
quickly  found  her  place  and  power  in  the  primary  department, 
and  maintained  it  to  the  end  of  the  year.  She  will  have  a 
pleasant  welcome  at  the  opening  of  the  new  term.  Miss  Powell 
brings  to  her  position  a  good  education,  a  year's  experience  and 


strong  commendation.  The  outlook  for  the  best  school  in  town 
in  this  district  is  favorable,  but  the  laurels  will  not  be  easily 
won.  Committee,  parents  and  teachers  can,  and  in  truth  ought, 
to  make  the  rank  in  attendance  much  higher  than  last  year. 
Probably  the  one  thing  most  promising  for  building  up  the 
school  and  keeping  it  in  the  front  rank,  is  the  securing  and 
retaining  of  a  good  principal  for  a  series  of  years,  with  excellent 
teachers  in  all  of  the  rooms.  Fifty  dollars  could  wisely  be  spent 
in  supplying  books  and  other  much-needed  apparatus. 

Five  of  the  ungraded  schools  register  an  average  attendance 
above  22  :  Center  and  Brainerd  Hill  at  22  each,  Haddam  Neck 
at  23,  and  two  at  26  each,  Ponsett  and  Candlewood  Hill.  Miss 
Chapell  did  excellent  work,  but  could  do  much  better  if  the 
attendance  was  less  irregular.  The  scholars  were  diligent  and 
the  atmosphere  of  the  room  was  resolute  and  aggressive.  The 
district  did  well  in  engaging  her  services  for  another  year. 

Brainerd  Hill  kept  up  happily  its  recent  custom  of  securing 
a  Normal  graduate,  and  found  also  in  Miss  Hammond  a  teacher 
of  tact,  of  earnestness,  and  of  strong  moral  influence.  The 
room  was  quiet,  tidy,  and  well-ventilated.  Miss  Everding,  a 
New  Haven  Normal  graduate  of  this  year,  and  having  an 
elementary  certificate  from  the  State,  will  without  doubt  main- 
tain the  present  standing  of  the  school. 

The  school  over  the  river  rallied  during  the  year  under  the 
charge  of  Mrs.  Clark,  and  went  on  steadily  improving  till  its 
close.  The  hiring  of  another  teacher  was  hardly  justified  by 
the  record  of  the  year,  but  Mrs.  Ventres  has  taught  in  the 
district  before  and  will  endeavor  to  make  the  school  all  that 
parents  could  wish. 

Mrs.  Plilliard  closed  her  seventh  year  of  continuous  service 
at  Ponsett,  which  represents  the  full  term  of  compulsory  attend- 
ance by  the  requirement  of  the  school  law.  No  school  has 
excelled  hers  during  these  years,  either  in  the  spirit  and  purpose 
of  improvement,  or  in  the  actual  advance  of  the  pupils.  They 
have  been  transforming  years,  and  reveal  the  latent  force  of 
character,  wisdom,  tact  and  faithfulness  in  helpfully  training 
children  of  all  ages  and  all  conditions.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
anticipate  finding  her  again  in  the  midst  of  her  happy  family,

whose  number  is  already  as  large  as  any  of  the  eight  ungraded 
districts.  One  admires  good  grade  work  in  large  schools,  but 
wonders  often  whether  primary  education  is  not  enhanced  under 
the  continued  instruction  of  a  single  good  teacher  through  many 
years. 

Miss  Graves  came  from  twenty  years  of  experience  to 
Candlewood  Hill  and  invariably  maintained  good  order  with  a 
friendly  interest  in  her  pupils.  It  was  unfortunate  that  the 
attendance  of  the  school  fell  away  so  rapidly.  She  is  engaged 
to  return  and  will  faithfully  endeavor  to  promote  the  interests  of 
the  school. 

The  average  registration  at  Burr,  Shailerville  and  Tylerville 
is  12,  and  the  average  attendance  is  lo.  Miss  Eddy  returned  to 
Tylerville,  but  after  a  few  weeks  resigned  to  take  a  place  in 
Hartford;  and  Miss  Shailer,  who  took  the  position,  will  also 
continue  another  year  with  the  promise,  from  her  increasing 
experience,  of  considerable  gain  both  in  management  and  in 
teaching.  The  school  is  small  and  the  task  of  making  it  a 
success  is  difficult.  Satisfactor)'^  progress  cannot  be  made  until 
the  attendance  averages  for  the  year  more  than  73  per  cent,  of 
perfect.  An  average  loss  of  one-fourth  of  the  time  is  sure  to 
cause  much  more  than  that  of  loss  in  the  work  of  the  school. 
Miss  Maynard  gave  Burr  earnest  and  enthusiastic  attention,  to 
which  the  scholars  responded  by  making  the  district  first  in 
attendance,  with  a  creditable  position  in  other  respects.  Miss 
Dickinson  is  one  of  our  established  teachers.  What  she  did  her 
first  year  at  Shailerville  in  reclaiming  the  attendance  she  has 
continued  to  hold,  and  in  orderliness,  steady  progress  and 
general  appearance  the  school  ranks  among  the  first  half  of  our 
number.  Her  continuance  for  the  new  year  in  the  district  is 
heartily  welcomed.  What  is  quite  unusual,  full  three-quarters 
of  the  teachers  of  last  year  are  to  return  to  their  schools. 

Some  misapprehension  arose  as  to  the  action  of  the  School 
Board  in  requiring  177  days  of  actual  school  woric  for  the  year, 
The  Calendar  for  the  coming  year,  with  the  accompanying  vote 
makes  a  similar  provision.  The  Board  neither  asked  nor  wished 
the  teachers  to  hold  sessions  of  the  school  on  any  holiday, 
nor  W^s  it  necessary  to  forbid  theif  doing  so,  for  the  lavy  rightly 
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excuses  them  from  such  action,  but  does  not  require  that  they 
sliall  be  paid  for  services  not  actually  rendered.  Favors  of  that 
kind  are  granted  only  on  special  occasions  and  by  the  direction 
of  school  officers.  The  experiment  of  having  the  schools  com- 
mence on  Tuesday  may  be  an  accommodation  to  teachers  whose 
homes  are  at  some  distance. 

The  increasing  irregularity  of  attendance  in  some  districts 
led  the  School  Board  to  require  written  excuses  for  each  case  of 
absence,  tardiness  and  dismissal  earlier  than  the  regular  hour, 
with  the  added  obligation  that  only  sickness  and  some  equally 
unavoidable  necessity  shall  be  received  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

A  most  interesting  and  fascinating  feature  of  the  last  half  of 
the  school  )/ear  was  a  successful  effort  by  Miss  Jennie  S, 
Walkley,  local  secretary  for  Haddam  of  the  Audubon  Society, 
to  introduce  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  that  organization  into  a 
few  of  the  districts.  Five  schools  were  visited,  Higganum. 
Brainerd  Hill,  Candlewood  Hill,  Ponsett  and  Center,  the  object 
of  the  organization  explained,  and  the  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  asked  in  securing  members-  and  a  friendly  interest  in 
the  stud}^  of  birds.  The  response  was  very  gratifying.  At  the 
Center  nearl)'^  all  of  the  schools  were  enrolled,  at  Higganum  a 
much  larger  number,  though  not  proportionally  any  more  than 
those  joining  at  Brainerd  Hill.  In  all,  eighty-eight  names  were 
placed  on  the  list  of  members,  and  the  membership  fees 
amounted  to  sixteen  dollars.  Bird  charts  were  placed  in  three 
districts,  greatly  to  the  delight  and  encouragement  of  the 
children.  Miss  Walkley's  enthusiasm  was  contagious  and 
teachers  found  their  scholars  deeply  interested  in  learning  not 
only  the  names  but  the  songs  and  habits  of  the  common  birds. 
It  was  common  at  the  Center,  and  doubtless  in  the  other 
districts,  to  hear  the  small  lads  on  their  way  to  and  from  school 
discussing  the  ways  of  birds  with  the  interest,  if  not  the  wisdom, 
of  the  scientist.  The  schools  at  Brainerd  Hill  and  Center  ar- 
ranged special  exercises  relating  to  birds,  inviting  Miss  Walkley 
and  other  friends  to  be  present,  and  giving  a  charming  and 
instructive  account  of  bird  life  in  trees,  meadow  and  forest. 
The  effort  of  the  local  secretary  of  the  Society  is  greatly 
appreciated  and  the  results  accomplished  are  a  happy  surprise, 
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creating  a  friendly  feeling  for  the  birds  and  an  interest  in  books 
picturing  their  forms  and  ways  of  living,  and  also  in  everything 
pertaining  to  out-door  life. 

Miss  Dickinson,  at  Shailerville,  failing  to  receive  one  of  the 
regular  travelling  school  libraries,  was  delighted  to  have  an 
Audubon  library,  in  which  both  teacher  and  scholar  found 
much  to  interest  and  instruct. 

Mrs.  Clark  welcomed  one  of  the  regular  libraries,  which  the 
children  read  with  great  interest  and  profit.  It  may  also  be 
noted  here  that  Haddam  Neck  has  greatly  increased  its  black- 
board space  by  the  purchase  of  slate  boards  for  nearly  every 
available  space  in  the  walls  of  the  room. 

The  School  Board  gave  legal  consent  to  six  pupils  to  attend 
High  Schools  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  four  of  whom  went  to 
Middletown  and  two  to  Deep  River.  The  expense  amounted  to 
$131.84,  two-thirds  of  which  is  refunded  by  the  State.  The 
law  relating  to  this  was  changed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  so  that  hereafter  the  limit  of  tuition,  required  to  be 
paid  by  the  town  for  each  scholar  to  whom  consent  is  granted, 
is  $4S-00  instead  of  ;^30.oo  as  before.  At  its  session  in 
September  the  Board  gave  its  consent  to  eleven  applicants 
for  the  privilege  during  the  coming  year.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  School  Visit- 
ors was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Tuesday,  June  17,  1902.  The 
Chairman,  E.  P.  Arnold,  and  the  Secretary,  E.  E.  Lewis,  were 
reappointed  for  the  coming  year.  The  estimate  for  the  cost  of 
the  schools  for  the  year  1902-03  was  placed  at  ^3,700.00,  and 
this  amount  was  distributed  among  the  districts,  as  shown  in  the 
first  table  accompanying  these  reports.  The  distribution  varies 
but  little  from  that  of  last  year.  The  Higganum  district  receives 
a  slight  increase.  For  several  years  it  has  shown  its  interest  in 
maintaining  a  good  school  by  adding  annually,  at  its  own  cost, 
about  ;$200.oo  on  an  average  to  the  amount  received  from  the 
town  treasury.  This  last' year  it  received  ^1,490.00  from  the 
town,  and  paid  for  teachers,  including  the  ordinary  incidental 
expenses,  ^1,728.90.  The  other  districts  limited  their  expenses 
to  the  regular  appropriation.  Ponsett  also  receives  a  slight 
increase  in  the  distribution.  It  had,  among  the  ungraded 
schools,  the  largest  average  attendance  of  the  year,  and  the  cost 
for  each  pupil,  reckoned  by  the  average  attendance,  is  the  lowest. 
The  increase  is  fully  justified  by  the  record  the  school  is 
making. 

The  evil  of  irregular  attendance  appears  in  these  financial 
summaries.  Compare  Burr,  which  ranks  first  in  attendance  the 
past  year,  with  Tylerville,  which  stands  lowest.  The  cost  for  each 
pupil  of  the  average  registration  is  increased  only  ten  per  cent, 
at  Burr  in  reckoning  by  the  average  attendance,  but  at  Tyler- 
ville the  increase  is  forty-four  per  cent.    Or,  comparing  two 
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larger  schools,  Haddam  Neck,  with  its  average  registration  of 
twenty -five,  and  Brainerd  Hill,  with  its  average  of  twenty-seven, 
the  Neck  school  stands  second  in  attendance,  and  the  cost,  in 
the  same  way  of  comparison,  rises  nineteen  per  cent.,  but  at 
Brainerd  Hill  the  cost  is  increased  thirty  per  cent.  These  illus- 
trations are  given  to  show  that  the  financial  waste  from  an  im- 
perfect attendance  is  considerable,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  should 
be  avoided.*  At  the  present  time  the  cost  for  each  pupil  is  the 
highest  at  Shailerville,  with  its  small  registration  for  the  year  of 
ten  and  average  attendance  of  eight,  being  ^32.40,  while  at 
Ponsett  the  cost  averages  i.oo. 

On  the  adjournment  of  the  Joint  Board,  the  Board  of  Visitors 
organized  for  the  year  by  choosing  Dr.  L.  A.  Smith  Chairman 
and  E.  E.  Lewis  Secretaiy.  The  Secretary  was  appointed  Act- 
ing School  Visitor  for  the  coming  year.  The  calendar  and 
regulations  adopted  are  given  on  another  page.  It  was  voted  to 
authorize  the  use  of  Montgomery's  U.  S.  History  in  the  schools, 
but  without  directing  an  immediate  change.  The  Board  recom- 
mended that,  as  far  as  practicable  without  loss  in  other  branches, 
drawing  be  taught  in  all  the  districts,  and  especially  in  the 
higher  grades  at  Higganum.  Prang's  series  of  books  were 
chosen  for  use.  The  course  of  study,  revised  and  defined  with 
greater  fullness  by  the  teachers  at  Higganum  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Acting  Visitor,  was  approved  for  that  school,  with 
the  expectation  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  other  schools  will 
follow  the  same  classification,  so  that  pupils  can  pass  from  one 
district  to  another  without  any  loss  in  their  studies.  The 
question  of  temporarily  uniting  the  two  schools  at  the  Center 
and  at  Shailerville  was  considered,  but  no  definite  action  was 
taken.  These  reports  show  that  the  average  attendance  of  the 
two  schools  the  past  year  was  twenty-five,  exactly  what  Ponsett 
returns  for  its  average  and  three  less  than  the  rooms  at  Higga- 
num average. 

Legal  consent  was  given  by  the  Board  to  eight  applicants  to 
attend  the  High  School  at  Middletown  and  to  three  who  at- 
tended at  Deep  River.  Under  the  revision  of  the  law  by  which 
the  limit  of  tuition  required  to  be  paid  by  the  town  for  each 
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pupil  is  increased  from  ;^30.oo  to  ^45.00,  the  expense  at  Middle- 
town  was  ;^36o.oo  and  at  Deep  River  $4i,.oo.  The  State  pays 
two-thirds  of  the  total  amount.  Deep  River  announces  an 
increase  in  its  tuition  rates.  Notice  from  the  State  Board  has 
been  received  that  payment  of  tuition  by  the  State  under  the 
High  School  law  is  based  not  upon  charges  made  by  terms  and 
half  terms,  but  upon  the  number  of  weeks  each  pupil  actually 
attends  school.  Eight  applications  to  attend  the  High  School 
at  Middletown,  and  one  at  Deep  River,  the  coming  year  have 
been  approved  by  the  Board.

Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor 


All  of  the  schools  opened  promptly  and  with  bright  promise 
for  the  year,  the  first  Tuesday  in  September,  1901,  and  closed, 
except  where  lost  time  had  to  be  made  up,  the  first  week  in 
June  of  this  year.  Sessions  were  held  176  days  in  accordance 
with  the  rule  of  the  School  Board.  Nearly  all  of  the  teachers 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  attending  the  State  teach- 
ers' meeting  held  in  October.  A  few  asked  for  the  opportunity 
of  a  day  to  visit  other  schools. 

The  attendance  for  the  first  term,  favored  by  good  weather, 
was  creditable.  The  weekly  average  was  92  per  cent,  of  perfect ; 
33  pupils  made  a  perfect  record,  and  122  more  stood  with  them 
on  the  honor  roll  of  90  per  cent,  and  upwards  of  perfect.  The 
first  week  and  the  ninth  gave  the  best  attendance,  reaching 
nearly  96  per  cent,  of  a  clean  record.  A  perfect  weekly  attend- 
ance was  reported  once  in  Ponsett  with  29  pupils,  once  in  Had- 
dam  Neck  with  27,  twice  in  Shailerville  with  10,  and  seven  times 
in  Burr  with  1 1  pupils.  Haddam  Neck  did  not  allow  its  record 
for  any  week  to  fall  below  93  per  cent,  of  perfect,  and  its  weekly 
average  for  the  sixteen  weeks  won  the  first  rank  at  97  per  cent, 
with  Burr  a  close  second  at  96.6  per  cent.  The  five  leading  dis- 
tricts in  the  order  of  their  standing  were  Haddam  Neck,  Burr, 
Shailerville,  Center,  and  Ponsett.  Tylerville  and  Candlewood 
Hill  were  at  the  foot  of  the  list.  Haddam  Neck  had  eleven 
perfect  in  attendance,  the  same  as  Higganum  with  its  larger 
enrollment. 

Turning  to  the  year's  record,  the  total  registration  of  different 
pupils  is  337,  or  about  87  per  cent,  of  the  enumeration.  Seventy- 
one  attended  less  than  half  of  the  time,  64  from  one-half  to 
three-fourths,  and  208,  or  62  per  cent,  of  the  registration,  from 
three-fourths  of  the  time  to  perfect.    Only  nine  attended  every 
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day  of  the  school  year.  The  honor  roll  is  distributed  as  follows, 
the  districts  being  named  in  the  order  of  their  rank  according  to 
the  percentage  of  attendance  on  the  registration  of  each.  Had- 
dam  Neck  leads  with  sixteen  names,  Burr  has  six,  Shailerville 
five,  Higganum  fifty-seven,  Candlewood  Hill  eight,  Ponsett  ten, 
Brainerd  Hill  seven,  Center  four,  and  Tylerville  one.  That  is, 
the  record  shows  that  only  five  and  a  half  per  cent,  of  the  pupils 
are  present  at  Tylerville  nine-tenths  of  the  time,  while  at  Shailer- 
ville, Burr  and  the  Neck  from  fifty  to  fifty  seven  per  cent,  are  at 
school  nine  out  of  every  ten  days.  Another  instructive  com- 
parison shows  the  injury  wrought  by  a  badly  broken  attend- 
ance. Between  two  groups  of  three  schools  each,  the  returns 
show  a  difference  in  the  attendance  of  about  one-half  In  the 
three  districts  last  named  four-fifths  of  the  pupils  are  present  at 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  sessions  of  the  school ;  at  Tyler- 
ville, Center  and  Brainerd  Hill  only  two-fifths  attend  as  well. 
Changing  teachers  twice  probably  affected  the  attendance  at 
Brainerd  Hill.  The  emphasis  of  these  comparisons  rests  on 
the  point  that  imperfect  attendance,  however  caused,  is  a  most 
serious  loss  to  a  school.  The  town  can  ill  afford  to  countenance 
the  parents  in  making  these  low  records  possible. 

At  the  end  of  the  winter  term  an  opportunity  was  given  by 
which  the  progress  made  in  the  various  studies  could  be  exhib- 
ited for  each  school,  and  dlso  its  comparative  standing.  Two 
objects  were  in  mind.  The  first  was  to  arouse  interest  in  doing 
good  work,  and  also  to  ascertain  how  creditably  the  schools 
would  meet  an  opportuity  of  this  kind.  It  was  also  believed 
that  the  ungraded  schools  would  receive  special  benefit  from  a 
comparison  of  their  work  with  what  is  expected  in  rooms  care- 
fully classified.  For  these  purposes  questions  for  eight  grades 
in  spelling,  language,  geography  and  arithmetic,  adjusted  to  the 
classification  at  Higganum,  were  prepared.  History  was  also 
included  for  the  higher  grades.  Algebra  and  Latin  papers  were 
given  to  the  classes  in  Room  4  at  Higganum.  The  aim  was  to 
make  the  questions  simple  and  illustrative  of  principles  rather 
than  perplexing  and  difficult.  The  teachers  heartily  co-operated 
to  make  the  plan  a  success  and  profitable  to  their  classes.  The 
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Acting  Visitor  aimed  to  be  present  at  some  part  of  the  exercise 
in  each  school. 

Including  all  the  studies,  over  eight  hundred  papers  were 
returned,  ranging  in  the  ungraded  schools  from  nineteen  at 
Tylerville  to  sixty-four  at  Ponsett.  Higganum  sent  in  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  papers.  The  average  for  spelling,  language, 
geography  and  arithmetic  was  one  hundred  and  ninety  each. 
History  furnished  eighty  papers.  After  examination  the  papers 
were  returned  to  the  schools  for  such  use  as  could  by  review  of 
the  work  be  profitably  made. 

The  Higganum,  Ponsett,  Shailerville  and  Tylerville  papers 
were  the  best  arranged  and  appearing.  Haddam  Neck  and 
Brainerd  Hill  showed  less  care  and  familiarity  with  such  work. 
The  other  districts  could  easily  in  these  respects  have  improved 
their  papers.  The  papers  varied  greatly  in  the  manner  of 
answering  the  questions.  Complete  sentences  were  used  for  the 
most  part  at  Higganum,  also  at  Ponsett  and  Shailerville.  In 
some  schools  there  was  a  serious  lack  in  clearness  of  expression. 
Correct  answers  were  not  well  stated.  The  little  details  of  good 
written  work  were  neglected.  These  are  little  things,  but  good 
work  attaches  great  importance  to  trifles. 

As  to  the  success  of  the  classes  in  answering  the  questions 
there  is  a  marked  difference.  Higganum  did  its  best  work  in 
language,  and  in  this  it  stands  creditably  first.  In  the  other 
studies  its  record  is  from  seventy  to  eighty-one  per  cent,  of  accu- 
rate. Ponsett  holds  a  high  average  in  each  study,  standing  first 
in  arithmetic,  having  eighty-eight  per  cent,  in  three  studies,  and 
not  lower  than  eighty-three  in  any.  Its  work  as  a  whole  was 
not  excelled.  Haddam  Neck  is  worthy  of  special  mention  as 
doing  well  in  each  study.  Shailerville  ranks  next,  doing  its  best 
work  in  arithmetic,  and  averaging  nearly  eighty  per  cent,  on  all 
its  papers.  At  Candlewood  Hill,  Burr  and  Brainerd  Hill  the 
papers  marked  lower  than  sixty  per  cent.  Center  did  poorly  in 
geography,  but  gains  the  sixth  rank  in  the  general  average. 

Comparison  as  to  the  standing  of  the  schools  according  to 
the  ages  of  the  pupils  taking  the  same  grade  of  work  is  made 
with  Higganum,  because  all  the  grades  appear  in  its  papers. 
The  ungraded  schools  as  a  rule  are  behind,  but  not  invariably. 
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Haddam  Neck,  for  example,  stood  third  in  arithmetic,  but  each 
class  averaged  a  year  older  than  the  classes  doing  the  same 
work  at  Higganum.  In  other  words,  these  classes  at  the  Neck 
are  a  year  behind.  At  Candlewood  Hill  the  difference  was 
greater  and  the  work  done  was  poor.  In  the  same  work  in 
geography,  classes  at  Higganum  averaging  eleven  years  did  the 
work  as  well  or  better  than  classes  averaging  twelve  and  thirteen 
in  the  other  districts,  but  Center  and  Ponsett  were  not  repre- 
sented in  that  grade.  At  the  Center  the  age  of  the  classes  com- 
pare favorably  with  Higganum,  but  the  papers  averaged  lower. 
Ponsett  made  an  excellent  record  and  easily  stands  first.  The 
first  and  second  classes  in  arithmetic  were  a  grade  in  advance  of 
the  classes  of  the  same  age  at  Higganum.  In  language  classes 
averaging  ten  years  did  as  good  work  as  those  at  Higganum 
averaging  eleven  years. 

The  results  of  this  inquiry  as  to  the  standing  and  progress  of 
the  schools  are  instructive.  First  of  all  appears  the  great  gain 
of  having  a  good  teacher  through  a  series  of  years.  This  is 
especially  apparent  at  Ponsett.  The  excellent  work  exhibited  in 
these  papers  and  its  prosperous  condition  in  general  are  due  to 
the  unhindered  and  unbroken  services  of  Mrs.  Hilliard  for  eight 
years.  At  Higganum,  Miss  Bailey's  continuous  service  through 
several  years  has  greatly  improved  her  department.  Center  and 
Shailerville  have  also  profited  by  retaining  the  same  teachers  for 
many  terms.  Frequent  change  of  teachers  necessarily  interferes 
with  the  steady  development  of  a  school. 

Another  point  brought  out  by  these  papers  is  that  the  un- 
graded school  can  accomplish  excellent  work.  The  large  and 
well-graded  school  has  peculiar  advantages,  but  the  small 
school  has  many  in  its  favor,  and  may  be  efficient  in  giving  a 
good  primary  education. 

The  value  of  frequent  written  exercises  find  constant  drill  in 
daily  work  and  reviews  is  also  emphasized.  Some  classes  fell 
below  their  average  in  oral  recitation  from  lack  of  practice  in 
writing.  Written  exercises  reach  each  member  of  a  class  and 
teach  effectively  the  use  of  language. 

In  some  instances  the  special  work  of  the  term  was  well  in 
hand,  but  the  classes  failed  in  the  work  which  had  already  been 
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passed  over.  This  was  the  case  in  the  third  room  at  Higganum. 
Probably  the  ungraded  school  reviews  oftener,  and  the  older 
scholars  hear  more  or  less  of  the  recitations  in  the  lower  classes. 
Again,  the  ungraded  school  in  some  cases  was  shown  to  have 
neglected  certain  studies,  especially  language.  In  the  ways 
named  and  in  others  it  is  hoped  that  improvement  will  be  appa- 
rent the  coming  year. 

The  teachers  at  Higganum  made  a  successful  effort  to  raise 
funds  to  purchase  books  for  use  as  supplementary  to  the  regular 
text  books.  About  thirty  dollars  was  spent  in  this  way.  Good 
results  immediately  followed  their  introduction.  The  books  will 
be  of  permanent  benefit  to  the  various  classes.  But  more  are 
needed  and  also  other  helpful  supplies.  The  district  does  well 
by  its  school  to  cordially  and  generously  respond  to  these  calls, 
having  the  assurance  that  the  money  donated  for  these  ends  will 
be  wisely  used. 

The  change  in  teachers  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  was  a  dis- 
turbing incident,  but  by  a  wise  arrangement  Miss  Powell  was 
made  the  principal,  and  Miss  Goodrich  secured  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy. The  school  has  prospered  during  the  year  and  is  in 
good  condition.  No  one  thing,  however,  would  contribute  more 
to  its  growth  than  to  secure  and  retain  for  a  series  of  years  a 
competent  principal  with  well  trained  assistants.  Three  of  the 
old  teachers  will  be  welcomed  at  the  opening  of  the  new  school 
year. 

On  Memorial  Day,  exercises,  participated  in  by  the  scholars 
and  in  which  also  the  Veterans  were  represented  among  the 
speakers,  were  held  in  the  assembly  room  and  attracted  a  large 
audience,  too  large  for  the  room.  The  school  at  Brainerd  Hill 
had  its  place  in  the  procession.  The  decorating  of  the  graves 
closed  the  exercises. 

The  school  buildings  in  a  few  districts  have  received  atten- 
tion. Higganum  has  painted  the  exterior  of  its  house  and  made 
other  desirable  changes.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement  if 
the  grounds  between  the  roads  could  be  graded  and  well  cared 
for.  Attractive  surroundings  to  a  school-house  make  a  pleasant 
impression  upon  friends  and  strangers.  But  their  chief  benefit 
comes  from  the  educational  influence  they  exert  upon  the  school 
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itself,  teaching  orderliness,  neatness,  and  a  just  pride  in  the  good 
appearance  of  the  grounds.  Center  has  renovated  the  interior 
of  the  room  used  and  added  to  the  appearance  of  its  pleasant 
surroundings.  Burr  makes  slight  changes  but  greatly  needs 
new  desks. 

Miss  Jennie  S.  Walkley  has  given  much  time  and  enthusiasm 
during  the  year  to  the  good  work  she  commenced  with  rare 
success  the  previous  year  in  creating  an  interest  in  the  study  and 
care  of  the  birds.  The  work  asks  for  very  little  time  from  the 
teachers  and  is  deeply  interesting  to  the  children.  The  schools 
have  received  much  profit  through  her  kind  and  generous  aid. 

The  first  and  third  tables  give  the  names,  location  and 
period  of  service  of  all  the  teachers,  nine  of  whom  were  on  the 
roll  last  year  and  rendered  faithful  service.

REPORT 

OP  THE 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 


The  Joint  Board  and  the  Board  of  School  Visitors  held  their 
annual  meetings  at  the  Town  Hall,  Tuesday,  June  i6,  1903.  The 
officers  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year  are  given  on  a  following 
page. 

The  Joint  Board  made  no  change  from  last  year  in  the  esti- 
mate for  the  cost  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1903-Q4.  The 
amounts  voted  and  distributed  among  the  nine  districts  are  given 
in  the  first  table.  These  estimates  cover  only  the  amount  paid  to 
teachers  and  for  fuel  and  other  incidentals.  For  these  expenses 
Higganum,  as  shown  in  the  third  table,  added  from  the  district 
treasury  to  the  appropriation  by  the  town  17.86,  and  also  spent 
1^165.53  in  other  ways.  At  Brainerd  Hill  ^28.75  more  than  the 
appropriation  was  contributed  for  the  benefit  of  the  school.  Center 
spent  ;^  1 1 9.63  for  improvements  within  and  around  the  school- 
house. 

The  cost  for  the  schools,  according  to  the  number  of  pupils,  is 
necessarily  higher  in  the  smaller  districts  ;  but  it  is  greatly  increased 
by  a  poor  attendance.  For  the  town  the  cost  for  each  child  in 
average  attendance  is  ^18.12:  At  Shailerville,  with  a  fair  attendance, 
it  rises  to  ;^28.88  ;  while  at  Tylerville  the  very  poor  attendance 
carries  it  up  to  ;^36.55,  or  nearly  eight  dollars  higher ;  and  yet  the 
average  registration  is  the  same,  eleven,  in  each  district.  A  ques- 
tion asked  by  some  as  to  the  relative  standing  of  the  town  in 
respect  to  school  interests,  is  answered  in  general  by  the  following 
figures  taken  from  the  State  report  of  1902.  The  168  towns  are 
numbered  according  to  their  rank  in  eight  particulars.    In  popu- 


lation  Haddam's  number  is  80,  and  places  it  in  the  first  half  of  the 
list ;  as  also  does  its  number  74  in  the  number  of  children  enumer- 
ated and  on  which  it  receives  money  fiom  the  State.  In  the  table 
giving  the  number  of  ciiildren  registered  its  number  is  85,  and  for 
the  number  in  average  attendance  it  is  80.  Its  grand  list  makes  its 
number  100,  while  in  money  expended  for  each  registration  in  the 
schools  its  number  falls  to  148,  twenty  away  from  the  lowest  of  the 
list,  and  for  each  scholar  in  average  attendance  the  number  is  142. 
From  this  summary  it  appears  that  the  town  is  not  keeping  abreast 
of  other  towns  in  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  its  schools. 
The  expense  incurred  does  not  always  measure  the  worth  of  a 
school.  There  are  teachers  on  our  list  whose  wages  are  low  but 
whose  services  rank  high.  On  the  other  hand,  good  schools  are 
more  and  more  demanding  a  larger  investment  of  money. 

Towns,  not  maintaining  high  schools,  are  now  required  to  pay 
tuition  for  pupils  who  receive  the  consent  of  the  School  Board 
to  attend  such  schools  in  other  towns.  This  last  year  the 
School  Board  gave  the  consent  required  to  nine  pupils  to  attend 
the  high  school  at  Middletown,  two  of  whom  graduated  in  June. 
The  town  has  paid  ^396.48  for  their  tuition,  at  the  rate  of  ^45  a 
year.  Of  this,  ^264.30  has  been  paid  to  the  town  from  the  State 
treasury. 

Under  the  new  law  regarding  conveyance  of  children  to  high 
schools,  the  town  is  also  required  after  this  to  pay  the  "  reasonable 
and  necessary  cost  of  railway  or  other  transportation  "  of  any 
child  who  has  received  the  consent  of  the  School  Board  to  attend  a 
high  school  in  another  town.  One  half  of  the  amount  expended 
for  this  purpose  will  be  refunded  to  the  town  by  the  State,  pro- 
vided that  the  amount  paid  by  the  State  does  not  exceed  twenty 
dollars.  This  provision  indicates  that  the  town  will  be  expected  to 
pay  for  each  person,  when  consent  is  given  to  attend  high  school, 
not  more  than  forty  dollars  for  conveyance,  which  amount,  with 
the  forty-five  dollars  allowed  for  tuition,  encourages  parents  to 
give  their  children  the  full  benefit  of  a  high  school. 

The  Board  of  School  Visitors,  after  choosing  officers  for  the 
year,  placed  the  arrangement  of  the  school  calendar  for  the  year 
1903-04,  the  examination  of  teachers  in  need  of  a  certificate  from 
the  Board  to  teach  in  the  town,  and,  as  heretofore,  the  general 
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supervision  of  the  schools  in  the  hands  of  the  Acting  School 
Visitor.  The  calendar  is  given  below,  with  specifications  as  to  the 
length  of  the  terms,  the  daily  sessions  and  the  legal  holidays. 
Elwyn  T.  Clark  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Arnold,  whose  death  occurred  in  February.  Mr.  Tyler 
and  Mr.  Clark  with  the  Acting  Visitor  were  appointed  a  text-book 
committee  for  the  year,  with  instructions  to  especially  consider  the 
question  Of  returning  from  the  use  of  the  vertical  method  of 
writing,  which  was  adopted  in  1897,  to  the  slant  system.  Their 
report,  made  to  the  Board,  July  6,  recommended  changing  to 
Merrill's  Modern  Penmanship,  18°  slant,  and  was  adopted  to  take 
effect  at  the  opening  of  the  School  year. 

At  the  meeting  of  July  6,  the  Acting  School  Visitor  was  in- 
structed to  give  the  regular  certificate  of  consent  to  attend  high 
schools  in  other  towns  to  applicants  for  the  privilege.  At  a  later 
meeting  of  the  Board  ten  apphcants  to  attend  at  Middletown  were 
reported  as  entitled  to  receive  such  certificate,  seven  of  whom  at- 
tended last  year,  and  three  new  ones.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor. 


As  far  as  possible,  the  facts  regarding  the  schools  are  presented 
in  the  accompanying  tables.  The  cost  of  schools  is  briefly  com- 
mented upon  in  the  report  of  the  School  Board.  Cost  and  quality, 
Tjnder  good  management,  are  closely  and  vitally  related.  A  rigid 
limitation  is  set  against  the  progress  of  a  school,  which  for  economi- 
cal reasons  must  either  hire  an  inexperienced  teacher  or  employ 
one  of  inferior  merit.  Comments  on  the  appearance  and  progress 
of  such  a  school,  if  they  are  sympathetic  and  honest,  must  pass  in 
silence  over  many  lost  opportunities  of  improvement.  Good  teach- 
ers abound,  but  as  a  rule  they  are  not  fond  of  lower  wages  than 
others  of  the  same  rank  receive,  nor  of  small  schools  meagerly 
equipped  with  appliances  for  teaching,  nor  of  the  so-called  back 
districts,  with  the  isolation  and  loneliness  of  such  situations.  Some 
of  our  district  committees  work  wisely  and  well  under  these  limi- 
tations without  securing  the  realization  of  their  wishes.  Visiting 
schools,  under  such  conditions  as  these,  makes  the  observer  less 
critical  as  to  the  individual  school,  but  more  so  as  to  the  situation 
in  general.  What  can  be  done  is  not  clearly  visible.  Even  what 
ought  to  be  done  has  a  morning  fog,  enveloping  the  situation. 
This  last  year's  study  of  the  present  difficulties  and  needs  accentu- 
ates the  importance  of  uniting  more  of  the  schools.  The  union  of 
the  schools  now  composing  the  Higganum  district  has  certainly 
been  a  great  advantage.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  other  schools 
could  profitably  be  brought  together.  A  firm  advocate  of  the 
district  system  can  wisely  support  a  movement  to  congregate  a 
sufficient  number  of  the  children  in  one  building  to  make  a  good 
graded  school.  The  average  attendance  at  Shailerville  is  only 
nine  with  a  good  record  of  attendance ;  at  Tylerville  it  has  fallen  to 
seven.  The  progress  of  these  schools  would  be  best  promoted  by 
union  with  the  Center  and  having  two  departments  under  the  same 
roof. 
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Taking  the  situation  of  the  schools  as  a  -whole,  there  are  many- 
encouraging  features  to  report  for  the  past  year.  With  one  excep- 
tion, the  teachers  have  remained  through  the  year.  At  Burr  the- 
teacher  engaged  for  the  year  left  abruptly  before  the  end  of  the 
first  term  and  without  reasonable  notice  of  her  intention.  Happily ,„ 
however,  though,  after  considerable  delay.  Miss  Jones  was  secured 
to  take  the  position  with  manifest  gain  to  the  school.  Burr  is  one 
of  the  smaller  schools,  but  it  ranks  first  in  attendance.  Six  of  the- 
children  were  on  the  honor  roll  of  90%  or  more  of  perfect  attend- 
ance. Two  of  this  number  were  perfect  for  the  year,  and  not  one 
of  the  school  fell  below  75  %  of  perfect. 

Two  more  of  the  teachers  were  new  names  on  our  list.  Miss. 
Kelsey  at  Candlewood  Hill  had  never  taught.    Her  school  aver- 
aged twenty  for  the  year  and  in  attendance  rose  from  the  seventh 
last  year  to  the  third  rank.    The  scholars  were  fairly  interested  in. 
their  tasks  and  made  reasonable  progress.    The  school  lacked  in, 
quietness,  and  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  a  more  thorough  and. 
persistent  drill  in  methods  of  study  and  of  recitation.    From  her 
year's  experience.  Miss  Kelsey  returns  to  the  district  with  a  fine 
opportunity  to  raise  many  degrees  the  rank  of  the  school  in  order- 
liness and  in  correct  ways  of  doing  good  work. 

At  Higganum  Miss  Goodrich  became  the  principal  of  the 
school  after  serving  two  terms  in  the  third  room.  Her  genuine 
interest  in  teaching  and  in  her  pupils  gave  a  strong  impulse  to  the 
work  in  her  room.  It  became  apparent,  however,  as  the  first  ternx 
passed  that  considerable  improvement  in  the  discipline  was  needed, 
for  the  highest  success,  especially  as  regards  the  orderliness  that, 
favors  unbroken  and  earnest  attention  to  desk  work  and  to  recita- 
tion exercises.  This  loss  was  partially  recovered  during  the  second, 
and  third  terms,  and  the  year's  work  in  that  room  was  fairly  credit- 
able. 

Miss  Hinckley  of  the  third  room  was  the  other  new  teacher  at. 
the  opening  of  the  year.  In  orderliness,  in  direct  and  careful 
attention  to  work  at  the  desks,  and  in  class  exercises,  in  giving  cor- 
rect form  to  answers  in  recitations,  in  readiness  to  take  work  from 
dictation  and  fro.n  the  blackboard,  the  school  reflected  her  spirit 
and  method  in  teaching.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  room  ranked 
easily  among  the  very  best  of  the  schools.    The  attendance  was. 


excellent,  giving  the  room  second  place  in  rank,  and  recording  six- 
teen pupils  on  the  honor  roll  and  only  four  below  75  %  of  perfect- 
Miss  Whitmore  stands  next  in  the  list,  having  taught  five 
terms  in  the  ninth  district.  The  attendance  averages  next  to  the 
lowest  in  town.  But  the  tone  of  the  school  is  favorable  to  progress,,, 
and  under  existing  conditions  the  work  of  the  year  commends  her 
as  a  teacher  who  will  be  welcomed  to  her  old  place  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year. 

Miss  Shaler's  school  at  Tylerville  falls  in  attendance  lower 
than  ever.  Only  one  pupil  reached  the  honor  list,  only  two  came 
between  75  %  and  90%  of  perfect,  and  thirteen  fell  below  a  respect- 
able standing.  Burr,  Shailerville  and  Tylerville  average  almost, 
the  same  in  registration.  The  percentage  of  attendance  in  the 
order  they  are  named  is  ninety-three,  eighty -two  and  sixty-four- 
per  cent,  of  perfect.  Miss  Shaler  is  to  teach  at  Shailerville  the 
coming  year. 

Miss  Richmond  has  spent  nine  terms  of  successful  teaching 
in  the  primary  department  at  Higganum.    Her  pupils  were  inter- 
ested and  kept  well  in  hand  as  classes.    It  has  been  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  room  to  give  the  children  their  introduction  to  school, 
life.    She  resigns  to  take  a  position  in  Meriden. 

Mrs.  Ventres  has  taught  eleven  terms  in  all  on  the  Neck. 
With  an  average  of  twenty  and  a  good  record  in  regularity  of 
attendance,  this  school  always  gives  a  teacher  a  fine  opportunity  to 
make  real  and  steady  progress. 

Miss  Dickinson's  term  of  service  in  three  districts  covers- 
eight  years.  The  school  at  Shailerville  has  prospered  under  her- 
care.  Especially  in  attendance  the  improvement  has  been  marked,, 
but  not  more  so  than  in  the  work  of  the  classes.  A  well  ordered 
and  cheerful  room  has  made  the  school,  though  small,  attractive- 
and  interesting. 

Returning  to  Higganum  in  this  survey  of  the  schools,  Miss. 
Bailey  will  enter  in  September  on  her  eighth  year  in  fruitfully- 
serving  the  district.  Her  care  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades  has-, 
been  a  success  from  year  to  year.  Her  room  is  inviting  and  satis- 
fying to  an  interested  visitor.  The  best  reward  and  encouragement: 
from  her  faithful  efforts  is  the  high  rank  attained  and  held  by  the; 
room. 
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Miss  Chapell  has  taught  six  years  at  the  Center,  and  has 
never  done  better  work  than  during  this  last  year.  Not  long  since 
the  district  stood  low  in  attendance,  but  this  year  it  reaches  the 
second  rank.  Improvement  was  also  clearly  indicated  in  the  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  examination  given  at  the  close  of  the 
second  term  and  reported  below. 

For  Ponsett  we  have  words  of  hearty  congratulation  that  Mrs. 
Hilliard,  after  serving  nine  years,  is  again  ready  to  take  the  school 
for  the  coming  year.  Unfavorably  situated  for  regularity  of  at- 
tendance, and  having  a  large  variety  of  pupils,  the  school  would 
too  easily  become,  as  it  was  before  she  took  it,  one  of  the  most 
backward  in  the  town.  Under  her  training  permanent  results  in 
the  education  of  the  mind  and  the  moral  nature  have  been  attained. 
The  pupils  eagerly  welcome  their  tasks,  are  ambitious  to  obtain  a 
creditable  standing,  and  never  fail  to  make  the  record  of  each  offi- 
cial visit  encouraging. 

The  character  of  the  attendance  has  been  very  poor  in  some  of 
the  schools.  The  record  of  tardiness  for  the  first  term  was  deplo- 
rably large  at  Higganum  in  the  upper  room,  and  even  more  so  at 
Brainerd  Hill  and  Tylerville.  No  justifiable  reason  for  such  care- 
lessness can  be  presented. 

Examination  papers  for  the  year  were  again  prepared  and 
given  at  the  close  of  the  second  term  to  all  the  grades.  Arithmetic 
and  language  were  the  topics  selected,  without  giving  notice  to 
the  schools,  to  test  the  progress  made  and  compare  the  standing  of 
the  ungraded  schools  with  that  in  the  grades  at  Higganum.  The 
results  obtained  are  apparently  helpful  and  rewarding.  All  grades 
were  represented  at  Higganum.  In  arithmetic  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  pupils  took  the  work.  The  seventh  grade  returned  the 
lowest  percentage  of  perfect  work.  The  first  and  third  rooms 
ranked  the  highest.  The  fourth  and  second  rooms  had  nearly  the 
same  percentage.  Compared  with  last  year's  figures  the  percent- 
age rose  from  71  to  89  per  cent,  of  perfect.  This  gave  to  the  dis- 
trict the  first  rank  in  arithmetic.  The  second  place  was  taken  at 
87  per  cent,  by  the  twenty  pupils  at  Ponsett.  This  is  more  credit- 
able, for,  as  is  seldom  the  case  with  an  ungraded  school,  the  aver- 
age age  of  the  classes,  taking  the  same  work,  was  quite  as  low  as 
^t  Higganum. 
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Center  returned  eighteen  papers  and  rose  from  68  per  cent,  of 
perfect  the  previous  year  to  76  per  cent.,  and  stands  third  in  rank. 
The  other  six  districts  did  not  do  as  well.  The  Neck  attempted  to 
do  grade  work  at  least  one  year  in  advance  of  its  classes,  with  dis- 
couraging results.  The  school  is  backward,  but  would  have  done 
well  in  papers  for  the  next  lower  grade.  Burr  did  better  than 
before,  but  is  not  up  to  grade  work.  Brainerd  Hill  deserves  credit 
for  the  improvement  over  the  examination  of  1902,  but  the  pupils 
need  much  more  drill  to  enter  classes  of  the  same  rank  at  Higga- 
num.  The  falling  away  at  Tylerville  is  in  agreement  with  its 
record  of  poor  attendance.  Candlewood  Hill  suffers  seriously  in 
comparison  with  the  three  schools  first  named.  The  eighteen 
papers  returned  average  only  59  per  cent,  of  perfect.  Shailerville 
did  not  do  itself  justice,  for  last  year  it  ranked  among  the  three 
highest,  and  this  year  its  percentage  is  among  the  lowest. 

In  language  one  hundred  and  eleven  papers  were  returned 
from  Higganum.  The  rooms  in  the  order  of  their  percentage  of 
perfect  work  are  the  first,  third,  second  and  fourth,  and  the  average 
percentage  is  79,  a  falling  off  of  six  from  last  year.  Ponsett  takes 
the  first  place  with  sixteen  papers  at  86  per  cent,  of  perfect.  Center 
follows,  but  had  only  eight  papers  ;  then  Burr,  Shailerville  and 
Brainerd  Hill ;  then  the  two  schools  at  the  Neck  and  Candlewood 
Hill,  which  have  the  same  rank,  and  last,  Tylerville. 

In  marking  the  papers,  their  appearance,  the  form  of  the 
answers  and  the  spelling,  as  well  as  accuracy  in  work,  were  noted. 
In  writing  letters,  there  was,  especially  in  some  of  the  smaller 
schools,  an  improvement  over  last  year.  The  average  work  in 
both  arithmetic  and  language  places  the  districts  as  to  rank  in. 
the  following  order:  Ponsett,  Higganum,  Center,  Burr,  Brainerd 
Hill,  Shailerville  and  Candlewood  Hill  alike,  Haddam  Neck,  and, 
lowest,  Tylerville. 

Effort  has  been  made  to  introduce  in  the  ungraded  schools,  as 
far  as  is  practicable,  the  course  of  study  now  in  use  at  Higganum, 
and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  having  all  the  schools  take  the 
same  grade  of  work  in  all  of  their  studies.  Some  teachers  easily 
tend  to  push  pupils  forward  in  one  study  with  a  corresponding 
sacrifice  in  other  branches. 
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'  It  appears  from  this  summary  that  Ponsett  and  Center,  among 
ungraded  schools,  kept  their  classes  last  year  the  nearest,  according 
"•to  their  average  age,  to  the  grade  rank.  If  the  same  result  could  be 
ireached  in  the  other  districts  a  great  improvement  would  at  once 
appear.  The  strongest  plea  for  securing  in  several  districts  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  the  teaching  is  made  by  these  com- 
yparisons. 

Haddam  Neck  raised  by  an  entertainment  given  in  December 
twelve  dollars,  which,  with  five  dollars  from  the  State,  was  wisely 
spent  in  purchasing  books  that  will  be  helpful  in  the  school  work. 
Higganum  has  also  spent  over  forty  dollars  in  purchasing  a  few 
^pictures  and  books  of  value  for  each  grade. 

The  interior  of  the  school-house  at  Candlewood  Hill  needs  to 
'be  renovated  ;  at  Shailerville  the  black-boards  are  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion ;  at  Center  new  wall  maps  are  a  necessity. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  an  increase  of  interest  in  nature 
-studies,  especially  of  birds,  through  the  enthusiastic  and  generous 
•guidance  of  Miss  J.  S.  Walkley.  Miss  Walkley  visited  the  schools 
at  Higganum,  Center,  Shailerville,  Brainerd  Hill  and  Candlewood 
.Hill,  receiving  a  cordial  welcome  from  teachers  and  scholars.  By 
her  favor,  the  magazine  "  Bird-Lore "  was  loaned  to  Higganum 
and  much  enjoyed  by  the  pupils.  At  Center,  "  Birds  in  Nature  " 
was  equally  welcomed  and  used  with  profit.  A  bird  library,  sup- 
plied by  the  Colonial  Dames,  was  obtained  and  loaned,  the  first 
term  to  Center,  the  second  term  to  Higganum,  and  divided  for  the 
third  term  between  Brainerd  Hill  and  Candlewood  Hill.  Center 
also  enjoyed  the  free  use  of  a  good  insect  book.  Center  and 
Shailerville  have  each  purchased  bird  charts,  the  pupils  showing 
their  interest  by  contributing  small  amounts  in  partial  payment  of 
the  cost.  The  beneficial  effects  of  these  efforts  are  very  marked. 
The  pupils  acquire  much  useful  information,  come  into  friendly 
association  with  birds  and  insects,  and  form  the  habit  of  constant 
-and  careful  observation.

Schools  are  closed  Thanksgiving 
and  the  day  following. 

Second  term  begins  Tuesday,  Jan.  5,  and  closes  Friday,  March  25,  1904. 
It  counts  as  iif  weeks  or  58  days.  Schools  are  closed  Washing- 
ton's Birthday,  but  hold  sessions  as  usual  on  Lincoln's  Birthday. 

Third  term  begins  Tuesday,  April  5,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  9,  1904. 
It  counts  as  9|-  weeks  or  48  days.  Schools  are  closed  Memorial 
Day. 

Total  for  the  school  year,  36  weeks  or  180  days. 

The  calendar  arranges  for  177  days  of  school,  but  days  allowed  for 
attending  teachers'  meetings.  State  and  local,  are  counted  in 
making  this  number. 

^Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours ;  schools  close  one  hour  earlier  on 
Friday  afternoon. 

Christmas  vacation,  two  weeks ;  Easter  recess,  one  week. 

Teachers  may  require  written  excuses  for  tardiness,  dismission  earlier 
than  close  of  the  school  and  absence  ;  only  sickness  or  some  equally 
unavoidable  necessity  to  be  accepted  as  a  satisfactory  excuse.

OF  THE 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 


The  Joint  Board  of  School  Visitors  and  Selectmen,  at  its- 
annual  meeting,  held  in  June,  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  schools  for  the  coming  year  ^3,700.00,  the  same  as  for  the  last 
two  years.  This  amount  covers  what  each  district  is  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  town  treasury,  but  has  not  recently  paid  the  entire 
running  expenses  of  the  schools.  This  last  year  Center,  Higganum 
and  Brainerd  Hill  have  added  to  their  appropriations  for  the  pay- 
ment of  teachers'  wages  and  the  ordinary  incidental  expenses, 
sums  amounting  in  all  to  over  three  hundred  dollars. 

The  returns  also  show  that  ^428.16  were  expended  by  the 
districts  for  other  purposes,  making  the  total  district  expenditure 
for  the  year  ,^4,411.41.  Reckoning  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
attendance,  the  three  schools  at  Tylerville,  Shailerville  and  Burr 
are  the  most  expensive,  in  each  district  the  cost  for  a  pupil  being 
thirty  dollars  or  more. 

The  educational  expenses  of  the  town  include  also  the 
amount  paid  for  High  School  privileges,  which,  for  the  last  year, 
was  ^512.77  for  tuition  and  ^358.40  for  railway  transportation. 
The  State  has  paid  the  town  two-thirds  of  the  tuition  and  one-half 
of  the  transportation  charges,  leaving  ^350.14  to  be  added  to  the 
school  expenses  for  the  year.  An  accompanying  table  gives  the 
details  of  the  outlay  in  the  districts. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  June  23,  of  the  Board  of  School 
Visitors,  the  old  officers  were  re-elected.  The  following  action  was- 
taken  relative  to  giving  legal  consent  to  pupils  desiring  to  attend 
High  School.    The  law  provides  that  the  town  "  shall  pay  the 
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whole  or  any  part  of  the  tuition  fee  "  of  children  residing  with 
their  parents,  who  have  received  the  written  consent  of  the  School 
Visitors  to  attend  High  School  in  another  town,  and  also  the 
"  reasonable  and  necessary  cost  of  railway  or  other  transportation." 
Since  1897  the  Board  has  granted  this  legal  consent  to  all  appli- 
cants, and  tuition  has  been  paid  by  the  town  at  the  rate  of  no 
more  for  the  year  than  ^45.00  for  each  pupil.  Last  year  the  law 
required  for  the  first  time  the  payment  of  transportation  charges. 
Some  of  the  Board  were  unwilling  to  increase  the  expenses  for 
attendance  at  High  School,  but  consent  was  voted  without  any 
restriction,  and  both  tuition  and  transportation  charges  were  paid 
for  the  year  as  reported  above. 

The  action  now  taken  provides  for  the  payment  of  tuition  as 
heretofore,  to  which  no  objection  was  urged,  but  excludes  for  the 
benefit  of  tax  payers,  any  additional  expense  for  conveyance.  The 
vote  passed  says  that  "  any  child  who  resides  with  his  parents  or 
guardians  in  this  town  may  obtain  the  written  consent  of  this 
Board  to  attend  a  High  School  in  another  town  during  the  school 
year  of  1904-05,  but  only  on  the  condition  that  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  child  execute  a  written  waiver  of  all  claims 
against  the  town  or  State  for  cost  of  railway  or  other  trans- 
portation." 

At  a  later  meeting  twenty  applications  for  consent  to  attend 
High  School  were  received  and  granted  subject  to  the  condition 
named  above.  In  case  the  waiver  is  not  executed  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  is  not  authorized  to  issue  the  certificate  of  consent,  and 
the  town  is  not  responsible  for  the  payment  of  tuition. 

The  Board  voted  to  substitute,  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
year,  for  the  language  books  used  for  several  years,  the  first  two 
books  of  the  "  Mother  Tongue  "  series.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor. 


The  school  year  ending  in  July  has  been  marked  by  more 
than  the  usual  variations  in  the  experience  of  the  schools,  especially 
as  regards  changing  teachers.  The  Center  district  had,  for  several 
consecutive  years,  the  benefit  of  being  under  the  care  of  the  same 
teacher  whose  competent  management  of  the  school  steadily  im- 
proved its  standing.  As  Miss  Chapell  did  not  wish  to  return,  a 
new  teacher  of  good  education  and  experience  in  teaching  was 
engaged,  and  the  school  opened  with  bright  anticipations  for  the 
year.  Unfortunately  her  health  failed  early  in  the  term,  and,  fol- 
lowing her  resignation,  the  school  was  for  several  weeks  in  an 
unsettled  state.  Tliere  was  also  a  marked  increase  in  the  registra- 
tion, the  number  rising  from  thirty  at  the  opening  of  the  previous 
year  to  forty-three  and  the  average  from  twenty-six  to  thirty- 
eight.  This  was  the  largest  of  the  ungraded  schools  and  the  work 
the  most  difficult.  Miss  Merrick,  an  experienced  teacher,  was 
engaged  to  fill  the  vacancy.  For  a  time  her  health  was  not  good 
and  the  work  dragged.  Later  a  decided  improvement,  especially 
in  recitation  exercises,  was  manifest  and  the  last  half  of  the  year 
the  school  was  prosperous. 

A  better  grading  in  this,  and  also  in  other  ungraded  schools, 
even  at  some  loss  to  individual  pupils,  is  imperative  for  the  coming 
year.  It  is  also  particularl)^  desirable  that  all  the  schools  conform, 
as  closely  as  is  practicable,  to  the  schedule  of  studies  arranged  for 
grade  work  at  Higganum.  In  this  respect  some  progress  appears 
in  the  record  of  the  year.  But  in  one  school  pupils,  below  grade 
in  some  of  the  common  branches,  were  encouraged  by  the  teacher 
to  take  studies  in  advance  of  their  rank,  such  as  algebra  and  Latin. 

Higganum  also  suffered  from  a  change  of  teachers.  Just  as 
the  year  was  to  open  Miss  Richmond  resigned,  leaving  a  vacancy 
in  the  primary  room,  and,  a  little  later.  Miss  Hinckley  also  left  her 
position.     Both  were  excellent  teachers.     It  would  seem  that 
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teachers,  except  for  imperative  reasons,  such  as  sickness,  should 
carefully  keep  their  engagements.  For  committees  cannot  readily 
at  the  opening  of  the  year,  when  the  best  teachers  are  usually  at 
work,  supply  their  schools  with  competent  substitutes.  It  is  good 
morals  and  example  to  do  no  injustice  for  personal  gain. 

Miss  Avery,  succeeding  Miss  Richmond,  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  courage  with  which,  without  any  special  preparation 
for  or  experience  in  teaching,  she  undertook  the  task  of  managing 
a  large  primary  room.  The  work  of  the  year,  however,  fell  below 
the  record  of  the  room. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Bailey, 
made  excellent  progress.  For  nine  years  she  has  had  charge  of 
this  room,  and  has  maintained  a  high  standard  of  tactful  and 
thorough  teaching.  Each  grade  has  been  well  prepared  for  pro- 
motion at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The  value  of  retaining  a 
successful  teacher  for  several  years  is  especially  apparent  in  this 
room. 

The  change  of  teachers  in  the  third  room  seriously  crippled 
the  progress  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  Examination  papers 
presented  at  the  close  of  the  second  term  fell  considerably  below 
the  requirements  of  the  schedule  of  promotion.  This  was  doubt- 
less due  in  part  to  Miss  Belden's  temporary  illness,  and  is  not  re- 
garded as  a  just  measure  of  her  success.  By  her  faithful  efforts 
the  room  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term  had  reached  a  fairly 
creditable  standing.  Too  great  emphasis,  however,  cannot  be 
given  to  the  necessity  of  securing  the  best  teachers  for  the  lower 
grades.  What  is  lost  in  these  early  years  of  a  scholar's  training  is 
always  a  hinderance  and  rarely  is  fully  made  up. 

The  principal  of  the  school  deserves  great  credit  for  the  direct 
and  thorough  method  with  which  both  in  discipline  and  in  teach- 
ing she  raised  from  the  previous  year  the  actual  standard  of  study 
and  of  recitation  in  her  room.  The  scholars  became  interested  in 
their  tasks,  ambitious  to  do  well,  and  presented  papers  at  the  ex- 
amination in  the  winter  term  especially  creditable  in  the  work  of 
the  year,  though  showing  some  deficiency  in  previous  training. 
This  deficiency  was  remedied  by  careful  reviews  later  in  the  year. 
Good  ninth  grade  work  was  rewarded  when  the  year  closed  by  a 
certificate  from  the  principal,  which  was  accepted,  without  examin- 
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ation,  for  entrance  at  the  Middletown  High  School.  It  will  be  a 
positive  gain  if  the  work  of  this  school  from  the  lower  to  the 
higher  grades  is  of  such  a  character  that  the  principal's  certificate 
of  good  standing  will  invariably  be  accepted  by  high  school 
authorities.  Only  a  few  of  this  year's  class  failed  to  reach  the 
rank  necessary  to  receive  this  certificate. 

The  number  of  pupils  desiring  a  high  school  education 
steadily  increases.  It  raises  the  question  whether  a  graduate  class 
from  the  ninth  grade  may  not  advantageously  be  prepared  to 
enter  the  second  year  of  high  school.  Were  this  provided  for, 
other  districts  would  be  encouraged  to  send  their  pupils  to  Higga- 
num  for  at  least  ninth  grade  and  advanced  work.  This  coming 
year  ten  pupils  from  the  town  are  to  take  the  first  year  of  high 
school  at  a  cost,  after  deducting  what  the  State  pays,  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Moreover,  if  an  advanced  class  was 
formed,  some  who  do  not  plan  to  attend  high  school  would  doubt- 
less continue  their  ."tudies  for  another  year,  and  the  money  now 
paid  to  Middletown  would  contribute  towards  raising  the  standard 
of  this  school.  If  the  high  school  class  increases  this  may  be 
feasible.  ' 

Mrs.  Hilliard  began  her  tenth  year  of  continuous  service  at 
Ponsett  under  encouraging  conditions,  but  in  January  trouble  with 
her  eyes  constrained  her  to  resign.  Fortunately  for  the  school 
Miss  Kate  E.  Burr  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy.  She  is  also 
engaged  to  take  the  school  for  the  coming  year.  The  Ponsett 
school  has  risen  under  Mrs.  Hilliard's  management,  to  the  first 
rank.  She  deserves  and  receives  the  gratitude  of  her  many  pupils 
for  the  thorough  training  in  school  tasks  and  for  the  healthful 
moral  influence  they  have  received. 

The  Shailerville  and  Tylerville  schools  are  small,  averaging 
for  the  year's  attendance  only  eight  and  seven.  The  rooms  have 
been  orderly,  and  considering  the  disadvantages  of  small  classes, 
fairly  good  results  have  been  reached. 

Burr  district  had  three  teachers  during  the  year.  Sickness 
prevented  Miss  Jones  from  returning  to  her  place  till  the  third 
term.    The  school  is  backward  but  the  year's  work  averages  well. 

Miss  Kelsey's  second  year  at  Candlewood  Hill  was  marked 
by  improvement  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  room  and  in  the 
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^character  of  the  discipline.  This  school  needs  a  more  careful 
grading  and  the  full  benefit  of  skillful  teaching. 

At  Brainerd  Hill  the  school  has  moved  quite  evenly  along  the 
■course  marked  out  by  Miss  Whitmore's  methods  the  previous 
year,  been  orderly  and  diligent,  closely  followed  for  an  ungraded 
school  the  course  of  study  and  in  class  work  made  creditable 
advance. 

Haddam  Neck  maintained  its  reputation  for  good  attendance 
and  orderliness.  Mrs.  Tilden  interests  her  scholars,  is  painstaking 
with  her  classes,  and  successfully  endeavors  to  maintain  a  good 
standing  for  the  school. 

As  regards  attendance,  three  hundred  and  forty-two  different 
pupils  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  which  is,  leaving  out 
the  Home  children,  exactly  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  enumeration. 
Forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  registration  is  found  at  Higganum, 
though  this  includes  a  few  in  the  two  highest  grades  from  the 
other  districts.  The  average  registration  for  the  year  is  three 
hundred,  and  seventy-seven  per  cent,  of  this  number  gives  the 
average  attendance. 

An  honor  roll  of  those  standing  ninety  per  cent,  or  more  of 
perfect  through  the  year  contains  the  names  of  ninety-four  pupils. 
The  rank  of  the  districts  on  this  basis  is  as  follows  :  Burr,  Haddam 
Neck,  Candlewood  Hill,  Higganum,  Brainerd  Hill,  Shailerville, 
Tylerville,  Ponsett  and  Haddam.  Burr  did  well,  but  Center  was 
deplorably  low. 

Another  comparison  shows  that  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  pupils  attended  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  time.  In 
Miss  Bailey's  room  seventy-four  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  reached 
this  standing,  while  at  Tylerville  only  thirty-one  per  cent,  did  as 
well.  This  difference  accounts  in  part  for  the  low  rank  of  the 
Tylerville  school.  The  twelve  rooms  rank  in  this  comparison  as 
follows:  Room  II.,  Higganum;  Haddam  Neck;  Room  IV., 
Higganum;  Burr;  Room  III.,  Higganum;  Candlewood  Hill; 
Room  I.,  Higganum  ;  Brainerd  Hill  ;  Center  ;  Shailerville  ;  Pon- 
sett and  T^'ierville.  In  some  cases  many  removals  from  the  dis- 
trict partly  accounts  for  the  low  percentage  in  both  of  these 
-comparisons. 
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Too  great  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of 
promptness  in  attendance.  Very  rarely,  too,  should  older  scholars 
be  excused  in  advance  of  the  regular  closing  hour.  The  number 
of  tardinesses  was  much  too  large  at  Candlewood  Hill  and 
Brainerd  Hill,  and  Center's  register  was  sadly  marred  in  this 
respect.  On  the  other  hand,  in  two  districts,  Haddam  Neck  and 
Ponsett,  the  registers  show  only  an  occasional  lack  of  promptness. 

Examination  papers,  covering  all  grades  in  arithmetic,  geogra- 
phy, history,  language  and  spelling,  were  distributed  to  the 
schools  in  March.  Algebra  and  Latin  examinations  were  also 
given  at  Higganum,  Nearly  eight  hundred  papers  were  returned, 
examined,  and  the  work  of  the  schools  compared.  While  this 
involves  much  work,  a  considerable  benefit  appears  from  an  actual 
testing  through  written  examinations  of  the  standing  of  the 
classes,  and  especially  also  from  locating  any  deficiencies  that 
may  exist. 

In  arithmetic  the  average  was  sixty-seven  and  one-half  per 
cent.,  almost  exactly  the  same  as  the  year  before.  The  compara- 
tive rank  of  the  district  is  shown  in  the  order  they  are  named. 
Haddam  Neck  did  better  than  in  1903,  getting  eighty-two  per  cent, 
of  perfect.  Candlewood  Hill  also  gained  at  seventy-nine  per  cent., 
but  the  classes  according  to  their  age  are  fully  one  and  a  half 
years  below  grade.  Brainerd  Hill  also  gained  at  seventy-five  per 
cent.  While  the  following  districts  did  not  raise  their  percentage, 
most  of  them  presented  good  papers  :  Ponsett,  seventy-two  ;  Hig- 
ganum, seventy-one  and  a  half ;  Center,  seventy-one  ;  Shailerville, 
sixty-six  ;  Burr,  fifty-eight  ;  Tylerville,  forty-five  per  cent.  It  was 
expected  that  the  schools  would  reach,  at  least,  sixty-five  per  cent, 
of  perfect. 

In  language  the  order  of  rank  in  the  examinations  changes 
somewhat.  Candlewood  Hill  did  well,  but  the  classes  took  work 
belonging  to  pupils  from  one  to  two  years  younger.  Ponsett  and 
Higganum  were  nearly  the  same  in  standing  as  last  year.  Brainerd 
Hill  and  also  Burr  showed  marked  improvement.  Shailerville 
and  Haddam  Neck  did  better  than  they  have  before.  Tylerville 
gained  ten  per  cent.,  but  stood  low.  Center,  owing  to  causes  re- 
ferred to  above,  lost  ten  per  cent.  The  average  for  all  the  schools, 
seventy-six  per  cent.,  is  eight  higher  than  last  year.    It  is  believed 
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that  the  introduction  of  the  "  Mother  Tongue  "  text  books  will 
result  in  considerable  gain  in  both  language  and  grammar. 

The  papers  in  geography  averaged  in  the  nine  districts  from 
eighty-nine  to  fifty-six  per  cent.  The  average  for  the  town  was 
seventy-four  per  cent.  The  six  schools  which  took  the  history 
examination  averaged  seventy-one  per  cent,  of  perfect. 

Spelling  is  deplorably  in  arrears.  The  upper  grades  at  Hig- 
ganum  spelled  creditably  and  did  admiably  in  giving  the  defini- 
tions of  words.  This  was  due  to  constant  drill  in  using  the  dic- 
tionary. But  the  spelling  in  the  papers  from  most  of  the  schools 
was  poor,  though  in  the  letters  required  from  each  pupil  it  was 
'better. 

In  general  this  examination  shows  that  the  ungraded  schools 
are  more  nearly  than  they  were  in  line  with  the  graded  schedule. 
Emphatically,  too,  does  it  show  the  necessity  of  securing  compe- 
tent teaching  in  the  earlier  grades.  A  district  committee  justified 
hiring  a  certain  teacher  on  the  ground  that  the  pupils  were  not 
advanced,  being  mostly  small  children.  The  teacher  did  have 
.sufficient  knowledge,  but  lacked  ability  to  teach,  with  the  inevitable 
result  that  little  progress  was  made. 

The  schools  are  greatly  indebted,  as  in  recent  year.«;,  to  Miss 
Jennie  S.  Walkley  for  supplying  many  of  them  with'  the  use  of 
bird  charts,  Audubon  libraries,  and  magazines  relating  to  birds  and 
flowers.  What  has  been  said  in  previous  reports  as  to  the  study 
of  nature  in  these  many  accessible  and  interesting  ways  is  again 
strongly  emphasized.  Both  teachers  and  scholars  find  inspiration 
and  recreation  from  these  studies. 

It  is  desirable  that  in  all  the  districts  libraries  adapted  for  use 
in  the  schools  should  be  started  and  maintained.  Each  district 
raising  five  dollars  can  secure  five  from  the  State  ;  and  when  the 
registration  exceeds  one  hundred  the  State  will  pay  ten  dollars,  if 
the  district  raises  an  equal  amount.  This  last  year  Haddam  Neck 
and  Burr  took  advantage  of  this  provision  with  marked  benefit.

Calendar  and  Regulations  of  School  Board,  1904 — 1905. 

First  term  begins  Tuesday,  Sept.  6,  and  closes  Friday,  Dec.  16,  1904, 
making  72  actual  session  days  and  74  days,  or  144  weeks,  for  the 
term.    Schools  are  closed  Thanksgiving  and  the  day  following. 

Second  term  begins  Tuesday,  Jan.  3,  and  closes  Friday,  March  24,  1905, 
making  58  actual  session  days  and  59  days,  or  weeks  for  the  term. 
Schools  are  closed  Feb.  22. 

Third  term  begins  Tuesday,  April  4,  and  clo.ses  Friday,  June  9,  1905, 
making  47  days  of  actual  session,  and  the  same  for  the  term,  or  9I 
weeks.  Schools  are  closed  Fast  Day,  also  on  Memorial  Day,  but,  if 
public  memorial  exercises,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  are 
held  at  the  school-house,  the  day  will  be  counted  in  numbering  the 
actual  session  days  of  the  term,  and  the  term  will  close  June  8. 
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Total  for  the  year,  36  weeks  or  180  days,  and  177  days  of  actual 
sessions.  Days  of  actual  attendance  by  the  teachers  at  teachers' 
meetings,  approved  by  the  State  and  by  the  School  Board,  will  be 
counted  in  making  the  177  days. 

•Committes  and  teachers  are  expected  to  follow  this  calendar  as  closely 
as  possible. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours  ;  schools  close  one  hour  earlier  on 
Friday  afternoon. 

•Christmas  vacation,  two  weeks;  Spring  recess,  one  week. 

Promptness  and  regularity  of  attendance  by  all  the  school  are  most  im- 
portant, and  teachers  are  urged  to  improve  as  far  as  possible  the 
record  of  attendance.  Written  excuses  for  tardiness,  dismission 
earlier  than  the  close  of  the  school,  and  absence,  may  be  required. 
Only  sickness,  or  some  equally  unavoidable  necessity,  to  be  accepted 
as  a  satisfactory  excuse.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 

At  its  annual  meeting  June  20,  1905,  the  Joint  Board  voted  that 
the  appropriation  from  the  town  treasury  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  for  the  year  1905-06,  inclusive  of  money  I'eceived  from  the 
State  and  other  sources,  remain  the  same  as  last  year,  $3,700.00, 
with  the  same  distribution  among  the  districts.  The  amount  each 
district  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the  town  is  given  in  a  table  below. 

The  total  expense  for  schools  the  last  year,  as  reported  by  the 
district  committees,  amounts  to  ^4,203.58,  showing  that  the  districts 
added  a  little  more  than  ;^500.oo  to  the  appropriation  by  the  Board. 

The  Town  Treasurer  has  also  paid  tuition  fees  amounting  to 
;^888.i6  for  twenty-one  pupils  who  during  the  year  have  attended 
High  School  at  Middletown.  The  State  pays  two-thirds  of  this 
amount,  and  the  remaining  third  added  to  the  returns  from  the 
districts  makes  a  total  expense  of  $4,499.63  for  the  year.  The 
rank  of  Haddam  among  the  168  towns  of  the  State,  according  to 
the  last  report  of  the  State  Board,  is  for  population,  80,  for  enumer- 
ation of  children  of  school  age,  77,  for  the  year's  registration,  82, 
for  the  average  attendance,  80,  for  the  grand  list,  lor,  for  cost  per 
scholar  enumerated,  127,  and  per  scholar  in  average  attendance, 
116.  Comparing  these  figures  it  is  evident  that  other  places  are 
spending  for  school  purposes,  relatively  to  population  and  enumer- 
ation, as  also  to  the  amount  of  the  grand  list,  considerably  more 
than  is  here  appropriated.  For  this  and  other  reasons  it  is  be- 
coming more  difficult  to  secure  competent  teachers. 

The  Board  of  School  Visitors  held  its  annual  meeting  imme- 
diately following  the  adjournment  of  the  Joint  Board,  re-elected  for 
the  ensuing  year  the  old  officers,  voted  to  grant  consent  to  attend 
High  School  in  other  towns  under  the  same  conditions  as  last 
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year,  and  took  the  following  action  regarding  pupils  leaving  school 
at  the  age  of  fourteen.    The  law,  passed  in  1903,  says  that: 

Whenever  the  School  Visitors,  Town  School  Committee,  or  Board 
of  Education  of  any  town  or  district  shall  by  vote  decide  that  a  child 
over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age  has  not  schooling  sufficient  to 
warrant  his  leaving  school  to  be  employed,  and  shall  so  notify  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  said  child  in  writing,  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  child 
shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  regularly  during  the  days  and  hours  that 
the  public  school  in  the  district  in  which  said  parent  or  guardian  resides 
is  in  session,  and  until  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  child  has  obtained 
from  said  Board  of  School  Visitors,  Town  School  Committee,  or  Board 
of  Education  a  leaving  certificate  stating  that  the  education  of  said  child 
is  satisfactory  to  said  Visitors,  Town  School  Committee,  or  Board  of 
Education  ;  provided,  that  said  parent  or  guardian  shall  not  be  required 
to  cause  his  child  to  attend  school  after  the  child  is  sixteen  years  of  age. 
Each  week's  failure  on  the  part  of  a  person  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  a  distinct  offense,  punishable  with  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  dollars,  and  the  provisions  of  section  211 7  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  all  proceedings  under  this  act. 

In  agreement  with  this  enactment,  the  Board  voted  that  pupils 
be  required  to  finish  the  work  of  the  seventh  grade  before  receiving 
a  leaving  certificate,  and  also  instructed  the  Acting  School  Visitor 
to  carry  into  effeqt  this  action.  The  importance  of  this  vote  is 
referred  to  in  the  report  for  the  year  of  the  Acting  Visitor.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor, 

:F0E.  1904-5. 

This  report  is  indebted  to  suggestions  made  b}'  other  members 
of  the  School  Board,  who  kindly  visited  the  Schools  at  the  close  of 
the  fall  and  the  opening  of  the  winter  term,  when  the  regular  visitor 
was  unable  to  undertake  the  work. 

The  primary  question  in  the  superintendence  of  schools  relates 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  teaching,  and  particularly  in  the  interests  of 
the  average  child.  It  is  indeed  important  that  the  pupil  whose 
education  is  to  be  continued  after  graduating  from  the  district 
school  should  have  the  benefit  of  thorough  elementary  training. 
For  the  work  of  the  first  years  determines  largely  the  character  and 
habits  of  later  study.  Many  a  person  has  regretted  for  a  life  time 
the  loss  inflicted  in  the  district  school  by  incompetency  in  the 
teaching.  Nothing  can  atone  for  slovenliness  in  the  exercises  of 
the  earher  grades.  A  teacher  careless  in  pronunciation  and  in  the 
accurate  use  of  language  encourages  pupils  to  form  habits  which 
will  not  easily  be  overcome.  The  greater  injury,  however,  from 
defective  teaching  falls  upon  the  pupil  whose  education  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  common  school,  and  often  as  early  as  the  law  will 
permit  the  parent  to  withdraw  the  child  from  school.  For  this 
reason  any  review  of  the  school  work  for  a  year,  which  for  many 
children  represents  nearly  or  quite  one-seventh  of  their  education, 
should  be  exceedingly  jealous  lest  the  few  months  have  proved  of 
little  value  in  preparation  for  the  duties  of  after  years. 

Emphasis  must  again  be  fixed  upon  the  serious  mistake  of  sup- 
posing that  it  is  of  small  moment  whether  the  person  in  charge  of 
the  lower  grades  is  well  qualified  to  teach.  A  good  start  in  a 
child's  mental  development  is  of  utmost  importance.  Poor  work  in 
the  first  two  grades  means  an  obstacle  to  be  overcome  before  pro- 
gress in  the  next  year  can  be  made.  The  complaint,  often  justly 
made,  that  pupils  go  over  the  same  tasks  year  after  year,  is  largely 
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due  to  lack  of  thoroughness  from  the  first.  In  justice  to  its  chil- 
dren and  its  reputation  the  town  should  steadily  raise  its  standard 
for  admission  to  a  teacher's  situation,  even  in  the  smaller  schools. 
Constant  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  schools  is  the  only  safe- 
guard against  a  backward  movement.  ' 

While  discouraging  signs  have  appeared  during  the  year  there 
are  also  hopeful  indications  of  progress  to  be  noted.  The  school 
at  Higganum  had  the  misfortune  to  change  its  principal  during  the 
winter  term.  The  good  work  of  the  previous  year,  under  Miss 
Mountain,  gave  large  promise  of  unusual  progress  in  the  three 
upper  classes.  While  this  hope  has  not  been  realized,  the  year's 
work  was  not  seriously  retarded  by  the  change.  Miss  Bradford, 
the  new  principal,  quickly  and  tactfully  adapted  her  plans  to  the 
situation,  and  by  the  opening  of  the  third  term  the  school  was 
smoothly  moving  towards  the  final  examinations.  The  attendance 
in  all  of  the  rooms  was  more  or  less  affected  by  the  prevalence  for 
several  weeks  of  contagious  diseases,  with  the  usual  unhappy  result 
of  breaking  up  the  classes  and  laying  an  additional  burden  upon 
the  teachers  to  recover  for  the  absentees  their  position  in  the 
various  grades. 

Grades  five  and  six  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Whitemore 
made  commendable  progress.  In  the  second  room'  Miss  Bailey 
completed  her  ninth  consecutive  year  of  successful  service.  During 
this  period  a  choice  standard  for  the  room  has  been  maintained 
both  in  discipline  and  in  teaching.  Each  class  has  done  creditable 
work.  A  cheerful  and  industrious  atmosphere  has  pervaded  the 
room.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  personal  reasons  constrain  her 
to  give  up  the  position.  In  the  primary  room  the  classes  have 
been  large.  A  manifest  improvement  over  the  previous  year  has 
given  a  better  standing  to  the  grades.  Miss  Avery  will  be  the 
only  old  teacher  in  this  school  to  be  welcomed  when  the  new  year 
opens. 

The  two  schools  at  Brainerd  Hill  and  Candlewood  Hill  have 
been  somewhat  experimental  in  their  experience  with  a  leaning  to- 
wards improvement.  Happily  for  the  district  Miss  Burr  returned  to 
Ponsett.  The  school  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The  three  small 
schools  at  Burr,  Tylerville  and  Shailerville  with  the  larger  one  at 
Haddam  Neck  have  had  their  old  teachers,  and  made  a  creditable 
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record  as  will  appear  below.  At  the  Center  with  an  average  regis- 
tration for  the  year  of  forty  and  attendance  of  thirty  the  work  has 
been  hard  and  confusing.  Miss  Kelsey  deserves  commendation  for 
her  strenuous  effort  to  maintain  discipline  and  advance  the  work  of 
the  classes.  Improvement,  however,  in  the  proper  adjustment  of 
the  grading,  in  the  orderly  development  of  the  class  exercises,  and 
especially  in  thoroughly  drilling  the  classes,  is  imperatively  needed 
if  the  school  is  to  recover  and  hold  its  standing  of  two  years  since. 

It  is  a  defect  in  some  of  the  ungraded  schools  that  careful 
effort  is  not  maintained  to  keep  each  class  in  all  of  its  recitations 
closely  following  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  Following  the 
line  of  least  difficulty  classes  are  allowed  to  fall  behind  in  one 
branch  while  pushing  on  in  one  more  interesting.  In  illustration,  a 
seventh  grade  class  was  found  trying  to  do  eight  grade  arithmetic, 
while  unable  to  do  its  own  work  well,  and  also  to  take  the  seventh 
grade  test  in  language.  Pupils  so  trained  are  put  at  a  disadvantage 
in  entering  schools  where  careful  grading  is  insisted  upon. 

As  heretofore,  an  effort  was  made  at  the  close  of  the  winter 
term  to  test  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in  all  of  the  schools  by  a 
written  examination  for  each  grade.  The  teachers  heartily  co- 
operated in  carrying  out  the  plan.  About  eight  hundred  and  fifty 
papers  were  returned,  marked,  tabulated,  and  then  given  to  the 
schools  for  such  review  as  might  be  helpful.  The  purpose  sought, 
and  in  a  good  degree  secured,  was  the  testing  of  the  actual  attain- 
ments of  the  classes,  the  ascertaining  whether  review  work  by 
terms  and  years  had  been  rigidly  kept  up,  the  drawing  attention 
sharply,  by  the  presentation  of  graded  questions  to  ungraded 
schools,  to  any  deficiencies  which  might  exist,  and,  lastly,  the 
quickening  of  interest  in  each  school  to  reach  and  maintain  a  high 
standing.  Under  this  plan  each  pupil  has  an  opportunity  to  report 
its  progress,  and  each  school,  whether  large  or  small,  becomes  in  a 
stimulating  way  responsible  for  its  own  rank.  While  a  detailed 
report  of  the  results  obtained  from  the  five  series  of  questions 
cannot  be  given,  a  summary  made  from  the  papers  in  language  and 
arithmetic  will  fairly  exhibit  the  character  of  the  work,  and  place 
the  schools  in  the  order  of  their  success. 

In  arrangement,  neatness  and  penmanship  the  appearance  of 
the  papers  was  generally  good,  and  often  every  paper  of  a  clas.s 
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received  the  highest  mark.  Apparently  the  Haddam  Neck  school 
had  not  been  trained  in  written  work. 

For  the  work  itself  the  Higganum  school  averaged  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  perfect  for  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  pupils 
taking  arithmetic  and  seventy-two  per  cent,  for  language,  thus  ob- 
taining the  fifth  place  in  rank,  which  it  also  held  in  1904.  The 
average  for  the  fourth  room  was  62  per  cent.,  for  the  third  73  per 
cent.,  for  the  second  78  per  cent.,  for  the  first,  which  had  fewer 
papers,  75  per  cent.  Grade  nine  made  the  poorest  showing,  and 
seriously  lowered  the  standard  of  the  room.  Ponsett  leads  at  79 
per  cent,  in  arithmetic  and  83  per  cent,  in  language.  It  is  gratify- 
ing that  the  Tylerville  school,  which  has  been  backward,  gained 
the  second  rank,  after  which  Burr  and  Shailerville  show  good 
work.  Center  falls  two  per  cent,  below  Higganum  and  Haddam 
Neck  three  per  cent.  All  the  schools  reached  70  per  cent,  or  more 
of  perfect  with  the  exception  of  Brainerd  Hill,  52  per  cent.,  and 
Candlewood  Hill,  53  per  cent.  The  average  for  each  school  was 
expected  to  be  for  good  vv^ork  not  less  than  75  per  cent.  In 
geography  Burr  and  Brainerd  Hill  were  the  lowest  at  51  per  cent., 
while  Ponsett  and  Tylerville  were  the  only  schools  standing  higher 
than  70  per  cent.  Six  schools  took  the  history  test,  Ponsett  lead- 
ing and  Higganum  doing  well.  Spelling  is  far  from  jubilant  in  its 
report,  beginning  as  low  as  34  per  cent,  at  Brainerd  Hill  and  rising 
above  70  per  cent,  of  perfect  in  only  four  schools.  From  this  ex- 
amination it  appears  that  the  most  marked  gain  occurred  at  Tyler- 
ville and  the  lowest  standing  is  reported  at  Brainerd  Hill  and 
Candlewood  Hill. 

The  introduction  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  of  the 
Mother  Tongue  series  of  language  books  i3roved  most  helpful.  In 
arrangement  of  topics,  in  simplicity  and  clearness  of  statements, 
and  in  variety  with  fulness  of  illustrative  exercises,  the  books  are 
superior  to  the  old  ones. 

The  matter  of  attendance  is  a  well  worn  topic  which  needs  to 
be  incessantly  considered.  Some  items  are  of  special  interest.  The 
epidemic,  which  extended  over  several  weeks,  lowered  the  record 
of  some  schools  seriously  and  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  falling 
away  from  the  rank  of  1904.  Almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  pupils 
were  registered  at  Higganum.   Ninety  per  cent,  of  the  enumeration 
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was  registered  the  previous  year,  but  only  85  per  cent,  in  this 
year's  returns. 

Comparing  the  districts  on  the  basis  of  75  per  cent,  of  perfect 
attendance  Burr  easily  leads,  90  per  cent,  of  the  school  being 
present  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  time  and  half  of  the  pupils 
attended  nine-tenths  of  the  sessions.  After  Burr  on  this  same  basis 
the  districts  stand  as  follows  :  Tylerville  and  Haddam  Neck  have 
the  same  rank,  Shailerville,  Center,  Ponsett  and  Higganum  do 
fairly  well,  but  Candlewood  Hill  dropped  to  38  per  cent.,  and 
Brainerd  Hill,  owing  to  the  epidemic,  to  20  per  cent. — that  is,  only 
five  children  were  present  at  Brainerd  Hill  three-fourths  of  the 
time.  Tylerville  has  improved  its  attendance  more  than  any  other 
district. 

The  comparison  is  oftener  made  between  the  percentage  of  the 
average  attendance  on  the  average  registration.  The  rank  of  the 
districts  in  this  respect  is  shown  in  the  second  table  given  on  a 
later  page.  The  honor  roll  includes  for  the  year  only  forty-eight 
names  against  ninety-four  in  1904,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the 
influence  of  the  epidemic.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  eighty-two 
pupils,  or  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  enrollment,  were  in  attendance 
less  than  half  of  the  school  days.  This  greatly  increases  the  work 
of  the  teachers  and  is  a  serious  hinderance  to  the  steady  progress 
of  the  classes. 

A  growing  evil  in  recent  years  has  been  the  disposition  of 
certain  pupils,  ordinarily  encouraged  by  their  parents,  to  leave 
school  immediately  on  attaining  the  age  of  fourteen  ;  and,  what  is 
worse,  in  anticipation  of  doing  so,  to  become  very  irregular  in 
attendance  during  the  last  year  prior  to  reaching  the  legal  leaving 
age  to  be  employed.  The  trouble  is  not  new,  but  this  last  term 
gave  it  particular  emphasis.  Two  pupils  in  the  sixth  grade,  be- 
coming fourteen,  were  at  once  taken  from  school.  Evidently  they 
had  not  had  a  sufficient  schooling. 

To  guard  against  this  taking  of  children  from  their  studies 
before  they  have  secured  a  sufficient  education,  it  seems  desirable 
that  the  Board  take  definite  action  under  the  law  relating  to  attend- 
ance, Chapter  29,  Public  Acts  1903.*    As  regards  the  limit  of  re-

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quirement  there  iire  valid  reasons  for  deciding  that  the  completion 
of  the  seventh  grade  work  is  the  lowest  reasonable  limit  at  which  a 
child  may  receive  a  leaving  certificate.  This  requires  pupils  to 
pass  a  fair  examination  in  arithmetic,  including  no  more  than  per- 
centage, to  take  a  second  year  in  the  larger  geography,  and,  also,  a 
full  year  in  the  advanced  language  book,  to  have  some  knowledge 
of  U.  S.  history,  with  such  additional  advantages  as  belong  to  the 
seventh  year's  work.  This  certainly  ought  to  be  the  minimum  of 
education  for  a  child  who  is  leaving  school.  More  than  this  is 
desirable,  but  nothing  less  can  reasonably  be  accepted  as  a  sufficient 
school  preparation  for  the  ordinary  activities  of  life  and  becoming 
intelligent  citizens. 

The  chief  advantage  of  such  a  change  is  that  it  makes  attain- 
ment rather  than  age  decisive  as  to  the  completion  of  school  train- 
ing, and,  at  the  same  time,  does  not  place  the  Hmit  of  attainment 
beyond  the  easy  reach  of  the  average  child.  The  question  as  to 
leaving  school  becomes  not  how  old  the  jDupil  is,  but  has  he  suf- 
ficient education  according  to  the  standard  of  the  common  school. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  at  fourteen  children  are  supposed  to 
be  in  readiness  to  enter  High  School.  At  Higganum  the  last  year 
the  ninth  grade  averaged  fourteen  and  the  eighth,  thirteen  years  of 
age.  Judging,  therefore,  from  the  average  of  the  classes,  it  cer- 
tainly is  not  just  to  the  pupil  to  allow  it  to  leave  school  before  it 
is  prepared  to  creditably  enter  the  eighth  grade. 

Moreover,  the  failure  of  pupils  to  reach  the  eighth  grade 
before  they  are  fourteen  is  mainly  due  to  irregularity  of  attendance 
The  inability  to  obtain  a  leaving  certificate  prior  to  reaching  this 
standing  will  usually  lead  parents  to  more  stringently  insist  that 
their  children  be  faithful  in  attendance  and  diligent  in  study.  The 
same  good  effect  will  also  be  likely  to  appear  in  the  attitude  of  the 
pupils  towards  school  requirements,  especially  if  they  are  eager  to 
leave  school  at  an  early  date.  There  will  alwa3/s  be  backward 
scholars,  but  this  change  will,  at  least,  tend  towards  making  their 
number  less. 

Miss  J.  S.  Walkley's  successful  effort  during  recent  years  to 
interest  the  schools  in  nature  studies,  especially  in  becoming 
acquainted  with  bird  life,  has  been  continued  in  several  districts 
with  much  pleasure  and  profit  to  the  pupils.         ;  ,  ,

Calendar  and  Regulations  of  School  Board,  1905-1906. 

Fir;,t  term  begins  Tuesday,  Sept.  5,  and  closes  Friday,  Dec.  22,  1905  ; 

making  77  session  days  and  79  legal  days  or  15!^  weeks  for  the  term. 

Schools  are  closed  Thanksgiving  and  the  day  after. 
Second  term  begins  Tuesday,  Jan.  9,  and  closes  Friday,  March  23,  1906; 

making  53  session  days  and  54  days  or  io|^  weeks  for  the  term. 

Schools  are  closed  Feb.  22. 
Third  term  begins  Tuesday,  April  3,  and  closes  Friday,  June  8,  1906; 

making  47  session  days,  and  the  same,  or      weeks,  for  the  term. 

Schools  are  closed  Fast  Day;  also  on  Memorial  Day,  but  in  schools 

which  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  prepare  for  and  share  in 

public  memorial  exercises,  the  day  will  be  counted  as  a  session  day 

and  the  term  will  close  June  7. 
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Total  for  the  year,  36  weeks  or  i8o  days  and  177  session  days.  Days  of 
actual  attendance  by  the  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings,  approved  by 
the  School  Board,  are  counted  in  making  the  177  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours.  Schools  close  Friday  afternoon  one 
hour  earlier. 

Christmas  vacation,  two  weeks;  Spring  recess,  one  week. 
Committees  and  teachers  are  expected  to  follow  this  calendar  as  closely 
as  possible. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  seek  promptness  and  regularity  of  attendance  by 
each  pupil  and  may  require  written  excuses  for  tardiness,  dismission 
before  the  regular  closing  hour,  and  absence.  Only  sickness,  or  an 
equally  unavoidable  necessity,  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  16  years  of  age  are  required  by  vote  of  the  School  Board  to 
remain  in  regular  attendance  at  school  till  they  have  completed  the 
work  of  the  seventh  grade  and  received  from  the  Acting  Visitor  a 
leaving  certificate.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Joint  l^oard  and  School  [^oard. 


The  Selectmen  and  the  School  Visitors  met  in  joint  session  at 
the  Town  Hall  for  their  annual  meeting,  June  19,  1906.  The 
appropriation,  inclusive  of  all  money  received  from  other  sources 
than  the  town  treasury,  of  four  thousand  dollars  for  the  maintain - 
ance  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending  July  14,  1907,  increases 
the  cost  of  the  schools  by  three  hundred  dollars,  of  which  amount 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  was  assigned  to  the  Higga- 
num  district.  This  increase  was  approved  mainly  for  the  reason  that 
the  difficulty  of  securing  good  teachers,  at  the  wages  paid,  is  larger 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  As  reported  in  the  table  of  expenses 
on  a  later  page  the  Higganum  district  spent  last  year  for  teachers' 
wages  more  than  it  received  from  the  town,  and  for  total  cost 
including  incidental  expenses,  some  two  hundred  dollars  more  than 
it  will  receive  from  the  town  under  this  present  increase  of  appro- 
priation to  the  district.  An  examination  of  the  state  reports  also 
shows  that  in  comparison  with  the  amount  spent  in  other  towns  for 
schools  this  increase  is  justified. 

The  tuition  fees  paid  to  Middletown  for  children  attending  the 
high  school  amount  to  $684.47.  Fifteen  pupils  attended  through 
the  year,  and  two  received  tuition  for  only  twenty  weeks  for  both. 
The  previous  year  twenty-one  attendants  received  ^888. 16  for 
tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  at  Middletown  have  been  raised 
so  that  the  actual  cost  to  parents  for  sending  their  children  to  high 
school  is  more  than  it  has  been. 

The  table  of  expenses  gives  the  usual  details  of  the  outlay 
for  the  year,  and  the  first  table  gives  the  distribution  to  the  districts 
of  the  appropriation. 
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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors  held 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Joint  Board  the  old 
oflficers  were  continued  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  school  calendar 
and  regulations  were  arranged  as  given  below.  Teachers  have 
been  allowed  hitherto  when  the  schools  were  large  to  dismiss 
the  primary  classes  earlier  than  the  regular  closing  hour.  The 
Board  voted  that  this  arrangement  should  extend  to  the  classes  of 
the  second  grade,  so  that  pupils  below  the  third  grade  may  here- 
after be  dismissed  one-half  hour  earlier  than  the  regular  closing 
hour. 

The  vote  of  last  year  requiring  pupils  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  to  remain  in  school  till  they  have  completed  the  work  of  the 
seventh  grade  was  made  permanent  till  the  Board  takes  further 
action.  Last  year  the  Acting  Visitor  gave  notice  of  this  regulation 
to  district  committees,  to  teachers,  and  to  the  schools,  and  he  is 
directed  to  do  the  same  the  coming  year.  For  this  reason  it  is 
again  mentioned  in  this  report  which  reaches  families  affected  by 
its  operation.  Its  influence  upon  the  attendance  during  the  year  is 
referred  to  in  the  Acting  Visitor's  report.  The  law  was  printed  in 
full  in  the  reports  of  last  year. 

Till  further  notice  is  given  the  Board  decided  to  follow  the 
method  of  previous  years,  in  giving  consent  to  attend  high  school. 
Applications  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary  as  early  as 
possible  after  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Consent  is  given  for 
only  one  ^ear  at  a  time,  and  with  the  condition  that  the  parent  or 
guardian  waive  in  writing  all  claims  upon  the  town  or  State  for 
cost  of  transportation.  Renewals  are  granted,  but  may  be  with- 
held if  the  pupil  has  not  obtained  a  creditable  record  at  the  high 
school.  The  Board  has  granted  for  the  coming  year  consent  to 
twenty-two  pupils  to  attend  the  high  school  at  Middletown,  and  to 
one  to  attend  at  Deep  River,  seven  of  whom  applied  for  entrance, 
and  sixteen  for  renewals. 
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Report  of  feting  §ehool  Y)isitop 

WOR.  1903-6. 


This  report  relates  to  the  attendance,  the  character  and  result 
of  the  teaching,  and  to  the  moral  influence  exerted  in  each  of  the 
schools  in  the  nine  districts.  Each  school  has  been  visited  at  least 
twice  each  term,  and  some  have  been  seen  oftener.  In  particular 
the  aim  has  been  at  each  visit  to  carefully  observe  the  attendance, 
the  general  appearance  of  each  room,  as  to  neatness  and  orderliness, 
the  tone  and  spirit  of  the  discipline  maintained,  the  mental  and 
moral  atmosphere  in  which  the  pupils  perform  their  tasks,  whether 
studious  or  listless,  truthful  or  deceitful,  cheerful  or  spiritless,  the 
quality  of  the  teaching  in  its  many  aspects,  the  classification  of  the 
pupils  especially  in  the  ungraded  schools,  and  the  progress  made 
from  term  to  term.  Questions  have  been  freel)^  asked  classes  in 
some  cases,  orally  examined,  written  examinations  from  questions 
prepared  by  the  teachers  looked  over  and  criticised,  suggestions 
made  whenever  they  promised  to  be  helpful,  teachers  encouraged  as 
far  as  possible,  and  a  special  effort  made  to  keep  the  schools  in 
earnest  touch  with  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  maintained. 
A  record  of  the  impression  gained  from  each  visit  is  made  the 
basis  of  this  report.  One  visit  was  wholly  devoted  to  giving  a 
written  examination  in  five  studies,  to  all  the  grades  above  the 
second,  with  the  hope  of  unifying  the  work  of  the  schools,  of 
stimulating  the  desire  to  gain  a  high  standing,  and  of  obtaining  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  work  accomplished  in  each  room.  About  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  pupils  tried  the  work  in  arithmetic 
and  in  the  other  studies  a  proportionate  number. 

In  all  these  respects  the  teachers  were  kindly  responsive,  and 
interested  to  have  their  schools  and  the  class  exercises  represent 
their  best  aspirations. 
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In  previous  reports  the  attendance  and  the  results  obtained 
from  the  written  test  have  been  considered  by  themselves,  but  the 
main  facts  will  now  be  given  under  a  brief  account  of  each  school. 

Two  or  three  preliminary  remarks  are  in  order.  It  grows 
more  and  more  apparent  that  a  farther  consolidation  of  the  dis- 
tricts can  reasonably  be  made  without  largely  increasing  the 
distance  to  attend  school  for  any  considerable  number  of  families. 
Three  districts  show  an  average  attendance  of  less  than  ten,  Brain- 
erd  Hill  at  nine,  Shailerville,  at  eight,  Tylerville  at  seven.  The 
Brainerd  Hill  enumeration  has  fallen  away  more  than  one-half  in 
the  five  years.  The  numbers  will  probably  rally,  but  if  not  it 
would  seem  both  practicable  and  desirable  to  transfer  the  enrol- 
ment to  the  Higganum  school.  The  outlook  for  the  schools  at 
Shailerville  and  Tylerville  continues  to  suggest  the  wisdom  of 
uniting  these  districts  with  the  Center,  where  another  room  can 
readily  be  occupied  with  advantage  to  the  three  schools,  assigning 
the  grades  to  the  teachers  in  such  a  way  as  to  equalize  the  work. 
Other  changes  are  impracticable  unless  the  pupils  are  conveyed  to 
some  central  location. 

The  problem  of  the  district  passes  at  once  into  that  of  the 
teachers.  It  is  at  this  point  that  for  permanent  progress,  improve- 
ment is  always  needed.  To  secure  efficient  teaching  is  the 
problem  of  the  school  system.  For  this  purpose  the  Normal 
School  system  was  devised  and  found  its  rewarding  opportunity. 
It  seems  desirable  that  at  least  in  the  larger  schools  a  Normal 
School  training,  or  its  equivalent,  in  education  and  successful 
experience  in  teaching  is  granted.  Teachers  of  experience  are 
always  welcome,  but,  even  here,  the  emphasis  rests  on  the  word 
successful.  The  school  room  faces  the  desk.  What  of  self  control, 
of  tactfulness  in  discipline,  of  aptness  in  teaching,  of  atmosphere 
in  helpful  influence,  of  truthfulness  in  word  and  character,  of  sin- 
cerity in  seeking  the  good  of  the  pupils,  radiates  from  that  center, 
makes  the  school,  and  also  makes  the  mental  and  moral  charac- 
ter of  the  pupils. 

The  year  has  been  favorable  for  a  good  attendance.  No  epi- 
demic has  appeared  in  any  serious  form  in  any  district.  The  winter 
was  comparatively  free  from  severe  storms.  It  is  also  noteworthy 
that  in  no  district  has  a  change  of  teachers  occurred.    One  hun- 
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dred  and  eight  pupils  have  been  present  nine-tenths  of  the  time, 
and  as  many  more  above  three-fourths  of  the  sessions. 

Five  were  perfect  in  attendance,  two  from  Shailerville,  one 
from  Burr,  and  two  from  the  Neck,  one  of  whom,  David  Flood, 
has  not  missed  a  session  for  three  years.  One  lacked  only  a  day 
of  perfect,  and  four  only  a  half  day.  On  the  other  hand  seventy-six 
failed  to  appear  at  half  of  the  sessions. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  individual  schools,  we  begin  with 
the  largest  enrolment.  Higganum  registers  177  pupils,  or  a  little 
more  than  one  half  of  the  entire  enrolment  of  the  town,  but  the 
the  average  registration  falls  to  159.  In  the  per  cent,  of  the 
average  attendance  on  the  average  registration,  the  district  ranks 
seventh,  only  two  districts  standing  lower.  Improvement  in  this 
respect  is  much  to  be  desired. 

With  its  nine  grades  under  the  care  of  four  teachers,  the 
rooms  averaging  from  25  to  34  in  attendance,  this  district  is  reas- 
onably expected  to  stand  first  in  every  respect,  and  especially  of 
teaching.  The  average  wages  of  the  teachers  are  considerably 
more  than  in  other  districts.  The  classes  have  fully  twice  as  long 
recitation  periods  as  is  possible  in  the  under  grade  schools  of  more 
than  twenty  pupils.  Teachers  also  have  better  facilities  for  their 
work  than  are  found  in  the  smaller  districts.  Judged  in  these 
ways  the  other  districts  are  placed  at  a  considerable  disadvan- 
tage. In  discipline  the  building  as  a  whole  has  been  orderly, 
though  at  times  the  halls  have  not  been  as  quiet  as  is  desirable.  It 
is  also  true  that  a  frequent  change  of  teachers  has  not  been  favor- 
able for  the  best  development  of  the  school.  There  have  been  nine 
principals  in  eight  years,  and,  in  the  third  room,  six  teachers  in 
five  years.  But  the  lower  rooms  have  fared  better  with  manifest 
gain.  The  best  teachers,  however,  are  sought  for  in  larger  places, 
and  the  committee  finds  it  difficult  to  meet  the  need  of  the  school. 
Still,  as  fully  one-half  of  the  children  receive  their  schooling  in 
this  di.strict,  and  in  preparation  for  high  school,  an  increasing  num- 
ber from  the  other  districts  will  seek  the  benefit  of  the  upper 
grades,  it  is  most  desirable  to  keep  the  rank  of  the  school  as  high 
as  possible. 

The  three  highest  grades  under  the  care  of  Miss  Pomeroy 
have  made  commendable  progress.    The  room  averaged  twenty- 
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nine  for  the  year,  but  the  eighth  grade  was  very  small.  Consider- 
ing the  age  of  the  pupils  the  attendance  reached  a  low  average.  The 
daily  recitations  and  the  examinations  showed  painstaking  care  in 
teaching,  though  a  larger  emphasis  in  drilling  the  classes  would 
have  produced  better  results.  The  impression  from  a  review  of  the 
year's  work  is  good  and  the  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  favor- 
able. 

Miss  Mahany  came  from  an  experience  of  nine  years  to  take 
charge  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  They  were  both  large, 
making  an  average  of  thirty-six  for  the  year.  Particular  attention 
was  given  to  the  discipline,  though  at  times  it  was  more  energetic 
than  winsome.  The  classes  were  carefully  drilled  and  came  to  the 
end  of  the  year  prepared  for  promotion. 

Miss  Savage,  also  a  teacher  of  nine  years'  experience,  had  the 
care  of  the  second  room  and  quickly  got  her  work  well  in  hand. 
Her  endevor  to  succeed  merits  the  commendation  which  is  hereby 
gladly  recorded. 

Miss  Avery  did  good  work  and  her  third  year  in  the  primary 
room  has  been  her  best. 

In  the  Visitor's  examination  the  district  ranks  third.  The 
upper  room  obtained  66  per  cent,  of  perfect  in  arithmetic  and  62 
per  cent,  in  language  ;  the  third  room,  59  per  cent,  and  65  per  cent, 
respectively.    The  first  and  second  rooms  did  creditable  work. 

The  largest  of  the  ungraded  schools  is  the  Center,  where  Miss 
Kelsey  has  taught  for  two  years.  The  average  attendance  of 
thirty,  on  an  average  registration  of  thirty-seven,  misses  the  mark 
of  honor  and  places  the  school  six  in  rank  among  the  nine  districts. 
While  there  has  been  progress  in  the  general  order  of  the  room 
and  in  class  work,  the  way  is  open  for  a  positive  advance.  The 
classes  are  more  irregularly  graded  than  in  any  other  school.  For 
the  advantage  of  the  pupils  a  change  in  this  respect  is  needed  at 
once.  The  school  is  large  and  for  the  best  results  calls  for  unusual 
efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  A  fair  summary  of  the  year's 
work  commends  the  effort  of  the  teacher  to  improve  its  standing. 

Haddam  Neck  stands  third  in  the  number  of  pupils,  second  as 
regards  attendance  at  90  per  cent,  of  perfect,  and  was  on  a  par  with 
Higganum  in  the  results  of  the  Visitor's  examination.  Each  visit 
confirmed  the  impression  that  the  school  was  doing  well. 
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It  is  a  satisfaction  to  again  record  the  marked  success  of  Miss 
Burr  at  Ponsett,  with  its  average  registration  of  twenty-three,  its 
attendance  of  87  per  cent.,  its  language  and  arithmetic  average  of 
74  per  cent.  In  the  tone  of  tlie  discipline,  the  interested  attention 
of  the  pupils  and  actual  class  work,  the  observer  finds  much  to 
approve. 

The  next  school  in  the  number  of  attendants  is  at  Candlewood 
Hill,  where  for  two  years  Miss  C.  I.  Kahrman  has  faithfully  endeav- 
ored to  keep  the  grades  in  close  touch  with  school  standards.  The 
school,  however,  is  backward,  holds  the  lowest  place  but  one  in 
attendance,  but  has  somewhat  improved  in  class  work  during  the 
year. 

At  Brainerd  Hill  Miss  D.  E.  Kahrman  registered  sixteen 
pupils,  but  changes  reduced  the  average  to  thirteen  and  the  average 
attendance  to  nine,  making  the  lowest  record  on  the  list.  In  the 
written  test  the  results  in  language  were  not  encouraging,  but 
papers  in  other  studies  sent  in  later  were  more  creditable.  In 
general  some  advance  over  last  year  was  noted  with  pleasure. 

The  children  at  Burr  go  to  school  creditably,  showing  an 
average  of  ten  on  average  registration  of  eleven.  The  pupils,  how- 
ever, made  slow  progress  in  their  studies. 

Shailerville  ranks  third  in  attendance  at  the  high  average  of 
89  per  cent.  Miss  Treat  interested  her  pupils  in  their  work,  and 
to  a  considerable  degree  her  inadequate  preparation  for  teaching 
was  relieved  by  a  painstaking  effort  to  do  well.  The  pupils  did 
creditable  work  in  recitations  and  examination  papers. 

Tylervillc,  the  smallest  school,  gained  an  excellent  standing. 
Seven  of  the  nine  pupils  were  present  at  nine-tenths  or  more  of 
the  sessions.  In  arithmetic  and  language  the  classes  took  the 
first  place  in  the  written  test.  Miss  Silliman  has  greatly  improved 
the  rank  of  the  school  during  the  three  years  she  has  been  the 
teacher. 

An  honor  roll  of  90  per  cent,  of  perfect  places  the  districts  in 
this  order  :  Tjderville,  Burr,  Haddam  Neck,  Center,  Shailerville, 
Ponsett,  Candlewood  Hill,  Higganum,  Brainerd  Hill.  In  some 
districts  a  few  pupils  are  chiefly  responsible  for  the  general  low 
rank  in  attendance. 
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The  influence  of  the  regulation  passed  last  year  that  pupils 
under  sixteen  have  not  schooling  sufficient  to  warrant  their  leaving 
school  to  be  employed  before  they  have  completed  the  work  of  the 
seventh  grade,  has  fully  justified  the  action  of  the  Board.  From 
the  opening  of  the  first  term  it  was  repeatedly  stated  and  empha- 
sized in  all  of  the  schools  that  a  leaving  certificate  would  not  be 
given  till  this  work  was  done. 

One  result  has  been  that  a  healthier  sentiment  has  prevailed  as 
to  making  progress  in  their  studies,  especially  on  the  part  of  those 
pupils  whose  inclinations  for  various  reasons  would  lead  them  to 
leave  school  promptly  on  becoming  fourteen.  This  feeling  ap- 
peared in  the  case  of  a  pupil  who  had  very  reluctantly  returned  to 
school  under  the  compulsion  of  the  law,  but  after  a  few  weeks  of 
study  expressed  a  strong  desire  to  remain  till  the  full  course  was 
finished.  This  awakening  of  interest  in  school  tasks  will  doubtless 
be  one  of  the  best  results  of  the  law.  Moreover,  parents  who 
desire  the  help  of  their  children  as  soon  as  they  become  fourteen, 
will  be  more  strenuous  to  have  them  so  faithful  in  attendance  as  to 
make  it  certain  that  the  required  standard  will  be  reached  by  that 
time.  A  mother  is  reported  as  saying  that  if  they  had  known  of 
the  law  their  child  could  have  been  in  school  more  regularly.  Tlie 
register  showed  that  the  "  could  have  been  "  became  later  a  "  had 
been  "  regular  in  attendance.  Another  child  left  school,  but  the 
parents  being  notified  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  law,  promptly  re- 
turned and  did  good  work. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  at  times  that  a  law  be  enforced.  It 
happened  that  the  State  Board  had  decided  that  its  agent,  Mr.  S. 
P.  Willard,  should  give  during  the  year  special  attention  to  school 
attendance  in  this^town.  By  his  hearty  approval  of  the  require- 
ment and  firm  insistence  that  it  be  complied  with,  the  law  was  re- 
spected and  obeyed.  Several  pupils  of  the  seventh  grade  had  left 
school  because  they  were  fourteen,  and  their  parents  strongly  pro- 
tested against  having  them  sent  back  for  the  reason  that  their  help 
was  needed  for  the  support  of  the  family.  The  law,  however,  was 
kindly  enforced  and  the  pupils  returned  and  completed  the  work 
of  the  year  with  profit  to  themselves.  A  case  appeared  of  a  child 
whose  eyesight,  though  never  normal,  has  not  prevented  regular 
attendance  and  easily  keeping  along  with  the  classes,  but  on  reach- 
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ing  fourteen  became  too  poor  for  school  tasks.  The  child  preferred 
returning  to  school  to  paying  a  fine,  and  said  the  eyes  were  no 
worse  than  they  had  been,  but  a  doctor's  certificate  was  secured, 
defining  the  abnormal  condition  of  the  eyes,  and  it  was  accepted 
as  a  sufficient  excuse. 

Attention  is  called  to  what  is  required  as  a  satisfactory  attend- 
ance for  a  child  in  ordinary  health.  The  State  Board  requires 
teachers  to  report  absences  at  the  end  of  each  month  with  the 
reason  given  for  the  same.  Guided  by  these  reports,  the  agents 
notify  the  parents  that  the  attendance  is  not  satisfactory  if  there  is 
an  illegal  absence  of  ten  per  cent,  or  more  of  the  time.  In  the 
month  there  are  about  forty  half-day  sessions,  so  that  an  absence 
of  more  than  four  half  days  makes  the  attendance  unsatisfactory. 
This  seems  reasonable  both  for  the  interests  of  the  single  pupil  and 
of  the  whole  school.  The  absence  of  a  part  of  a  class  is  more  or 
less  of  an  injury  to  the  whole  class.  Helping  pupils  to  make  up 
lost  time  is  costly  and  must  be  looked  upon  as  an  unnecessary 
hinderance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  school.  Were  the  teachers 
absent  two  days  a  month,  complaint  would  be  made  that  the  school 
was  not  doing  as  well  as  it  ought.  A  father  was  disturbed  because 
he  had  received  a  notice  that  his  boy's  attendance  was  irregular 
and  therefore  not  satisfactory.  But  for  that  very  reason  the  boy 
was  at  fourteen  in  the  seventh  grade  when  he  ought  to  have  been 
in  the  eighth  or  ninth,  and  was  falling  behind  with  the  prospect  of 
having  to  remain  another  year  in  school  before  receiving  a  leaving 
certificate.  The  situation  was  explained,  the  attendance  became 
satisfactory,  and  the  father  said  that  there  would  be  no  trouble 
with  the  other  children,  for  they  would  get  better  marks.  It  is 
indeed  the  other  children  who  will  be  most  helped  by  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law. 

Nor  can  it  be  too  firmly  insisted  upon  that  what  the  law  aims 
at  and  what  the  State  and  Town  Boards  are  seeking,  is  simply  a 
reasonable  amount  of  schooling  for  every  child.  Actual  attain- 
ment of  knowledge  and  not  a  certain  number  of  months  and  years 
of  nominal  attendance  at  school  is  made  the  measure  of  a  sufficient 
common  education  for  becoming  intelligent  and  useful  citizens.  If 
parents  are  poor  none  the  less  do  the  children  need  the  benefit  of 
school  requirements. 
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Two  illustrations  have  appeared  of  the  strenuous  efforts  made 
to  secure  the  profit  of  cheap  child  labor  at  the  expense  of  loss  in 
schooling.  A  girl  nearly  sixteen  was  sent  to  school  by  the  Agent. 
Though  bright  and  ready  to  learn,  she  could  do  only  third  or 
fourth  grade  work.  It  was  a  kindness  to  her  to  have  even  a  brief 
chance  to  get  more  schooling.  But  legal  effort  was  made  to  obtain 
a  leaving  certificate  on  the  ground  that  she  would  not  learn  much 
in  two  terms.  The  new  law  protected  her,  and  she  finished  the 
year  in  school,  making  good  progress.  The  other  case  was  an 
application,  twice  and  urgently  made,  for  a  certificate  from  a 
teacher  to  be  used  in  another  State,  falsely  stating  that  a  boy  had 
been  in  school.    Of  course,  the  certificate  was  refused. 

These  illustrations  show  how  imperatively  necessary  it  is,  if 
children  are  not  to  be  defrauded  of  schooling,  that  the  law  be  ob- 
served. 

The  school  buildings  are  in  fair  condition,  though  some  will 
need  repairing  in  the  near  future. 

Haddam  Neck  added  some  helpful  books  to  its  library  during 
the  year.  It  would  be  well  if  all  of  the  districts  would  raise 
enough  money  every  5^ear  for  the  purchase  of  books  to  secure  the 
help  offered  by  the  State,  and  thus  give  variety  and  interest  to  the 
school  tasks. 

Seven  of  the  old  teachers  return  to  their  positions  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  term.  The  outlook  for  the  new  year  is  favorable  for 
progress,  but  rewarding  success  waits  upon  wise  and  earnest 
effort.

First  term  begins  Tuesday,  Sept.  4,  and  closes  Friday,  Dec.  21,  igo6  ; 
making  77  session  and  79  legal  days,  or  i5-|  weeks,  for  the  term. 
Schools  are  closed  Thanksgiving  and  the  day  after.    Two  weeks 
vacation. 

Second  term  begins  Tuesday,  Jan.  8,  and  closes  Friday,  March  22,  1907  ; 
making  53  session  and  54  legal  days,  or  io|^  weeks,  for  the  term. 
Schools  are  closed  Feb.  22.    One  week  vacation. 

Third  term  begins  Tuesday,  April  2,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  6,  1907  ; 
making  47  session  and  legal  days,  or  (j\  weeks,  for  the  term,  and  for 
the  year  177  session  days.  Schools  are  closed  Memorial  Day,  but,  in 
such  as  prepare  for  and  share  in  public  memorial  exercises  under  the 
care  of  the  teacher,  the  day  will  be  counted  as  a  session  day,  and  the 
term  will  close  June  5. 
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Days  of  actual  attendance  by  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings,  approved  by 
the  State  and  Town  Boards,  will  be  counted  as  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours  ;  grades  I.  and  II.  may  be  dismissed  a 
half  hour  earlier  each  day  ;  on  Friday,  schools  close  one  hour  earlier. 

As  far  as  possible  teachers  are  to  improve  the  record  of  attendance,  and 
may  require  written  excuses  for  tardiness,  dismission  before  the  clos- 
ing hour,  and  for  absence.  Only  sickness,  or  an  equally  unavoidable 
necessity,  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  are  required  by  the  law  to  remain  in  school  till  they 
have  completed  the  work  of  the  seventh  grade.  After  this  work  is 
done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  School  Board,  leaving  certificates  to 
be  employed,  when  desired,  will  be  given  by  the  Acting  Visitor. 
Teachers  will  report  to  the  Acting  Visitor  the  names  of  any  pupils 
who,  to  their  knowledge,  leave  or  propose  to  leave  school  before 
complying  with  this  law.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 

For  1906-07. 

The  officers  chosen  by  the  two  boards  at  their  Annual  Meet- 
ing, on  June  18,  1907,  are  given  in  a  table  below,  which  also 
includes  the  district  committee,  the  teachers,  the  regular  distribu- 
tion of  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  with  the 
school  calendar  and  regulations  for  the  year. 

.  The  Joint  Board  added  for  the  support  of  the  schools  the 
coming  year  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  appropriation  of  last  year, 
making  a  total  of  ;^4, 100.00.  Of  this  amount,  ^15.00  was  set  aside 
for  use  by  the  Acting  Visitor  in  purchasing  supplementary  readers 
and  other  books  needed  in  the  schools.  The  increase  of  the 
appropriation  was  assigned  to  the  Higganum  district. 

The  School  Board  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  one  held  in 
August,  arranged  the  schedule  of  terms,  appointed  the  usual  com- 
mittees, and  gave  consent  to  attend  high  school  for  the  school 
year,  ending  July  14,  1908,  to  twenty  applicants  for  Middletown 
and  one  for  Deep  River.  Another  application  has  since  been 
received,  which,  when  granted,  will  make  the  number  the  same  as 
last  year. 

Nineteen  attendants  last  year  remained  at  school  through  the 
)^ear  at  a  cost  to  the  town  of  ;^832.09,  of  which  amount  the  State 
pays  two-thirds. 

The  average  standing  of  pupils  attending  at  Middletown  was, 
aS  directed,  presented  and  considered  in  giving  renewals  of  con- 
sent.   The  two  graduating  this  year  reached  honor  standing. 
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The  names  of  pupils  over  fourteen,  who  have  not  finished 
seventh  grade,  were  read,  and  it  was  voted  that  each  one  has  not 
sufficient  schoohng  to  leave  school  to  be  employed.  The  secre- 
tary was  directed  to  report  any  who  fail  to  attend  school  to  the 
State  Agent  for  taking  legal  action.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor. 

1906 — 1907. 

Emphasis  has  been  given  during  the  year,  not  only  to  the 
regular  routine  of  daily  work  in  its  form  and  character,  but  partic- 
ularly to  the  grading  of  the  classes  in  schools  other  than  at 
Higganum. 

No  marked  change  has  taken  place  in  the  registration  of  the 
districts.  The  schools  at  Tylerville  and  Shailerville  registered 
thirteen  and  fourteen,  and  each  secured  an  average  of  ten  in  attend- 
ance. Were  these  two  schools  united  with  Center,  this  year's 
returns  would  have  given  a  registration  of  seventy-two,  and  an 
average  attendance  of  forty-nine.  This  would  allow  of  having  two 
rooms  with  thirty-six  pupils  in  each,  and  a  profitable  division  of 
the  grades.  Shailerville  pupils  are  nearer  the  Center,  not  averag- 
ing further  than  the  distance  the  Walkley  Hill  children  now  walk 
in  attendance  at  Higganum.  For  this  reason  it  may  be  wise  to 
first  put  the  Center  and  Shailerville  schools,  into  the  Central  build- 
ing, use  both  rooms,  and  divide  the  work  between  two  competent 
teachers.  As  soon  as  the  library  is  removed  to  the  new  building 
this  is  practicable  and  advisable.  Later,  further  action,  as  seems 
best  can  be  taken  regarding  the  lower  districts. 

The  reason  for  the  suggestion  of  last  year's  report  that  it 
would  be  an  advantage  to  the  pupils  at  Brainerd  Hill,  to  be  incor- 
porated with  the  grades  at  Higganum,  are  more  decisive  than  ever. 
While  the  enumeration  and  registration  of  the  school  varies,  the 
average  attendance  for  this  year  has  fallen  to  eight.  This  number 
can  easily  be  received  at  Higganum  without  increasing  the  expen-- 
ses  of  the  distrfct.  The  distance  to  walk  is  less  on  the  average 
than  it  is  in  some  districts.  Many  parents  prefer  to  send  their 
children  to  a  graded  school.  If  the  Board  favors  the  plan  the 
money  saved,  can  profitably  be  used  in  increasing  the  equipment 
of  the  other  schools.    It  seems  desirable  to  make  the  change. 
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Since  the  above  was  written,  the  comniittee  at  Brainerd  Hill 
reports  that  the  school  will  be  even  smaller  than  it  was  last  year, 
and,  as  the  old  teacher  is  unable  to  return,  the  Board  decides  to 
have  the  pupils  attend  for  the  coming  year  at  Higganum. 

Following  the  order  of  numbers  in  the  average  attendance, 
beginning  with  the  lowest,  the  situation  at  Burr  is  not  encouraging. 
Yet  the  district  with  an  average  registration  of  only  seven  stands 
first  in  the  per  cent,  of  perfect  average  in  attendance.  This  is  cred- 
itable. Two  tests  were  given,  one  at  the  usual  time,  and  one  later. 
The  second  brought  better  results.  It  is,  however,  difficult  to 
awaken  interest  in  so  small  a  school,  especially  for  a  teacher  of 
inexperience.  No  welcome  way  of  uniting  this  with  other  schools 
appears.  Of  necessity  the  cost  for  each  child  in  average  attend- 
ance is  the  highest  in  this  district,  being  nearly  thirty-nine  dollars. 
But  the  good  attendance,  the  interest  of  the  parents,  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  pupils,  fully  justify  a  larger  expenditure.  With  a  good 
teacher  this  school  would  easily  stand  well  up  in  the  list. 

Though  the  Brainerd  Hill  school  has  the  lowest  rank  of  any 
district  in  the  average  attendance,  partly  due  to  removals.  Miss 
Kahfman  has  succeeded  in  keeping  the  classes  closely  in  grade 
and  has  made  a  creditable  record  for  the  year.  Miss  Kahrman 
closes  her  third  year  in  the  district  with  the  general  approval  of 
her  work,  and  the  assurance  that  each  year  has  been  an  advance 
on  the  preceding  one.  Judging  by  the  tests  given,  the  school 
stands  well,  and  in  the  three  years,  has  risen  in  the  average  per 
cent,  of  perfect  in  language  and  arithmetic,  from  fifty-two  to  eighty. 

The  Tylerville  district  has  received  the  benefit  of  a  teacher  of 
many  year's  successful  experience.  The  school  has  fully  main- 
tained its  rank  of  the  previous  years.  The  order  and  spirit  of  the 
school  have  been  good.  The  written  tests  placed  the  average  of 
the  classes  among  the  first,  while  in  average  attendance  the  83  per 
cent,  of  perfect  gives  the  district  the  third  place.  As  Miss  Matson 
returns,  equally  good  results  are  anticipated  for  the  coming  year. 

At  Shailerville  a  removal  of  a  family  lowered  the  average 
attendance  for  the  year,  but  the  weekly  per  cent,  of  attendance 
was  high,  and  the  pupils  were  much  interested  in  their  work. 
Commendable  progress  was  made  in  the  studies,  while  the  order 
and  personal  relation  between  the  pupils  and  teacher  were  excel- 
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lent.  More  familiarity  with  the  methods  of  teaching  would  be  a 
gain  for  the  instruction.  It  is  increasingly  desirable  that  beginners 
make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  principles  and 
practice  of  the  modern  methods  of  teaching.  The  pupils  will 
welcome  Miss  Treat  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year. 

The  four  schools  named,  reckoning  by  the  expense  in  average 
attendance,  are  the  costliest  of  any,  yet  the  teachers  with  one 
exception  have  received  the  lowest  wages. 

The  next  larger  school,  at  Candlewood  Hill,  suffers  from  a 
lack  of  enthusiastic  interest  in  having  a  good  school,  on  the  part  of 
the  parents.  More  children  over  fourteen  years  of  age  are  below 
grade  standing  than  in  any  other  district  of  the  same  size.  Under 
these  conditions  it  is  most  difficult  to  secure  satisfactory  results. 
The  teacher  has  been  faithful  and  kept  the  grading  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  general  appearance  of  the  room  is  excellent.  Yet  the 
average  percentages  in  the  studies  are  low.  Miss  Kahrman  is 
engaged  for  another  year. 

The  Ponsett  district  deeply  regretted  the  leaving  of  Miss  Burr 
at  the  end  of  the  first  term.  For  thirteen  j'ears  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Mrs.  Hilliard  and  Miss  Burr  this  school  has  prospered  far 
beyond  the  average.  The  worth  of  efficient  teaching  has  been 
emphasized  from  year  to  year.  To  maintain  this  high  standing, 
though  a  difficult  task,  is  not  beyond  wise  and  faithful  endeavor. 
Miss  Richards  gave  her  best  effort  to  completing  the  work  of  the 
year,  having  an  average  attendance  of  seventeen.  The  exami- 
nation marks  were,  however,  below  those  of  previous  years. 

Haddam  Neck  is  the  largest,  except  Center,  of  the  ungraded 
schools,  having  a  registration  of  thirty-five,  and  stands  second  in 
attendance  at  the  high  average  of  go  per  cent,  of  perfect.  The 
spirit  and  industry  of  the  school  are  excellent  The  classes  are 
attentive  and  interested,  though  the  recitation  periods  are  necessa- 
rily too  short  for  the  most  thorough  drill.  A  decisive  gain  in 
bringing  the  classes  into  grade  appears,  while  in  such  tests  of 
progress  and  standing  as  were  made,  the  school  averages,  to  its 
credit,  the  same  as  Higganum.  This  district  deserves  special 
commendation  for  securing  in  recent  years  a  generous  supply  of 
slate  blackboards,  an  excellent  globe,  and  a  library  of  books  most 
helpful  in  school  work.    A  considerable  addition  to  the  library 
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has  been  made  this  year.  No  other  ungraded  school  is  as  well 
equipped  in  these  respects.  The  district  is  wise  in  retaining  Mrs. 
Shepard  for  another  year. 

Miss  Kelsey  at  Center  completed  three  years  of  teaching  in 
the  district.  Improvement  in  the  order  and  management  of  the 
school  is  noted  with  pleasure.  Certain  changes,  however,  are 
greatly  needed.  The  district  ought  to  stand  above  the  average 
rather  than  next  to  the  lowest  in  attendance.  It  has  an  average 
registration  of  eight  more  than  Haddam  Neck,  but  the  attendance, 
compared  with  the  Neck,  falls  from  90  to  74  per  cent.  There  is 
no  good  reason  for  this  injury  to  the  school.  The  difficulty  in  the 
grading,  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  has  not  been  fully  remedied. 
As  an  illustration,  a  class  in  the  fourth  year  in  arithmetic  was  in 
the  second  year  in  language.  Individual  classes  made  commend- 
able progress,  but  the  net  gain  of  the  year,  on  account  of  the  poor 
attendance  ind  the  large  number  of  classes,  is  not  as  promising  as 
this  school  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  make.  A  division  of 
the  school,  as  suggested  above,  would  be  an  advantage. 

With  its  careful  grading,  its  larger  facilities,  and  its  five  teach- 
ers, the  Higganum  district  is  expected  to  offer  its  pupils  a  better 
opportunity  than  is  practicable  in  the  ungraded  schools.  The 
average  attendance  of  129  exceeds  by  five  that  of  the  eight  other 
districts,  but,  though  better  than  last  year,  is  not  as  large  by  con- 
siderable as  it  ought  to  be.  The  rooms  have  two  grades  each,  with 
the  exception  of  the  fourth,  which  has  three.  The  eighth  grade  was 
small  and  only  four  pupils  remained  in  the  ninth  grade  to  the  end 
of  the  year.    Three  of  the  class  enter  high  school. 

Miss  Avery  commences  her  fifth  year  in  the  primary  room  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  term.  Improvement  from  year  to  year  has 
been  marked,  and  the  classes  have  passed  into  the  second  room 
well  prepared  for  the  advanced  work. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  made  a  good  average  attendance. 
The  pupils  have  been  quiet  and  studious.  While  the  percentages 
in  the  studies  were  not  as  high  as  in  some  previous  years,  both 
grades  did  creditable  work.  The  year's  experience  will  enable 
Miss  Carlson  to  resume  her  task  with  bright  prospects  of  improve- 
ment. 
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The  third  room  was  difficult  for  a  teacher  of  limited  experi- 
ence on  account  of  its  large  classes  and  the  restless  age  of  the 
pupils.  Both  grades  were  full  and  the  average  attendance  the 
largest  of  any  school.  Thorough  work  in  these  classes  is  im- 
portant, for  rapid  advancement  in  the  higher  grades  is  largely 
dependent  on  what  is  accomplished  during  the  two  years  spent  in 
this  room.  The  sixth  grade  made  better  progress  than  the  fifth. 
Miss  Goddard  worked  with  zeal  and  steady  persistence.  The 
order  and  attentiveness  in  study,  at  first  quite  discouraging,  im- 
proved, the  pupils  became  more  responsive  in  recitation,  and  the 
teaching  more  helpful.  Miss  Goddard  returns  for  another  year 
and  the  anticipation  of  a  decided  advancement  in  the  discipline 
and  the  teaching  is  entertained  with  confidence. 

Miss  Wightman  and  Miss  Bailey  have  given  the  three  upper 
grades  excellent  training.  It  was  found  necessary  to  do  consider- 
able reviewing  before  the  regular  work  of  the  year  could  profitably 
be  carried  forward.  The  progress  made  was  marked  by  thorough- 
ness in  drill  and  clearness  in  apprehension  by  the  scholars.  Back- 
ward pupils  received  special  attention.  It  is  gratifying  to  have 
Miss  Wightman  return  as  principal.  Her  work  has  been  of  a 
high  order,  both  for  her  own  classes  and  also  in  the  general 
management  of  the  building.  Miss  Bailey's  success  during  several 
years  in  the  second  room  was  fully  equalled  in  the  year's  work  in 
the  higher  grades.  The  outlook  for  the  district  for  the  coming 
year,  with  no  change  in  the  list  of  teachers  and  promotions  care- 
fully made,  is  bright.  It  is  hoped  that  through  the  efforts  of  the 
committee  and  the  teachers,  supported  by  the  parents,  the  average 
attendance  will  be  much  improved. 

In  a  summary  of  the  impressions  of  the  year,  commendation 
must  be  given  to  the  teachers  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  make  a 
good  record.  So  far  as  it  is  true  that  the  teacher  makes  the 
school,  too  great  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  on  their  efficiency. 
Complaint  is  mafde  that  the  teachers  in  the  small  schools  are 
nearly  all  beginners  and  in  consequence  the  school  work  drags. 
Possibly  this  can  not  be  wholly  avoided,  though  it  is  not  necessary 
as  a  rule,  to  hire  teachers  who  have  not  either  a  high  school  certifi- 
cate of  graduation  with  good  standing,  or  an  elementary  State 
certificate.    Particularly  should  the  larger  schools,  averaging  about 
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thirty  pupils,  be  provided  with  trained  teachers.  The  suggestion 
is  made  that  the  Board  place  the  two  larger,  at  least,  of  the 
ungraded  schools  on  the  same  basis  in  this  respect  as  is  now  the 
rule  at  Higganum.  '         f.  .: 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  attendance  is  somewhat  in 
advance  of  other  years.    Especially  is  the  record  of  the  first  termi 
creditable.  Burr  had  eight  perfect  weeks  ;  Shailerville,  five ;  Tylerr 
ville,  two  and  Haddam  Neck,  with  its  thirty-one  pupils  of  that< 
term,  one.    179  pupils  of  the  324  enrolled  were  present  at  90  per^ 
cent,  or  more  of  the  sessions  ;  of  this  number  32  were  perfect, 
Center  having  9  on  the  list  aiid  Haddam  Neck  7.    In  comparison 
with  other  years  55  per  cent,  of  the  registration  were  present  at: 
nine-tenths  of  the  sessions,  while  in  1906  it  was  37  per  cent,  and  in. 
1905  only  28  per  cent.    Good  weather  and  no  epidemic  favored, 
this  large  increase,  but  it  is  a  healthy  sign  of  progress.    For  the 
year  Haddam  Neck  leads  with  four  in  the  number  of  perfect  in 
attendance;  one  each  from  Center,  Shailerville,  Candlewood  Hill: 
and  Burr  completes  the  list  of  eight,  which  is  much  too  small.  One 
pupil  at  the  Neck  has  not  missed  a  day  for  two  years. 

On  the  other  hand,  only  one-third  of  the  registered  pupils 
were  in  attendance  at  nine-tenths  of  the  sessions.  Comparing  the 
districts  in  this  respect  and  taking  into  account  the  distances  and, 
the  conditions  of  the  roads,  it  certainly  is  not  necessary  that  Centerl 
should  return  only  20  per  cent,  on  its  list  and  Higganum  only  30. 
per  cent.,  while  Haddam  Neck  reaches  66  per  cent,  and  Burr  86: 
per  cent. 

The  average  attendance  will  be  yet  more  emphasized,  if  the 
town  accepts  the  offer  of  state  aid  under  the  law  which  has  been  in 
operation  in  smaller  towns  for  a  few  years  and  is  now  applicable  to 
Haddam.  The  granting  of  the  aid  is  based  on  the  average  attend- 
ance. The  better  the  attendance  the  more  money  will  come  from^ 
the  State  for  the  payment  of  teachers.  Teachers  always  desire  a 
regular  attendance,  as  it  makes  their  tasks  easier  and  more  effici- 
ent. Making  up  time  lost  by  absence  of  pupils  is,  as  a  rule, 
unnecessary  and  always  a  hinderance.  The  chief  trouble  is  with 
parents  who  too  readily  keep  their  children  at  home.  Committees 
are  sometimes  careless  in  this  respect.  The  average  attendance 
for  the  year,  taking  the  $cJipoIs  as  a  whole,  is  258, 
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A  third  impression  confirms  the  witness  of  last  year  as  to  the 
value  of  the  law  that  children  shall  remain  in  school  until  they 
have  completed  the  seventh  grade.  Its  operation  has  much  im- 
proved the  attitude  of  many  pupils  regarding  regular  attendance. 
Leaving  certificates  have  been  granted,  when  desired,  as  soon  as 
the  work  was  finished.  But  better  attendance  and  better  attention, 
to  work  has  resulted  from  the  carrying  out  of  the  law.  For  the 
good  of  the  schools  its  enforcement  should  be  made  prompt  and 
persistent. 

A  clear  impression  of  what  is  needed  for  the  welfare  of  the 
schools  is  also  made  by  this  review  of  the  year.  In  a  word, 
teachers  well  qualified  for,  their  work,  a  larger  equipment  and 
improved  facilities  for  teaching,  and  a  resolute  and  unflagging 
attention  to  raising  the  average  attendance,  are  essential.  This 
involves  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  schools.  But  money  spent 
for  the  education  of  children  is  the  wisest  of  investments  :for 
families  and  communities. 

The  impression  from  the  results  of  the  visitor's  giving  one  or 
more  written  tests  favors  its  continuance,  though  the  work  of 
marking  and  tabulating  is  considerable.  Papers  in  five  studies 
were  given  to  all  the  schools,  more  than  half  coming  from  Hig- 
ganum.  Only  two  districts  averaged  in  language  and  arithmetic 
below  a  fair  percentage  for  approval  and  promotion.  The  others 
averaged  from  60  to  83  per  cent,  of  perfect.  Progress  is  not  rapid, 
but  it  is  apparent. 

Progress  has  been  made,  as  has  been  already  indicated,  in  get- 
ting the  ungraded  schools  well  adjusted  to  the  course  of  study 
outlined  for  the  Higganum  district.  Only  two  or  three  of  the 
schools  are  now  seriously  out  of  grade.  Effort  will  be  made  the 
commg  year  to  improve  the  outline  of  the  course  of  study  and  to 
perfect  the  grading,  as  far  as  possible.  The  advantages  are  many. 
It  introduces  system  and  defines  the  work  of  each  class,  at  least  in 
a  general  way.  The  tendency  to  push  classes  in  one  favorite  study 
is  checked.  If  the  pupils  are  planning  to  enter  high  school,  or 
take  the  last  year  at  the  Higganum  school,  this  keeping  in  grade  is 
imperative.  •  ; 

Two  suggestions,  closely  associated,  are  worthy  of  consider- 
ation.   If  the  cpurse  of  study  were  changed  from  nine  to  eight 
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grades,  the  last  year  at  Higganum  could  wisely  be  used  for 
advanced  work  for  pupils  unable  to  attend  high  school. 

It  would  also  be  an  advantage  to  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades 
of  other  schools  to  join  these  classes  at  Higganum.  As  noted 
above. both  these  grades  are  usually  small,  and  the  enlargement  by 
this  plan  would  be  welcomed  by  the  teachers  and  a  benefit  to 
pupils  preparing  for  high  school.  It  often  happens  that  only  a  few 
in  an  ungraded  school  remain  to  do  eighth  and  ninth  grade  work, 
and  the  teacher,  by  this  relief,  would  have  more  time  for  the  lower 
grades.  For  the  most  of  the  pupils  it  is  easy  to  reach  Higganum. 
No  arbitrary  rule  is  for  the  present  desirable. 

Only  three  changes  are  made  in  the  list  of  teachers  for  next 

year. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Higganum  has  been  greatly  improved 
since  the  closing  of  the  term  in  June  and  the  grounds  put  in  better 
condition.    Repairs  are  needed  in  some  of  the  districts.

First  term   begins   Monday,  Sept.  9,  and  closes  Friday,  Dec.  20, 

1907,  15  weeks.  Schools  are  closed  Thanksgiving  and  the 
day  alter. 

Second  term  begins  Monday,  Jan.  6,  and  closes  Friday,  March  20, 

1908,  1 1  weeks. 

Third  term  begins  Monday,  March  30,  and  closes  Friday,  June  5, 

1908,  10  weeks. 
Christmas  vacation,  two  weeks;  March,  one  week. 
Total  for  the  year.  36  weeks,  180  days  and  177  session  days.  Days 

in  attendance  by  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings,  approved  by 

the  State  and  Town  School  Boards,  will  be  counted  as  session 

days. 
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Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours ;  grades  I  and  II  may  be  dis- 
missed a  half  hour  earlier  each  day ;  on  Friday  schools  close 
one  hour  earher. 

As  far  as  possible  teachers  are  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may 
require  written  excuses  for  tardiness,  dismission  before  the 
closing  hour,  and  for  absence.  Only  sickness,  or  an  equally 
unavoidable  necessity,  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  are  required  by  law  to  remain  in  school  until 
they  have  satisfactorily  to  the  School  Board  completed  the 
seventh  grade.  When  this  work  is  done  leaving  certificates 
to  be  employed  will,  when  desired,  be  given  by  the  Acting 
Visitor.  Teachers  will  report  to  the  Acting  Visitor  the  names 
of  any  pupils  who,  to  their  knowledge,  leave  or  propose  to 
leave  before  complying  with  this  law. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

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REPORT 

OF  THK 

Joint  Board  and  School  Board. 

For  1907-08. 

The  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  teachers  and  incidental 
■expenses,  made  by  the  Joint  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1907, 
was  sufficiently  enlarged  at  a  special  meeting  held  later  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  securing  from  the  State  the  average  attend- 
ance grant,  of  which  the  town  has  this  year  the  benefit  for  the  first 
time.  An  increased  outlay  for  the  year  in  all  the  districts  is  there- 
fore reported  in  the  accompanying  table  of  expenses. 

By  reason  of  this  increased  income  for  school  purposes  the 
Board  approved  of  the  purchase  by  a  committee  on  library  and 
school  apparatus,  to  be  appointed  by  the  school  visitors,  of  maps, 
globes,  supplementary  readers,  and  library  books  to  be  owned  by 
the  town  and  used  by  the  schools  under  rules  prescribed  by  the 
committee.  The  money  used  for  this  purpose  will,  with  the 
library  grant  from  the  State  of  ^40.00.  amount  to  ^966.73. 

The  appropriation  for  1908-1909,  given  in  the  first  table,  is 
also  larger  for  each  district  than  previous  allowances. 

The  School  Board  held  several  meetings  during  the  year. 
The  calendar  and  regulations  for  the  new  year,  adopted  at  the 
annual  meeting,  are  given  on  a  later  page  of  this  report.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  rule  by  which  children  beginning  for  the  first 
time  to  attend  school  shall  be  received  only  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year.  This  is  the  time  when  new  classes  are  formed. 
Pupils  will  begin  their  work  together,  and  teachers  can  concentrate 
their  attention  on  fewer  classes.  The  gain  from  this  arrangement 
is  manifest.  Pupils  moving  into  the  district  during  the  year  are 
assigned  to  the  grade  for  which  they  are  prepared. 
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The  average  attendance  grant  made  it  practicable  for  the 
Board  to  increase  the  number  of  weeks  in  the  school  year  from 
thirty-six  to  thirty-eight.  This  will  be  an  advantage  and  puts  the 
schools  in  closer  relation  to  the  prevailing  custom  in  other  towns. 

The  attendance  and  standing  for  the  year  of  each  high  school 
pupil  were  received  by  the  Board.  Nineteen  attended  at  Middle- 
town  and  one  at  Deep  River,  giving  an  average  attendance  of 
17.08  to  be  added  to  the  average  attendance  of  the  town  schools, 
making,  by  the  State's  reckoning,  a  total  average  attendance  of 
289.71.  The  average  attendance  grant  is  based  on  this  number. 
Consent  to  fourteen  applicants  was  renewed  for  1908-1909  and  to 
eight  it  was  granted  for  the  first  time.  Three  dropped  from  the 
course  during  the  year  and  three  graduated  at  Middletown,  one 
with  first  honor  standing.  The  cost  for  the  year  was  for  tuition 
^783.53  and  for  conveyance  ^544.84  The  town  pays  tuition  at 
the  rate  of  no  more  than  545-00  for  the  entire  school  year  and,  for 
conveyance,  of  no  more  than  ^40.00,  and  receives  on  this  basis 
from  the  State  two-thirds  of  the  tuition  and  one-half  of  the  convey- 
ance cost.  Tuition  and  conveyance,  at  the  rates  named  above, 
are  paid  by  the  town  only  for  those  who  ask  and  receive  the  con- 
sent of  the  School  Board.  Applications  for  consent  are  to  be 
made  each  year  and  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  promptly 
after  the  close  of  the  high  schools  and  the  entrance  examinations, 
in  June  are  taken  and  reported.  This  should  be  done  even  when 
the  entrance  examinations  are  not  all  passed  till  September. 

The  regulation  that  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
complete  the  seventh  grade  before  leaving  school  has  proved 
beneficial  in  promoting  regular  attendance  and  diligent  work  hy 
pupils  who  wish  to  leave  as  soon  as  the  law  permits.  Dunng  the 
year  thirteen  leaving  certificates  have  been  given. 

On  account  of  an  increased  number  of  pupils  the  Board 
recommended  to  the  Center  district  the  division  of  the  school  and 
the  opening  of  another  room. 

The  officers  and  committees  of  each  board  are  recorded 
in  table  i.

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Report  of  Acting  School  Visitor. 

I 907-1 908. 


At  the  opening  of  this  report,  made  primarily  to  the  Board  of 
Visitors  but  of  special  interest  to  all  who  desire  the  schools  to 
prosper,  it  seems  desirable  to  speak  of  the  benefits  the  schools  will 
receive,  if  properly  managed,  through  the  average  attendance 
grant  from  the  State.  Some  of  the  advantages  are  already  appar- 
ent but  others  of  ever  increasing  value  are  to  follow.  The  outlook 
is  full  of  promise. 

In  the  first  place,  the  purpose  of  all  of  the  State  grants  i^ 
emphasized,  namely,  to  secure  better  schooling,  both  through, 
larger  equipment  and  improved  teaching,  especially  in  the  smaller 
towns.  With  this  in  view  the  financial  help  offered  is  large.  The 
law  requires  the  expenditure  from  the  town  treasury  fc)r  the  welfare 
of  the  schools,  additional  to  the  cost  of  buildings  and  repairs  by 
the  district,  of  at  least  four  mills  on  the  grand  levy.  This  amount, 
based  this  year  on  the  igo6  levy,  added  to  the  enumeration  and  all 
other  State  grants,  enables  the  town  to  use  for  the  schools  ^25  for 
every  pupil  in  the  average  attendance.  For  the  year  the  average 
attendance  for  town  and  high  school  pupils  is  289.71,  and  as  speci- 
fied below,  ^7,242.75  represents  the  cost  of  the  schools.  How  great 
is  the  financial  advantage  to  the  town  of  this  increase  of  aid  appears 
in  the  fact  that  the  town  pays  only  thirty-two  per  cent,  of  the  cost. 
What  the  town  pays  will  vary  from  year  to  year  as  changes  appear 
in  the  levy  and  average  attendance. 

Again,  the  new  grant,  being  based  on  the  average  attendance, 
is  of  great  advantage.  It  stimulates  attendance  and  places  com- 
mittees, teachers,  parents  and  pupils  under  a  new  obligation  to 
make  the  record  of  attendance  large.  Every  day  that  a  pupil  is 
absent  is  a  money  loss  as  well  as  an  educational  hinderance.  The. 
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smaller  the  average  attendance  the  less  the  aid  received.  Fre- 
quent and  special  attention  has  been  called,  when  visiting  the 
school,  to  the  necessity  for  satisfying  progress  in  school  work  of 
regular  attendance.  The  appeal  is  stronger  now  and  a  better  record 
of  attendance  and  of  progress  is  anticipated. 

The  record  of  the  fall  term  for  four  years  marks  a  positive 
gain  in  the  attendance.  In  1904  only  28  per  cent,  of  the  registra- 
tion attended  90  per  cent,  of  perfect;  in  1905,  37  per  cent;  in  1906, 
it  rose  to  55  per  cent;  this  year,  1907-08,  it  is  56.8  per  cent.  This 
gain  is  due  in  part  to  favorable  weather  conditions  and  little  trou- 
ble from  epidemics,  but  mainly  to  a  better  spirit  regarding  attend- 
ance, encouraged  by  teachers  and  supported  by  parents  and  pupils. 
For  the  year  the  town  schools  average  274,  which  is  21  higher 
than  in  1907.  That  is,  the  per  cent  of  average  attendance  on  aver- 
age registration  is  88  as  compared  with  80  the  previous  year.  The 
town  would  pay  on  a  lower  average  attendance  precisely  the  same 
from  the  four  mill  tax,  but  this  increase  brings  from  the  State 
$525.00  more  into  the  treasury  of  the  schools.  This  certainly 
presses  the  importance  of  regular  attendance,  though  the  main 
advantage  is  to  the  pupil  and  to  the  school  work. 

Another  value  from  the  grant  is  the  larger  obligation  to  keep 
the  school  buildings  in  good  condition  and  well  equipped  for 
school  purposes.  Some  of  them  are  seriously  lacking  in  appear- 
ance and  supplies.  At  Center,  Higganum,  and  the  Neck,  the 
buildings  are  well  cared  for.  In  the  other  districts  repairs  are 
much  needed.  The  blackboards  are  poor  and  insufficient  in  extent 
in  several  cases.  A  special  note  was  sent  at  the  close  of  the  sum- 
mer term  to  each  committee  for  the  new  year  suggesting  essential 
improvements  which  might  easily  be  made.  For  these  changes 
.the  districts  are  responsible.  Several  have  already  begun  repairs 
which  will  be  perfected  when  the  schools  open. 

Once  more  the  grant  will  make  possible  a  large  increase  by 
the  town  of  the  necessary  supplies  for  successful  school  work. 
The  districts,  as  a  rule,  have  done  very  little  in  this  line.  It  has 
become  chronic  to  add  nothing  to  the  town  appropriation  for  pay- 
ing teachers  and  the  lowest  incidental  expenses.  Seldom,  in  recent 
years,  has  money  been  raised  to  buy  reference  books,  maps,  sup- 
plementary readers,  and  library  books.    Even  the  library  grant  from 
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the  State  of  five  dollars  to  any  district,  and  of  ten  to  the  larger 
Higganum  school,  on  the  condition  of  a  like  amount  being  raised 
by  the  district,  has  rarely  been  obtained.  At  Higganum  helpful 
purchases  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  and  this  year  a  few 
good  books  were  placed  on  the  library  shelves,  ten  dollars  worth 
which  might  have  been  twenty  by  application  for  the  library  grant. 
The  Neck  school  also  is  an  exception  and  deserves  great  credit  for 
keeping  up  its  efforts.  Its  library  of  over  two  hundred  useful  vol- 
umes has  been  increased  from  year  to  year  and  this  season  by  the 
purchase  of  about  seventeen  dollars  worth  of  well  selected  books. 
The  teacher  at  Center  this  year  secured  for  school  purposes  fifteen 
dollars,  but  the  district  has  no  library  to  speak  of  Even  desk 
books  and  all  other  aids  are  lacking  in  most  of  the  schools.  Under 
these  conditions  the  town  will  wisely  use  its  own  funds  to  remedy 
the  situation. 

The  experience  of  recent  years,  much  emphasized  this  season, 
suggests  some  gain  from  making  an  arrangement  by  which  teach- 
ers may  be  secured  early  in  the  summer,  often  in  advance  of  the 
annual  district  meetings.  No  plan  will  remove  all  difficulties. 
Committees  are  troubled  at  times  to  find  desirable  teachers  and  the 
examining  committee  often  needs  more  time  for  inquiry  as  to  their 
fitness  for  the  places  they  are  to  fill.  Is  it  not  practicable  for  the 
Board  to  adopt  some  plan  for  securing  and  approving  of  the  selec- 
tion of  teachers  which  will  save  time,  result  in  a  quicker  and  closer 
unity  of  action  between  the  Board  and  the  districts,  and  especially 
have  helpful  regard  to  the  needs  and  limitations  of  the  smaller 
schools?  It  seems  so.  The  difficulty  is  common  in  other  towns 
and  a  remedy  has  been  found  and  proved  helpful. 

Turning  to  the  record  of  the  year  the  registration  at  Center 
reached  fifty  with  an  average  of  forty-five.  This  is  much  too  large 
for  one  teacher  and  the  district,  following  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board,  has  opened  another  room.  This  will  be  a  gain  in  many 
ways.  Miss  Hale  worked  faithfully,  improved  the  grades,  won 
the  full  approval  of  the  families,  kept  her  work  well  in  hand,  and 
would  have  been  heartily  welcomed  for  the  coming  year  to  either 
department  of  the  divided  school.  No  other  district  suff-^red  as 
seriously  in  the  average  attendance  from  epidemics. 
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The  Higganum  school  received  the  pupils  from  the  Brainerd 
'Hill  district,  gaining  a  total  registration  of  174,  though  two  of  the 
pupils  were  from  other  towns.  Even  with  this  addition  the  registra- 
tion was  slightly  lower  than  last  year.  The  lower  room  was 
crowded  while  grades  five  and  six  made  only  twenty-three  for  the 
third  room.  The  averge  attendance  of  the  school  was  138  which  is 
a  considerable  advance  from  the  two  previous  years  and  gives  the 
district  the  fifth  place  in  rank.  The  average  number  to  a  grade  was 
fifteen  and  a  third,  though  in  the  three  upper  grades  it  was  three 
less  ;  and,  by  the  registration  for  any  term,  eighteen  or  under.  The 
school  registered,  including  the  addition  from  Brainerd  Hill,  but 
nine  less  than  half  of  the  total  of  the  town  and  employed  five  of 
the  twelve  teachers. 

The  impression  of  the  year's  review  is  clearly  that  of  the  best 
average  work  in  recent  years  and  of  progress  in  unifying  the  work 
of  the  school.  A  greater  advance  may  be  anticipated.  Too  large 
emphasis  cannot  be  given  to  the  necessity  of  thorough  attention  to 
details  of  grade  work,  to  daily  drill  and  frequent  reviews  by  tests 
which  shall  cover  all  earlier  work.  As  the  grades  advance  they 
suffer  greatly  from  any  failure  in  the  earlier  tasks.  Reviewing 
records  the  pupils,  actual  attainment. 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  four  of  the  old  teachers  return,  leaving 
one  vacancy  to  fill.  The  proposed  plan  of  opening  another  room, 
instead  of  having  an  assistant  for  the  three  upper  grades  does  not 
allow  the  principal  as  much  freedom  as  is  desirable  to  supervise 
the  work  of  the  earlier  classes.  The  change  removes  one  grade 
from  each  room  forward,  giving  to  four  rooms  two  grades  each 
and  only  one  to  the  primary  department.  The  plan  has  some 
advantages  and  as  an  experiment  can  easily  be  tested  for  a  year. 

The  year  at  Ponset  was  not  a  prosperous  one  for  the  school. 
While  the  situation  is  not  difficult  the  increased  registration  to  an 
average  of  twenty-five  calls  for  a  trained  and  energetic  teacher. 
For  the  coming  year  it  was  hoped  that  Miss  Burr  would  again  be 
able  to  take  the  school  but  illness  prevents  her  from  doing  so.  A 
teacher  of  some  normal  training  and  experience  was  ready  to  take 
the  place  but  board  could  not  be  secured.  This  is  a  serious  diffi- 
culty in  other  districts  at  times. 
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At  Shailerville,  with  an  average  attendance  of  only  ten,  the 
"work  went  on  quietly  and  with  fair  progress.  Excellent  order  and 
a  diligent  spirit  prevailed.  The  school  may  well  seek  a  trained 
teacher.  Repairs  this  summer  have  much  improved  the  appear- 
ance nf  the  schoolhouse. 

Candlewood  Hill's  teacher  completed  her  fourth  year  with  the 
school,  keeping  the  classes  well  in  hand  and  making  a  creditable 
record.  The  school  averaged  eighteen,  and  ranked  well  in  attend- 
ance. Miss  Kahrman  leaves  to  enter  a  Normal  school  and  her 
sister  who  taught  three  years  at  Brainerd  Hill  is  to  take  her  place. 

At  Tylerville  Miss  Matson's  long  experience  and  efficient 
methods  have  placed  the  school  of  14  pupils,  average  attendance, 
among  the  best  in  management.    She  returns  next  year. 

The  Burr  school  is  the  smallest  in  registration  and  has  the 
highest  standing  in  attendance,  reaching  96  per  cent,  of  perfect. 
Miss  Coe  had  an  orderly  and  neat  room  and  faithfully  endeavored 
to  interest  the  pupils. 

The  Haddam  Neck  school,  averaging  31  pupils  each  term, 
attending  as  a  whole  94  per  cent,  of  perfect,  five  of  the  pupils  being 
perfect  in  their  record  (more  than  in  all  of  the  other  districts),  two 
thirds  of  the  number  on  the  honor  roll  of  90  per  cent,  or  more  of 
perfect,  having  one  boy,  Reuben  Ostergren,  who  has  not  missed  a 
day  in  three  years,  and  one  girl  of  eight  years,  Olga  Olson,  who 
has  attended  every  day  of  her  two  and  one-third  j-ears  of  school 
life,  and  ranking  first  in  the  average  of  the  arithmetic  and  language 
test  given  this  year,  may  well  be  proud  of  its  success.  The  out- 
look for  the  new  year  is  good. 

The  wisdom  of  uniting  smaller  schools  is  again  emphasized. 
Though  one  deeply  regrets  the  abandonment  of  a  school,  it  may 
be  wise  to  do  so  under  limitations  of  expense,  and  especially  when 
better  advantages  are  easily  accessible.  This  is  the  case  at  Brain- 
erd Hill.  The  pupils  are  now  sharing  the  benefits  of  the  better 
school  facilities  at  Higganum.  By  this  arrangement  over  ^300.00 
are  saved  to  increase  the  equipment  of  all  the  schools. 

The  situation  at  Shailerville  is  quite  similar.  As  long  as  the 
•Centre  school  occupied  but  one  room  it  was  impracticable  to  add 
to  its  crowded  condition.    But  now  with  two  teachers  the  small 
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average  attendance  of  only  ten  at  Shailerville  could  be  easily^ 
received  both  with  profit  to  the  schools  and  to  the  pupils.  In  this 
way  another  ;^300.oo  would  be  saved  for  the  improvement  of  the 
schools  as  a  whole.  As  the  table  of  expenses  shows  each  child  m 
the  average  attendance  at  Shailerville  costs  ^30.00,  while  at  Hig- 
ganum  with  much  larger  opportunities  the  cost  is  only  ^i8.oo  and 
the  average  for  the  town  is  but  $17.50.  These  averages  relate  only 
to  the  expense  of  teachers  and  the  ordinary  incidentals.  Including 
high  school  expenses  and  special  supplies  the  cost  for  each  pupil 
in  average  attendance  is  1^25.00. 

At  Burr  the  cost  for  each  pupil  thi.s  year  is  full  I45  00.  The 
district  is  so  remote  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  the  pupils  the  advan- 
tage of  a  larger  school,  unless  a  team  following  the  main  road  to 
Higganum  should  convey  all  of  the  pupils  living  on  or  near  the 
road  to  that  school.  The  full  distance  is  considerable  and  is  a 
serious  objection,  but  the  plan  might  be  a  relief  to  children  living 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  Ponset  schoolhouse,  though  reducing  the 
attendance  at  the  present  school. 

As  it  is  manifestly  impracticable  under  existing  conditions  to 
closely  supervise  the  work  of  the  remote  schools,  much  must  be 
left  to  the  ability  of  the  teacher  to  classify  the  pupils  under  the 
general  plan  and  keep  them  up  to  grade.  Two  helps  for  this  pur- 
pose are  offered.  The  first,  followed  for  -several  years,  gives  in  all 
of  the  studies  at  near  the  close  of  the  second  term  the  same  test  to 
each  school.  The  plan  takes  much  time  for  preparing  the  tests 
and  examining  the  papers  but  has  these  special  advantages.  It 
tends  to  unify  the  work  and  brings  the  grading  to  the  same  stand- 
ard. Each  pupil's  standing  is  ascertained  and  the  record  filed. 
The  standing  of  each  school  is  also  compared  with  the  others.  It 
often  appears  that  one  study  has  not  received  its  due  share  of 
attention.  The  methods  used  in  preparing  and  presenting  work 
by  the  pupils  is  shown.  Poor  teaching  is  discovered  and  empha- 
sized. The  language  in  one  school  which  had  changed  teachers 
fell  from  75  per  cent,  of  perfect  to  forty-four.  Following  suggest- 
ions a  second  test  brought  improved  results.  Good  work  appears 
promptly  with  cheer  to  all  interested.  The  tests  are  not  made 
severe  but,  in  part,  review  the  earlier  work  and  also  mark  the  pro- 
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■gress  made  in  the  two  longer  terms  of  the  year.  In  connection 
with  the  monthly  reports,  the  teacher's  tests,  and  the  regular  visits 
a  helpful  supervision  is  sought. 

The  tabulated  returns  for  the  arithmetic  and  language  tests 
give  the  following  creditable  standing  for  six  districts  : — the  Had 
dam  Neck  80  per  cent.,  Tylerville  79  per  cent..  Center  and  Higga- 
Tium  69  per  cent,  each,  Shailerville  68  per  cent.,  Candlewood  Hill 
•67  per  cent.  The  other  districts  fell  below  the  acceptance  rank 
and  new  tests  were  sent  later.  In  the  other  studies  the  standing 
was  nearly  in  the  same  ratio  of  perfect.  Occasionlly  a  class 
excelled  in  one  branch  but  averaged  low. 

The  other  help  offered  is  new  and  comes  from  a  course  of 
study  furnished  by  the  State,  this  last  year  for  the  primary  grades' 
only  but  now  covering  eight  grades  If  practicable  an  eight  grade 
course  is  preferable  to  a  longer  one.  Pupils  not  ready  for  high 
school  on  finishing  the  eighth  grade  can  remain  in  school  to 
review  their  studies  in  the  ninth,  which  may  also  give  additional 
work  for  those  not  wishing  to  advance  farther  than  the  grammar 
grades.

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours  ;  grades  I  and  II  may  be  dis- 
missed a  half  hour  earlier  each  day  ;  on  Friday  schools  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may  require 
written  excuses  for  absences,  tardiness,  and  dismission  before  • 
closing  hour.    Only  sickness  or  an  equally  unavoidable  neces- 
sity is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 
Pupils  under  sixteen  are  to  remain  in  school  till  they  have  com- 
pleted the  seventh  grade  with  satisfaction  to  the  school  board. 
After  this  work  is  done  the  Acting  Visitor  will,  when  desired,, 
give  leaving  certificates  to  be  employed.    Pupils  leaving  or 
proposing  to  leave  school  before  complying  with  this  law  are 
to  be  promptly  reported  by  the  teachers  to  the  Acting  Visitor- 
Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  public 
schools  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year  in  September.    Unless  prepared  to  enter  a 
class  already  formed  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third.

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RERORT  OF  THE 
JOINT  BOARD  AND  SCHOOL  BOARD 

For  the  Year  1908—1909. 

At  the  annual  meetings  of  each  board,  held  in  June,  the  old 
officers  were  re-elected.  The  Joint  Board  held  two  meetings,  one 
June  15,  and  one  later.  The  usual  estimate  for  the  expenses  of 
the  schools  was  made  for  the  school  year  ending  July  14,  1910. 
An  appropriation  was  voted  and  its  distribution  is  given  in  the  first 
table.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  to  cover  the  expenses  for 
the  several  districts  in  excess  of  the  estimate  for  the  current  year. 

The  School  Board  arranged  to  carry  into  effect,  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  schools  in  September,  the  vote  of  the  town  of  October 
1908,  adopting  the  free  text  book  system.  The  text  book  com- 
mittee, following  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  reported  a  list  of 
books  to  be  approved.  Their  report  was  adopted  and  the  com- 
mittee directed  to  purchase  the  books  and  also  a  supply  of  paper 
like  the  samples  presented,  for  the  ordinary  work  of  the  schools. 

The  books  approved  were: — Milne's  Progressive  Arithmetic; 
the  Mother  Tongue  Language  books,  including  Pen  and  Pencil ; 
the  Natural  Geography,  revised  edition.  Introductory  and  School ; 
Montgomery's  U.  S.  History;  Jones'  Readers.  The  decision  as  to 
other  text  books  than  those  named  vyas  deferred. 

The  names  of  pupils  who  have  not  finished  the  seventh  grade 
and  who  either  are  fourteen  or  will  be  during  the  coming  school 
year  were  read.  The  Board  voted  that  each  one  of  the  list  pre- 
sented has  not  in  its  judgement  sufficient  schooling  to  leave  school 
to  be  employed,  and  instructed  the  Acting  Visitor  to  see  that  the 
vote  is  complied  with.  The  list  is  a  part  of  the  minutes,  and  is 
on  file. 

The  calendar  and  regulations  for  the  schools  were  arranged 
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as  given  below.  A  special  regulation  discouraging  the  dismission 
of  pupils  earlier  than  the  regular  closing  hour  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  attendance  and  standing  of  the  High 
School  pupils  for  the  year  was  received.  The  attendance  aver- 
aged 19.4,  which  added  to  the  town  attendance  of  277.4,  rnakes  the 
total  average  attendance  for  the  year  296.8.  The  average  attend- 
ance grant  from  the  State  is  based  on  this  number. 

Under  the  new  law  introducing  town  management  of  the 
schools  from  July  15th  of  this  year,  the  Board  appointed  the 
chairman  and  secretary  to  act  with  the  chairman  of  each  district 
committee  as  a  joint  committee  to  have  the  charge  of  the  schools 
till  a  town  school  committee  is  chosen  at  the  town  meeting  in 
October. 

At  its  meeting  August  2d  the  Board  took  action  upon  the 
applications  for  consent  to  attend  High  School  for  the  year  1909- 
1910.  Applications  for  consent  are  more  easily  considered  if  sent 
in  before  August  ist.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ACTING  SCHOOL  VISITOR 

For  the  Year  1908—1909. 


A  few  points  of  general  interest  regarding  the  schools  may- 
be noted  at  the  opening  of  this  report.  The  first  relates  to  the 
change  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  July  14th,  from  the  district 
system,  so  long  in  operation,  to  the  management  of  the  schools 
directly  by  the  town.  This  is,  therefore,  the  last  annual  report  to 
be  addressed  by  the  Acting  School  Visitor  to  the  Board  of  School 
Visitors.  Hereafter  the  town,  acting  through  a  town  committee, 
to  be  chosen  as  the  law  directs,  performs  all  the  duties  of  the 
district  committees,  comes  into  possession  of  the  property  of  the 
districts,  and  arranges  for  the  entire  management  of  the  schools 
While  this  change  has  manifest  advantages,  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  with  the  passing  of  the  old  system,  a  hearty  word,  of 
appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  several  districts.  Very 
rarely  has  there  been  need  to  complain  of  indifference  or 
negligence.  Many  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  prosperity  in  the 
schools  remain,  such  as,  in  several  districts,  the  diminishing  num- 
ber of  families  and  pupils,  and  the  ever  increasing  difficulty  of 
securing  in  the  outlying  districts  teachers  of  ample  training  and 
experience.  The  limited  appropriations  for  the  smaller  schools 
has  also  proved  a  serious  drawback.  But  in  the  giving  up  of  the 
district  .system  the  point  of  view  as  to  the  management  of  the 
schools  is  changed.  Each  school,  large  or  small,  remote  from  or 
at  a  villiage,  is  a  part  of  the  one  whole.  This  makes  a  strong 
appeal  to  provide  equal  facilities  for  schooling  in  every  section  of 
the  town. 

Another  beneficial  change,  put  into  operation  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  is  the  extension  in  all  the  districts  of  the  school 
year  from  thirty-six  to  thirty-eight  weeks.    Prior  to  1895  the 
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terms  varied  from  thirty  weeks  in  the  smaller  to  thirty-six  in  the 
larger  districts.  Inevitably  this  scheme  worked  to  the  disadvant- 
age of  fully  one  half  of  the  pupils  of  the  town.  At  that  date  the 
new  law  fixed  the  mimimum  number  of  weeks  in  the  school  year 
at  thirty-six,  which  at  once  made  possible  a  better  grading  of  the 
schools  and  a  decided  gain  in  their  progress.  Since  then  a  steady 
improvement  has  been  apparent,  especially  in  the  smaller  schools. 
In  an  ungraded  schoal  the  recitation  periods  are  far  too  short  to 
accomplish  the  best  results,  yet  it  is  encouraging  to  have  the 
same  number  of  weeks,  as  in  the  larger  districts  and  to  be  able  to. 
follow  the  same  outline  of  study.  In  some  cases,  since  the  change 
was  made,  the  results  have  ranked  as  well  or  better  than  in  the 
graded  rooms.  The  persistent  demand  of  the  smaller  schools  is 
for  a  higher  grade  of  teachers.  Some  of  the  smaller  districts  are 
fortunate  in  securing  teachers  of  ability  while  others  either  fail  in 
this  respect  or  sufter  from  frequent  changes. 

The  larger  equipment  through  the  purchase,  at  the  opening  of 
the  yeajr,  of  maps,  globes,  supplementary  readers,  books  of  refer- 
ence, and  other  supplies  proved  fo  be,  as  was  anticipated,  of  the 
greatest  value,  especially  in  the  smaller  schools.  Several  of  these 
schools  had  for  many  years  been  seriously  hindered  in  their  work 
by  the  lack  of  such  supplies  as  are  essential  for  the  steady 
progress  of  the  pupils.  The  new  supplies  gave  a  fresh  interest  and 
stimulus  to  both  teachers  and  classes.  While  the  total  invest- 
ment seemed  large,  its  distribution  proved  how  great  the  need  had 
been,  and  suggests  farther  and  systematic  outlay  for  the  advantage 
of  the  schools. 

The  new  regulation  that  pupifs,  entering  school  for  the  first 
time,  commence  with  the  opening  of  the  year  in  September  has 
worked  well  and  may  be  expected  after  this  to  accomplish 
smoothly  and  effectively  its  purpose  of  diminishing  the  number 
of  classes  and  also  of  securing  uniformity  of  work.  Reducing 
the  care  of  teaching  to  fewer  9lasses  favors  both  the  class  and  the 
individual  pupil. 

The  favorable  report  of  a  year  since  in  respect  to  regularity 
and  faithfulness  in  attendance  is  again  emphasized.  There  is  large 
'reason  for  radical  improvement  in  some  schools.  Yet  the  record 
for  the  fall  term  for  five  years  shows  tkat  the  number  of  pupils 
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attending  90  per  cent,  or  more  of  perfect  has  increased  steadily 
and  this  year  it  reached  204  of  the  316  registered,  or  60.5  per 
cent,  of  perfect,  which  is  nearly  4  per  cent,  higher  than  in  1908. 
This  improvement  is  easily  traced  to  the  better  spirit  and  enthu- 
siasm prevailing  with  both  parents  and  schools. 

As  far  as  possible  the  details  of  the  attendance  are  recorded 
in  the  second  of  the  tables.  Three  hundred  and  forty-six  names, 
not  including  repeated  registrations,  appear  on  the  registers.  Of 
this  number  160,  though  14  less  than  last  year,  are  recorded  in 
the  second  district. 

The  number  perfect  in  attendance  has  increased;  i  of  7  pupils 
at  Burr,  2  of  18  at  Shailerville,  2  of  21  at  Candlewood  Hill,  13  of 
160  at  Higganum,  and  1 1  of  36  at  Haddam  Neck,  making  29  in 
all.  Haddam  Neck  easily  leads,  but  both  the  Neck  and  Higganum 
have  doubled  last  year's  record.  Why  should  not  the  other 
districts  equal  the  rank  of  Haddam  Neck  with  its  scattered  fami- 
lies and  long  distances  to  walk  ? 

A  more  cheering  gain  is  noted  in  the  number  of  pupils,  187, 
or  54  per  cent,  of  those  registered,  attending  nine-tenths  or  more 
of  perfect ;  the  standing  of  the  schools  being  as  follows  :  Haddam 
Neck  75  per  cent,  of  its  registration.  Burr  71' per  cent.,  Higganum 
65  per  cent.,  Shailerville  44  per  cent.,  Tylerville  42  per  cent., 
Ponsett  41  per  cent.,  Candlewood  Hill  and  Center  29  per  cent. 
At  Higganum  the  best  record  was  86  per  cent,  by  Room  HI, 
grades  four  and  five.  These  percentages  clearly  indicate  that 
under  ordinary  conditions  of  health  and  weather  an  attendance  on 
the  average  at  nine-tenths  of  the  sessions  by  four-fifths  of  the 
pupils  may  be  attained.  At  least,  what  the  first  three  districts 
named  accomplished  the  others  can  successfully  imitate.  So,  also, 
does  this  record  show  with  emphasis  the  injury  irregular  atten- 
dance is  to  the  success  of  the  school. 

The  character  of  the  attendance  noticeably  improved,  especi- 
ally at  Higganum  where  the  tardinesses  were  much  lower  than  in 
any  recent  year.  The  most  discouraging  record'  in  this  respect 
was  made  at  Center,  and  Ponsett,  also,  did  not  reach  its  old 
standard  of  faithfulness 

The  record  of  the  separate  schools  has  varied  more  than 
usual.    Center  was  started  under  the  advice  of  the  School  Board 
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with  two  rooms,  each  averaging  25  pupils  with  a  total  registration 
of  55  for  the  year.  The  results  anticipated  were  not  fully  reached. 
The  attendance  was  poor.  A  change  of  teachers  was  made  at  the 
close  of  the  winter  term.  While  the  recovery  of  the  ground  lost 
was  not  completed,  a  manifest  improvement  during  the  summer 
term  gives  promise  that,  with  the  return  of  Miss  Bigelow  to  the 
second  room  and  the  coming  of  a  new  teacher  with  some  experi- 
ence to  the  primary  room,  the  record  of  the  school  will  be  changed 
for  the  better. 

The  second  district  has  had  one  of  its  best  years.  A  new 
spirit  was  manifest  in  respect  to  attendance.  Each  room  sought 
the  place  of  honor  and  the  record  shows  an  average  attendance  of 
89  per  cent,  of  perfect  on  the  average  registration.  The  character 
of  the  attendance  was  better  than  in  previous  years.  The  rooms 
were  quiet,  industrious,  cheerful,  and  steady  progress  was  manifesto 
The  opening  of  the  fifth  room  had  this  advantage  that  it  gave  a 
better  chance  for  the  lower  grades,  which  was  earnestly  improved 
by  Miss  Avery.  Each  room  above  the  primary  has  now  two 
grades.  The  average  for  each  room  was  27,  though  the  two 
upper  grades.  Room  V,  averaged  only  21.  Miss  McGuire,  the 
only  new  teacher,  made  an  excellent  record.  Following  Miss 
Wightman's  and  Miss  Carlson's  three  years  in  their  departments,. 
Miss  Avery's  six  years  in  the  first  room,  and  Miss  Bailey's  twelve 
years  in  the  school,  it  will  seem  strange  to  miss  their  faces  at  the 
opening  of  the  new  year.  A  word  of  generous  appreciation  for 
the  service  and  influence  that  has  wrought  for  the  welfare  of  the 
school  in  these  years  is  richly  deserved  and  most  heartily  given. 

At  Ponsett  the  illness  of  Miss  Burr  prevented  her  taking  the 
school  till  the  third  term.  Among  the  ungraded  schools  this  is 
the  second  in  numbers,  and  is  in  many  ways  a  difficult  school  to 
classify  and  keep  up  to  grade  work.  The  year  opened  with  the 
great  disadvantage  of  having  a  poor  record  for  the  previous  terms, 
both  in  attendance  and  in  teaching.  Having  had  little  experience 
in  teaching,  Mr.  Smith  deserves  much  credit  for  the  resolute  and 
quiet  way  with  which  he  took  up  the  work,  maintained  a  fair 
discipline,  and  interested  both  pupils  and  parents  in  the  school 
At  each  visit  improvement  was  manifest.  Miss  Burr,  who  returns 
in  September,  will  undertake  to  establish  a  better  grading,  and,  we 
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feel  assured,  will  britiCT  the  school  back  to  its  good  rank  of  three 
years  since. 

The  Shailerville  school  averaged  14  for  the  year,  and  though 
it  ranked  low  in  the  percentage  of  pupils  present  at  nine-tenths  of 
the  sessions,  two  of  its  number  were  perfect  and  it  stands  fourth 
on  the  basis  of  90  per  cent,  of  perfect  attendance.  Miss  Lynde 
won  the  interest  of  the  pupils  and  was  very  faithful  and  conscient- 
ious in  the  performance  of  her  duties.  The  schoolhouse  was 
repaired  and  painted.  A  clock  and  bookcase  were  added  to  its 
equipment. 

The  sad  death  of  Miss  Kahrmann  broke  up  the  arrangement 
for  the  year  at  Candlewood  Hill.  At  Brainerd  Hill  for  three  years 
previous  to  the  closing  of  that  school,  and  at  Candlewood  Hill  for 
the  first  term  of  this  year,  Miss  Kahrmann  did  worthy  service.  She 
was  always  deeply  interested  in  her  pupils,  won  their  affection,  kept 
the  classes  in  close  relation  to  the  schedule  of  grade,  and  exerted 
a  choice  influence  both  in  and  out  of  school.  This  brief  tribute  to 
her  character  and  worthy  purpose  as  seen  in  the  relation  of  teacher 
expresses,  only  in  part,  the  high  esteem  she  won  for  herself  by 
faithful  and  loyal  service. 

The  school  is  small,  averaging  but  15  for  the  year.  It  would 
be  a  great  gain  for  the  pupils  were  they  to  join  the  grades  at 
Higganum.  Miss  Davis  completed  the  year's  work  with  pains- 
taking effort. 

Miss  Matson's  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  needs  of  the 
pupils  at  Tylerville  has  been  a  great  advantage  in  her  management 
of  the  school.  Under  her  care  for  the  last  three  years  the  pupils 
have  made  commendable  progress.  The  classes  are  small  but  a 
genuine  interest  in  school  tasks  with  a  desire  to  excel  has  been 
apparent.    The  work  of  the  year  has  been  well  carried  out. 

The  Burr  district  is  reduced  to  a  registration  of  only  .7. 
Each  of  the  teachers  employed  during  the  year,  a  change  being 
made  at  the  close  of  the  first  term,  did  as  well  under  the  circum- 
stances as  could  be  expected. 

Haddam  Neck  has  maintained  its  high  rank  of  recent  years  in 
every  respect.  The  attendance  excels  that  of  any  other  room, 
reaching  an  average  of  more  than  97  per  cent,  on  the  average 
registration,  with  nearly  one  third  of  its  pupils  perfect,  and  only 
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eight  pupils  fdUing  below  attendance  at  nine-tenths  of  the  sessions.  . 
Even  these  eight  stood  high  during  the  weeks  that  their  names 
were  on  the  register.  After  examining  the  town  registers,  Mr. 
Willard  writes  that  the  attendance  of  this  school  "'  deserves  special 
notice  and  commendation."  Good  order,  cheerfulness,  industry 
and  faithfulness  characterize  the  school.  As  so  often  in  other 
years  the  school  has  spent  several  dollars  in  increasing  its- 
equipment.  Mrs.  Shcpard  will  be  heartily  welcomed  to  her  fifth 
consecutive  year  Avith  the  school. 

As  regards  progress  in  the  usual  studies  of  the  course  the 
record  of  the  work  done  and  the  returns  from  special  tests  make, 
for  some  districts,  a  creditable  showing.  Especially  is  this  true  of 
Higganum  where  the  standing  is  higher  than  in  any  recent  year. 
At  Tylerville  and  Haddam  Neck  the  excellent  record  of  a  few 
years  has  been  fully  maintained.  In  the  other  districts,  owing  to 
causes  already  referred  to,  the  average  of  excellence  is  not  as  high, 
though  improvement  was  noted  during  the  last  half  of  the  year. 
The  outlook  for  the  coming  year,  under  certain  changes  to  be  put 
in  operation  when  the  schools  open,  is  hopeful. 

Of  the  twenty-two  pupils  to  whom  the  Board  granted  the 
usual  consent  for  high  school  attendance,  twenty  went  to  Middle- 
town,  one  to  Deep  River,  and  one  to  New  Haven.  Five  of  the 
number  dropped  from  the  course  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
Three  graduated  at  Middletown  in  June,  one  being  on  the  honor- 
list  of  the  graduation  class. 

The  applications  for  consent  for  the  coming  year,  favorably 
acted  upon  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  August,  number  twenty- 
one,  eleven  being  renewals  and  ten  applying  for  the  first  time.. 
All  but  one  will  attend  at  Middletown.

First  Term — Monday,  September  6  to  December  17,  1909 — 15 

weeks.    Schools  are  not  open  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  and 

the  day  after.    Two  weeks  vacation. 
Second  Term — Monday,  January  3  to  March  18,  19IC — ll  weeks. 

No  session  Feb.  22.    Easter  vacation  one  week. 
Third  Term — Monday,  March  28  to  June  17,  191c — 12  weeks. 

No  session  Maj'  31. 
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Total  for  the  year,  38  weeks,  190  da)  S,  and  185  session  days. 
Days  in  attendance  by  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings,  apprcived  by 
State  or  Town  Board,  will  be  counted  as  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours;  grades  I  and  II  maybe 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day;  on  Fridaj'  schools  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance,  and  may  re- 
quire written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness  and  dismission  before 
closing  hour.  Dismission  before  closing  is  discouraged,  but  may 
for  special  reasons  be  granted,  though  rarely,  for  not  more  than 
half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally  unavoidable  neces- 
sity is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  are  required  to  remain  in  school  till  they 
have  co;Tipleted  the  seventh  grade  with  satisfaction  to  the  School 
Board.  After  this  work  is  done  the  Acting  Visitor  will,  when  de- 
sired, give  a  leaving  certificate  to  be  employed.  Pupils  leaving  or 
proposing  to  leave  before  finishing  this  work  are  to  be  reported  by 
the  teacher  to  the  Acting  Visitor. 

Children  under  five  years  ot  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to 
the  public  schools,  but  are  ex;:)ected  to  begin  attendance  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  S-ptember.  Unless  prepared  to  enter  a 
class  already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third 
week  of  the  fall  term. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possibly.

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Haddam  : 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  this  town  the  past  twelve 
months  ;  in  fact  not  much  work  for  the  health  oflBcer. 

I  would  like  to  reiterate  part  of  my  last  year's  report,  viz.: 
"The  water  supply  being  largely  from  wells,  it  stands  us  all  in 
hand  to  be  careful  and  see  that  they  are  often  cleaned  out.  The 
drainage  is  the  trying  problem  we  have  to  deal  with.  There  are 
many  places  where  there  is  too  much  carelessness — to  say  the 
least — on  the  part  of  the  owners  for  their  own  as  well  as  the  com- 
munity's health." 

There  has  been  no  examination  of  the  milk  or  ice  supply. 

If  in  other  towns  there  should  be  any  development  of  typhoid 
fever  from  impure  milk  or  ice  I  should  deem  it  necessary  to  inves- 
tigate thoroughly.

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School  Committee's  Report. 

For  the  Year  1909-1910. 


This  first  report  of  the  Town  School  Committee,  covering  the 
school  year  ending  July  15,  1910,  naturally  suggests  a  brief  state- 
ment regarding  the  change  from  the  district  system. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1909,  Chap.  145,  required  the  town,  from 
July  15th  of  that  year,  to  assume  and  maintain  the  control  of  all 
of  its  public  schools.  Under  this  law  the  schools  were  placed 
from  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  July  15,  1909,  until  the  town 
annual  meeting  under  the  care  of  a  committee  of  the  old  School 
Board,  consisting  of  the  chairman  and  secretary,  who,  acting  with 
the  chairman  of  each  district,  hired  the  teachers  and  arranged  for 
the  opening  of  the  schools. 

The  transfer  of  the  property  of  the  districts  to  the  town  was 
accomplished  as  follows.  At  a  special  town  meeting,  Sept.  18, 
1909,  it  was  voted  that  the  School  Committee  consist  of  nine  mem- 
bers; that  all  property  of  the  districts  vest  in  the  town  for  school 
purposes  ;  that  all  debts,  obligations,  and  pecuniary  trusts,  when 
adjusted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk,  shall 
remain  in  force  against  and  are  to  be  paid  and  performed  by  the 
town  ;  that  the  Town  Clerk  notify  in  writing  the  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral districts  to  present,  on  Sept.  27,  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  a 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  their  districts. 

This  board  after  examining  the  returns,  the  details  of  which  are 
given  in  the  town  records,  approved  and  reported  as  correct  the 
statement  that  Ponsett,  Shailerville,  Brainerd  Hill  and  Burr  were 
not  in  debt;  that  the  debt  at  Center  was  ^562.74,  at  Higganum 
^1,685.92,  at  Candlewood  Hill  $125.74,  at  Tylerville  ;^7.90,  making 
a  total  indebtedness  of  $2,382.30,  which  amount  was  later  paid  by 
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the  town  to  these  districts  ;  that  there  was  a  surpkis  at  Haddam 
Neck  of  $7.7S>  ^'""^  at  Turkey  Hill  of  ^584.99,  which  amounts  the 
Board  directed  to  be  collected  and  paid  for  school  purposes  into 
the  town  treasury. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  a  committee  of  nine  mem- 
bers was  chosen.  The  committee  met  October  5th  for  organization, 
the  choice  of  officers,  and  such  other  business  as  was  required  by 
the  change  to  town  management.  The  names  of  the  committee, 
its  division  into  three  classes,  the  officers  and  the  committees 
appointed  for  the  year  are  given  in  Table  I. 

By  these  changes  the  schools  are  all  united  under  one  man- 
agement, and  all  business  relating  to  their  conduct,  financial  and 
educational,  is  considered  and  acted  upon  at  the  town  meeting. 

This  report,  including  that  of  the  Acting  Visitor,  both  of  which 
were  approved  by  the  committee,  complies  with  the  law  directing 
the  School  Committee  to  report  in  detail  to  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing as  to  the  expenditures  for  the  schools,  as  to  its  own  action,  and 
as  to  the  condition  of  the-schools  under  its  management. 

At  its  first  meeting  the  committee  assigned  to  the  chairman 
the  care  of  the  school  property,  the  drawing  of  orders  in  payment 
of  certified  school  expenses,  and  the  appointment  of  enumerators  ; 
appointed  a  committee  of  three  for  hiring  teachers;  also  one  on 
textbooks  and  supplies ;  made  the  Acting  Visitor  a  committee  to 
examine  teachers  and  issue  their  certificates ;  approved  the  rules 
previously  in  use  by  the  School  Board  ;  authorized  the  purchase  of 
singing  books  for  teaching  singing  by  the  regular  teacher,  and 
directed  that  the  schoolhouses  be  insured. 

A  mid-year  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  January  3,  1910, 
at  which  reports  were  received  and  approved. 

At  a  July  meeting  the  financial  report  for  the  year  was  ap- 
proved and  referred  to  the  town  auditors  for  examination.  It 
shows  an  outlay  for  school  purposes  of  $y.^'^y.6o.  Table  III  ex- 
hibits the  cost  of  each  school  and  the  sources  of  income  and  the 
distribution  of  expenses  for  specific  purposes.  Of  the  total  outlay, 
apart  from  the  expenses  hitherto  paid  by  the  districts,  the  State 
pays  in  the  four  grants  somewhat  more  than  three-fifths. 

The  average  attendance  grant  provides  for  the  payment  by 
the  town  of  at  least  ^25  for  each  pupil  in  average  attendance,  and 
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also,  as  a  condition  of  receiving  the  grant,  for  raising  by  tax  for 
school  purposes,  not  including  expenses  for  repairs  and  permanent 
improvements,  at  the  rate  of  3^  mills  on  the  grand  list,  using  this 
year  the  levy  of  1908.  The  report  shows  a  full  compliance  with 
the  law. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  year,  as  verified  by  the  State, 
inclusive  of  high  school  and  after  deducting  the  time  lost  by  tardi- 
ness and  dismissal  of  fifty  school  days,  is  283.331,  which  is  thirteen 
less  than  in  1909. 

The  expense  for  the  textbooks,  reported  last  year,  was 
^577.49,  which  the  cost  of  supplies  raised  to  a  total  of  $62^^.4;^- 
As  the  books  were  new,  the  expense  for  this  year  has  been  much 
less.  A  fair  estimate  anticipates  an  expense  for  the  coming  year 
for  books  and  paper  of  about  ;^i8o. 

The  committee  voted  that  each  one  of  the  pupils  whose 
names  were  read  and  placed  on  file,  who  are  fourteen  or  will  be 
fourteen  before  the  close  of  the  school  year,  and  who  have  not 
finished  the  seventh  grade,  has  not  sufficient  schooling  to  leave 
school  to  be  employed.  The  Acting  Visitor  was  directed  to  give 
the  usual  leaving  certificates  to  pupils  who  wish  to  leave  school 
after  complying  with  this  law. 

The  report  of  the  attendance  and  standing  of  the  high  school 
pupils  was  read.  Six  of  the  number  left  before  the  close  of  the 
year  ;  two  graduated  at  Middletown  and  one  at  Deep  River,  two 
of  the  three  having  honor  standing.  Consent  has  been  given  to 
17  applicants  to  attend  high  school  for  the  coming  year  at  Middle- 
town,  II  being  renewals  and  six  for  entrance. 

Some  of  the  schoolhouses  have  been  repaired,  the  one  at 
Ponsett  painted,  and  as  a  whole  they  are  in  fair  condition.

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Report  of  Acting  Visitor. 

For  the  Year  1909-1910. 


The  town  now  maintains  eight  schools,  one  at  Higganum 
with  five  teachers,  one  at  Center  with  two,  while  the  other  six  are 
under  the  care  of  a  single  teacher.  The  total  registration  for  the 
year  is  345  with  an  average  attendance  of  265,  At  Higganum 
the  average  to  each  teacher  is  24.6,  at  Center  17.5,  at  Ponsett  and 
Haddam  Neck  27,  at  Candlewood  Hill  and  Shailerville  16,  at  Tyler- 
ville  13,  and  at  Burr  only  8.  This  indicates  that  a  problem,  more 
or  less  difficult  of  wise  solution,  relates  to  the  union  of  the  smaller 
schools  in  the  interest  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  of  economy.  The 
Burr  school,  at  least,  is  too  small  for  maintenance,  but  the  long 
distance  to  another  available  school  makes  a  change  difficult.  In 
the  other  smaller  schools  union  could  more  easily  be  accomplished. 

The  extension  of  the  school  year  to  thirty-eight  weeks,  started 
in  1909,  has  proved  beneficial,  especially  in  the  way  of  classifica- 
tion and  reviewing.  School  work  is  pressing  and  the  demands  on 
both  teachers  and  pupils  steadily  increase  with  the  efforts  for  im- 
provement. The  crowding  of  the  recitations  in  the  ungraded 
rooms  makes  the  gain  of  two  weeks  a  relief  and  an  encourage- 
ment, while  in  every  room  and  for  every  class  more  time  to  com- 
plete the  schedule  of  studies  for  the  year  is  urgently  needed. 

The  introduction  of  free  textbooks  has  been  the  novelty  of 
the  year.  The  chief  visible  advantage  is  that  each  pupil  is 
promptly  supplied  with  such  books  as  are  necessary,  while  under 
the  old  plan  a  few  pupils  in  nearly  every  school  failed  to  have 
books  and  often  varj'ing  editions  of  the  book  would  appear,  caus- 
ing more  or  less  confusion.    One  manifest  objection  to  the  free 
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system  is  the  work  it  involves  in  caring  for  the  books  and  espe- 
cially in  securing  a  friendly  and  cleanly  handling  of  them  by  the 
pupils. 

Early  in  the  year,  for  the  sake  of  adapting  the  course  of  study 
to  the  new  books  and  especially  of  making  such  improvements  as 
experience  has  made  desirable,  some  changes  were  introduced  in 
the  outline  of  work  which  have  proved  beneficial. 

Another  gain  has  followed  a  closer  supervision.  The  number 
of  visits  made  has  been  more  than  doubled,  though  an  even  distri- 
bution of  the  calls  has  not  been  sought.  The  aim  has  been  to 
encourage  the  teachers  to  reach  the  standard  in  the  amount  and 
quality  of  the  work  expected  through  their  own  methods  while 
suggesting  improvements  as  occasion  offered.  The  results  are 
encouraging,  chiefly  in  the  way  of  improved  classification  and 
thoroughness  of  work  done,  especially  with  teachers  of  inexperience. 

The  results  of  the  test  given  to  all  of  the  schools  near  the 
end  of  the  second  term  were  gratifying  and  helpful.  Many  of  the 
papers,  about  900  in  all,  for  neatness,  good  form  and  accuracy, 
were  worthy  of  warm  commendation.  In  particular  special  credit 
is  due  to  the  success  of  the  two  large  ungraded  schools,  each  over- 
crowded with  classes  and  each  averaging  in  attendance  more  than 
any  of  the  other  schools.  The  Neck  averaged  the  highest  in  arith- 
metic, language  and  geography.  Ponsett  stood  next  and  high. 
The  passing  mark  of  60  per  cent,  of  perfect  was  not  reached  by 
three  schools.  The  standing  gives  the  folloAving  order  :  Haddam 
Neck,  Ponsett,  Tylerville,  Center,  Candlewood  Hill,  Higganum, 
Shailverville  and  Burr.  Through  this  work  and  the  teachers'  re- 
ports a  fair  rating  for  each  pupil  is  readily  made  and  filed. 

Few  pupils  reach  the  higher  grades.  This  suggests  that  it 
may  be  wise  as  far  as  possible  to  have  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades 
attend  either  at  Higganum  or  the  Center,  thus  leaving  in  the  other 
schools  more  time  for  the  lower  classes.  The  tendency  to  leave 
school  as  early  as  the  law  allows  is  at  present  on  the  increase. 

The  year's  average  attendance  is  86  per  cent,  of  perfect,  a 
trifle  lower  than  in  1909  and  due  to  a  mild  epidemic  in  some 
schools.  The  Neck  school  has  the  honor  place  for  the  year  with 
the  unusual  record  of  93  per  cent,  of  the  average  registration 
present  in  the  average  attendance,  or  27  of  the  29  pupils.  Twenty- 
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one  were  present  90  per  cent,  or  more  of  perfect.  Twelve  were 
perfect,  apart  from  three  tardinesses,  while  the  other  schools  added 
only  nine  names  to  this  honor  roll :  At  Higganum,  Louise  Brain- 
erd,  Freda  Frederickson,  Leon  Johnson,  Gladys  and  Myrtle  Rich  ; 
at  Shailerville,  Maxwell  Shailer;  at  Candlewood  Hill,  Edward 
Skinner  ;  at  Tylerville,  Delia  LeMay  and  Dora  Morris  ;  at  the 
Neck,  Philip  Anderson,  Alexander  (2)  and  Emily  Collins,  James 
Flood  (4),  George  Johnson,  Ella  Karlson,  Victoria  Larson,  Albert 
and  Hilda  Nyman,  Alma  Olson  (2),  Isabelle  (3)  and  Olga  Olson 
(4).  The  number  following  the  name  gives  the  years  perfect  when 
more  than  one.  Four  more  at  the  Neck  and  ten  from  the  other 
schools  lost  no  more  than  a  day  or  a  half  day  of  being  perfect. 
The  rank  of  the  schools,  based  on  an  attendance  of  nine  tenths  or 
more  of  perfect,  is  Haddam  Neck  at  62  per  cent.,  Higganum  at  50 
per  cent.,  Ponsett  and  Burr  at  45  per  cent.  Center  at  44  per  cent., 
Tylerville  at  39  per  cent.,  Shailerville  at  23  per  cent,  and  Candle- 
wood  Hill  at  17  per  cent.  If  we  base  the  comparison  on  three- 
Tourths  or  more  of  perfect  attendance  the  order  varies  somewhat, 
with  Ponsett  leading  at  87  per  cent,  and  Burr  closing  the  list  at  54 
per  cent.  It  is  a  serious  hinderance  if  the  a\'erage  attendance  falls 
below  90  per  cent,  of  perfect. 

The  character  of  the  attendance  discloses  the  evil  of  tardiness. 
The  average  of  tardiness  and  dismissal  was  a  little  less  than  three 
for  each  child,  but  in  fact  the  loss  is  due  to  a  small  fraction  of  the 
pupils.  The  total  time  lost  in  this  way  amounted  for  the  year  to 
fifty  school  days  and  was  a  serious  hinderance  to  the  work.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  the  record  of  the  winter  term  of  short 
mornings  was  better  than  that  of  either  of  the  other  terms. 

A  word  of  hearty  appreciation  is  due  the  teachers.  As  a 
whole  they  were  earnest,  tactful  and  progressive.  No  other  feature 
of  school  life  contributed  as  largely  to  the  good  results  reached  as 
their  unflagging  interest  and  devotion.  Nine  of  the  list  will  be 
warmly  welcomed  at  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year.  Mrs. 
Shepard  begins  her  sixth  year  at  the  Neck  with  fine  promise  for 
attendance  and  progress  in  the  grades.  Miss  Burr  will  continue 
at  Ponsett  her  choice  work  of  four  years.  The  grading  is  much 
improved  and  the  classes  are  steadily  advancing.  At  Higganum 
Miss  Harris  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  second  room.    Her  place 
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is  filled  by  Miss  Wright,  a  Normal  graduate  of  one  year's  experi- 
ence in  teaching.  Miss  Greene,  with  a  record  of  four  years  in 
teaching,  takes  the  third  room.  Miss  Silliman  at  Shailerville  and 
Miss  Modeen  at  Burr  are  also  new  on  our  roll.  The  other  teachers 
return  with  marked  promise  of  increased  efficiency  in  the  work  of 
their  grades  both  at  Higganum  and  the  Center,  and  also  at  the 
Tylerville  school. 

The  entering  registration  falls  about  twenty  below  that  of 
1909,  and  is  chiefly  noticeable  in  the  higher  grades.  The  outlook 
for  the  new  year  is  favorable.

Calendar  and  Regulations  for  Schools,  1910-1911. 

First  Term — Monday,  September  5  to  December  13,  1910 — 16 
weeks.  Schools  are  not  open  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  and 
the  day  after.    Two  weeks'  vacation. 

Second  Term — Monday,  January  9  to  April  7,  191 1,  13  weeks. 
No  session  February  22.    Easter  vacation  one  week. 
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Third  Term — Monday,  April  17  to  June  16,  1911,9  weeks.  No 
session  Memorial  Day. 

Total  for  the  year,  38  weeks,  190  legal  days  and  185  session 
days.  Days  in  attendance  by  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings,  ap- 
proved by  State  Board  or  Town  School  Committee,  will  be  counted 
as  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours,  grades  I  and  II  may  be  dis-  ■ 
missed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day;  on  Friday  schools  close  one 
hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance,  and  may  re- 
quire written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness,  and  dismission  before 
the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  closing  is  discouraged,  but 
may  for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be  granted  for  not  more 
than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally  unavoidable 
necessity  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  are  required  to  remain  in  school  till  they 
have  completed  the  seventh  grade  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Town 
School  Committee.  After  this  work  is  done,  the  Acting  Visitor 
will,  when  desired,  give  leaving  certificates  to  be  employed.  Pupils 
leaving  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before  finishing  this  work  are 
to  be  promptly  reported  by  the  teachers  to  the  Acting  Visitor. 

Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to  enter  a  class 
already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third  week  of 
the  fall  term. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

I  am  sorry  to  report  again  that  the  drainage  at  some  places  is 
not  what  it  should  be. 

I  trust  that  all  of  the  residents  of  the  town  will  be  reminded 
by  this  and,  if  needed,  they  will  carefully  look  after  their  own 
sewage. 

As  there  has  been  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  lately, 
I  would  advise  that  every  one  look  carefully  after  their  water 
supply.

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School  Committee's  Report. 

For  the  Year  1910-1911. 


Tlie  financial  statement  for  the  school  year  ending  July  14, 
191 1,  as  presented  to  the  committee  by  the  chairman  and  by  vote 
accepted  and  approved,  accompanies  this  report.  The  third  table 
shows  how  the  outlay  was  distributed  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
schools  inclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  high  school  tuition  and  trans- 
portation. The  regular  expenses  apart  from  the  care  of  the  school 
property  amount  to  ^7,659.84,  to  which  sum  the  repairs  of  buildings 
adds  (^280.03  making  a  total  of  ,^7,939.87  for  the  year.  In  the 
three  grants  from  the  state,  based  on  the  enumeration,  on  the 
expense  for  high  school  pupils,  and  on  the  average  attendance,  the 
town  receives  ^4,848.94  which  is  fully  63  per  cent,  of  the  outlay, 
not  including  the  expense  for  repairs.  A  diminished  registration 
reduces  somewhat  the  average  attendance  and  consequently  the 
the  average  attendance  grant  from  the  state,  though  the  attendance 
itself  has  continued  good.  As  given  in  the  proper  column  of  the 
table  the  average  expense  for  each  pupil  based  on  the  average 
attendance  is  ^27.65.  The  high  school  attendance  is  included  in 
making  this  average. 

The  change  from  the  visitorial  plan  of  looking  after  the  in- 
terests of  the  schools  to  that  of  responsible  supervision  was  made 
in  October  of  this  school  year  and  in  compliance  with  the  vote  of 
the  town.  The  advantages  to  be  anticipated  from  this  change  are 
referred  to  in  the  school  report  which  as  received  and  approved  by 
the  committee  is  given  on  the  following  pages.  The  duties  of  the 
acting  visitor  are  included  in  those  of  the  superintendent. 

The  committee  assigned  the  giving  of  town  certificates  to 
teach  after  the  usual  examination  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
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for  hiring  teachers.  Eight  of  the  teachers  received  the  town  cer- 
tificate, two  of  whom  held  certificates  from  other  states,  two  were 
teachers  with  many  years  of  successful  experience,  and  the  other 
four  were  high  school  graduates.  One  held  the  elementary  and 
four  the  statutory  certificate  given  by  this  state. 

Requests  for  transportation  to  school  were  received  from 
Ponset  and  Turkey  Hill.  A  hearing  Avas  granted  and  after  careful 
consideration  the  committee  decided  that  in  view  of  the  difficulties 
connected  with  the  transportation  of  children  to  school,  especiall}' 
as  it  involves  a  considerable  expense  to  the  town,  it  does  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  grant  the  petitions.  The  petition  from  Turkey  Hill 
was  renewed  in  June  and  after  a  hearing  action  was  deferred.  At 
a  later  and  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  the  petition  was  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee.  At  this  meeting  the  annual  reports 
were  received  and  acted  upon,  the  officers,  committees,  and  super- 
intendent for  the  school  year  1911-1912  were  appointed  as  recor- 
ded, with  the  names  of  the  teachers,  in  the  first  table  of  these 
reports.  The  financial  statement  of  income  and  expenses  was 
referred  for  verification  to'  the  town  auditors.  The  regulation 
requiring  pupils  to  remain  in  school  till  the}^  have  finished  the 
.seventh  grade  was  renewed  and  the  giving  of  leaving  certificates 
assigned  to  the  secretary.

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School  Report. 


For  the  Year  1910-1911. 


To  the  Tozvn  School  Committee  : 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  two  recent  changes  in  the: 
management  of  the  schools  are  working  well.  Town  management, 
adopted  nearly  two  years  since,  was  in  full  control  at  the  opening 
of  the  present  school  year.  The  limitations  of  the  district  system, 
particularly  with  more  than  half  of  the  pupils  in  small  schools, 
were  ver)^  manifest  and  made  the  change  desirable.  The  districts 
had  welcomed  helpful  suggestions  and  the  way  to  improvement 
opened  wider  from  j  ear  to  year.  But  the  uniting  of  the  schools 
under  one  central  management  with  the  added  advantage  of  re- 
sponsible superintendence  promises  better  results. 

This  latter  change  was  made  in  October  igio  by  transferring 
the  services  of  the  acting  visitor  to  that  of  full  supervision.  At 
that  time  the  work  for  the  school  year  was  carefully  outlined  and 
the  schools  well  started.  Some  enlargement  of  the  plan  was  made, 
yet  in  the  essentials  of  progress  a  closer  supervision  seemed  to 
require  no  radical  changes.  For  several  years  the  acting  visitor 
had  recognized  the  wisdom  of  making  his  work  more  directly 
supervisory,  especially  along  tested  lines  of  improvement.  Previ- 
ous reports  have  emphasized  the  three  chief  values  of  constructive 
supervision  in  securing  uniformity  of  work  in  all  of  the  schools, 
graded  and  ungraded;  regularity  of  progress  from  year  to  year 
through  a  well  defined  outline  of  study  ;  and  guidance  in  the  plan.

and  methods  of  teaching,  especialiy  with  teachers  lacking  in 
experience  and  in  special  training  for  the  work.    The  purpose  of 
the  year's  service  has  therefore  been  to  enlarge  and  more  fully 
carry  out  plans  already  approved. 

For  now  three  years  all  the  schools  have  been  open  for  thirty 
eight  weeks.  The  longer  year  has  particularly  aided  the  one-room 
schools,  with  their  larger  number  of  classes,  to  complete  the  regu- 
lar tasks,  while  in  graded  rooms  other  topics  have  received  some 
attention.  The  actual  session  days  of  the  town  schools  have  aver- 
aged 182.8.  This  allows  for  regular  holidays,  for  attendance  at 
teachers'  meetings,  and  one  visiting  day.  Most  of  the  teachers 
have  used  the  opportunity  to  visit  other  schools.  For  those  of. 
little  training  in  school  work  such  visits,  when  wisely  made,  are 
instructive  and  stimulating. 

The  schools  have  been  visited  regularly  and  much  oftener  than^ 
was  required  of  the  acting  visitor.  A  total  of  two  hundred  calls 
has  been  distributed  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  school 
and  the  opportunities  of  rendering  service.  Reports  from  teachers 
at  regular  intervals  have  been  compared,  and  the  effort  made  to 
keep  the  grades  in  all  of  the  schools,  as  nearly  as  possible,  work- 
ing at  the  same  tasks  during  each  period.  The  outline  of  study, 
revised  a  year  since  to  harmonize  with  the  change  in  text  books, 
was  arranged  in  sections  of  six  weeks,  leaving  t'W'O  weeks  of  the 
year  for  reviews  and  adjustimg  the  work  of  the  periods.  The  plan 
has  worked  well,  been  a  guide  to  the  teachers,  indicated  progress 
expected  and  made,  favored  a  more  careful  grading  of  the  classes, 
and  afforded  a  wise  opportunity  for  testing  the  condition  of  each 
school.  In  some  cases  monthly  examinations  have  shared  with 
these  of  the  period.  The  grading  of  the  schools  is  in  better  shape 
than  it  has  been  and  most  of  the  classes  have  kept  fully  up  with 
the  outline.  In  this  respect  the  record  for  the  year  has  been 
encouraging. 

For  now  several  years  an  annual  written  examination  has  been 
given  by  the  acting  visitor  in  the  various  studies,  starting  with  the 
second  grade.  This  special  test  has  been  given  near  the  end  of  the 
second  term  to  afford  full  opportunity  to  return  the  corrected 
papers  to  the  classes  and  have  any  deficiencies  made  up  before  the 
close  ol  the  year.    The  advantages  of  the  plan  have  amply  justi- 
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fied  its  continuance.  Classes  and  schools  have  made  earnest  effort 
to  obtain  a  good  standing,  weakness  in  the  teaching  at  any  point 
has  been  disclosed,  improvement  in  grading  suggested,  and  a 
record  secured  which,  with  the  teacher's,  affords  a  fair  judgment 
of  the  progress  of  each  pupil.  The  test  was  satisfying  in  most  of 
the  schools,  notably  so  at  the  Neck  and  Ponset.  Center  and 
Tylerville  did  well.  The  rooms  at  Hig^anum  varied  a  good  deal, 
some  doing  good  work  and  the  school  showing  a  gain  from  last 
year.  As  a  whole  perhaps  the  greatest  improvement  Avas  manifest 
in  the  language  papers.  Form  as  well  as  the  contents  of  each 
paper  was  considered  in  estimating  the  work.  Some  of  the 
schools  were  justly  pleased  with  their  records. 

The  record  emphasises  again  the  regulation  in  effect  since 
1905,  that  pupils  shall  remain  in  school  till  the  seventh  grade  is 
finished  or  till  they  are  sixteen.  Formerly  many  pupils,  planning  to 
leave  school  at  fourteen,  were  careless  in  attendance,  indifferent  to 
their  studies,  and  a  di-ag  upon  teachers  and  classes.  The  evil  remains 
but  to  a  large  degree  a  change  for  the  better  has  come.  The  rule 
secures  the  interest  of  parents  and  pupils  in  faithful  attendance  and 
in  keeping  up  with  the  grades,  as  well  as  a  better  schooling  for 
many.  Children  of  ordinary  ability,  attending  regularly ,  will  finish 
the  ninth  grade  easily  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  But  at  the  opening 
of  the  year  twenty-nine  pupils,  fourteen  years  old  or  over,  were  not 
for  various  reasons  through  the  seventh  grade.  Several  of  these 
have  now  completed  the  work  and,  inclusive  of  a  few  in  higher 
grades,  sixteen  have  received  on  application  leaving  certificates  to 
be  employed.  It  is  a  decided  advantage  that  no  leaving  certificate 
is  granted  without  the  approval  of  the  town  committee. 

Owing  to  the  appearance  of  scarlet  fever  in  two  schools  the 
attendance  is  not  quite  as  good  as  last  year.  But  the  teachers  and 
most  of  the  pupils  have  made  earnest  effort  to  secure  a  high  stand- 
ing. To  stimulate  improvement  in  attendance  a  weekly  summary  is 
kept  showing  the  percentege  of  perfect  attendance  at  any  time. 
At  the  end  of  each  term  the  record  is  tabulated  so  as  to  give  the 
standing  and  rank  of  each  room  and  sent  to  the  teachers  as  a  basis 
of  farther  gain.  This  table  includes  the  number  of  those  perfect 
and  those  ninet}'  per  cent,  or  more  of  perfect.    The  benefits[of  the 
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plan  are  marked.  The  effort  to  secure  one  hundred  per  cent,  is 
constant,  a  pleasant  rivalry  is  maintained,  and  the  interest  in  atten- 
dance increases  interest  in  the  studies.  It  is  at  this  point  that  the 
co-operation  of  the  parents  is  most  heartily  desired.  Enthusiasm 
in  the  home  to  secure  a  fine  record  invariably  improves  the  attend- 
ance and  the  progress  of  the  classes. 

The  usual  summary  for  the  year  regarding  attendance  is  given 
in  the  second  table.  Of  the  436  town  children  enumerated  338 
names,  seventy-seven  per  cent,  were  registered.  Nearly  half  were 
enrolled  in  the  Higganum  school  ranging  from  forty-seven  in  the 
first  room  to  fourteen  in  the  fifth.  There  are  two  grades  in  each 
room  above  the  first.  The  average  attendance  gives  the  record, 
starting  with  the  primary  room,  of  twenty-nine,  thirty,  thirty-two, 
twenty-three,  and  twelve  and  eight-tenths ;  the  third  room,  fourth 
and  fifth  grades,  having  the  larger  number.  Ponset  averaged 
twenty-six,  the  Neck  twenty-two,  and  other  rooms  from  seventeen 
down  to  ten  at  Burr.  Comparing  the  schools  by  weekly  per  cent, 
of  perfect,  which  is  not  given  in  the  table,  the  Neck  is  easily  first 
with  seventeen  weeks  above  ninety  nine  per  cent,  and  eight  of  these 
were  perfect.  Burr  secured  nine  perfect  weeks,  Tylerville  and 
Candlewood  Hill  one  each.  No  other  school  had  a  perfect  week 
but  in  the  separate  rooms  the  record  gives  at  Center  iwo  to  the 
first,  one  to  the  second,  at  Higganum  one  to  the  fourth,  while  to 
the  fifth  with  only  fourteen  of  the  oldest  pupils  it  gives  twenty-four 
perfect  weeks  with  no  tardiness  or  dismissals,  an  excellent  standing. 
As  schools,  the  weekly  per  cent,  gives  this  order  in  rank,  the  neck 
97.5  per  cent,  of  perfect,  Higganum  94.6  per  cent.  Ponset  94.2  per 
cent.  Burr  93.9  per  cent.  Center  93  per  cent.  Tylerville  and  Candle- 
wood  Hill  91  per  cent,  Shailerville  86  per  cent.  By  rooms  the 
order  would  be  changed  in  part. 

At  Higganum  eleven  pupils  were  perfect ;  at  the  Neck,  six;  at 
Tylerville,  two.  Besides  the  nineteen  perfect  a  few  were  absent 
for  only  one  day  or  were  tardy.  Higganum  shows  a  creditable 
gain  in  its  attendance.  At  the  Neck  scarlet  fever  reduced  by  half 
from  last  year  the  perfect  list  but  even  with  this  loss,  in  proportion 
to  the  average  registration,  it  stands  first.  The  tardinesses  and 
dismissals  foot  up  for  the  year  as  thirty-six  days  lost.    This  is 
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fourteen  days  better  than  last  year  and  is  open  to  farther  improve- 
ment. Almost  exactly  one-half  of  the  registration  were  in  attend- 
ance nine-tenths  or  more  of  the  time. 

The  total  average  attendance  for  the  town  schools  is  261.367 
or  full  77  per  cent,  of  the  registration.  Adding  the  high  school 
average  attendance  of  15.722  we  have  the  total  of  277.089  as 
the  basis  for  the  average  attendance  grant  from  the  state.  This 
total  is  twenty  less  than  it  was  two  years  since. 

The  teachers  are  required  to  make  a  monthlj'  report  of  the, 
attendance  to  the  state.  In  response  to  these  reports,  the  agent 
has  visited  several  of  the  schools,  and  in  one  case  found  the  atten- 
dance so  defective  as  to  make  a  prosecution  necessary.  In  other 
instances  of  neglect,  parents  responded  to  the  suggestions  made 
and  the  attendance  improved. 

Two  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
Friday  afternoon  was  taken  for  this  purpose  as  least  interfering  with 
the  regular  work.  At  the  fall  meeting  papers  on  teaching  language 
and  geography  were  read  and  discussed.  Additionally,  the  meth- 
ods and  value  of  giving  tests,  buisy  work  of  profit  for  the  lower 
grades,  hints  as  to  helping  backward  pupils,  writing  and  drawing, 
received  stimulating  attention.  The  second  meeting,  held  in 
March,  took  the  practical  topics  of  attendance,  management,  inter- 
esting the  community  in  the  school,  and  the  efficient  teaching  of 
arithmetic  by  grades.  Superintendent  VVheatley,  of  Middletown, 
was  present  on  invitation  and  shared  in  the  exercises,  giving  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting  an  address  on  teaching  children  how  to  study. 
The  success  of  the  meetings  v.-as  due  to  the  interest  and  effort  of 
the  teachers. 

So  ful!}^  has  the  work  of  the  year  been  reported  under  gen- 
eral topics  that  only  a  word  is  called  for  as  to  the  separate  rooms. 
Center  has  made  a  steady  advance  for  two  years,  the  grading  is 
much  improved,  and  the  quality  of  the  teaching  has  been  particu- 
larly good  as  seen  in  thorough  class  work,  the  advance  of  indi- 
vidual pupils,  and  the  general  tone  of  the  rooms. 

The  same  is  true  of  Higganum.  The  registration  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  and  the  average  attendance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven,  are  each  some  larger  than  last  year,  though 
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grades  ei<>,"ht  and  nine  numbered  together  only  fourteen.  The  re- 
turn of  Miss  Mackenzie  to  be  the  principal  favors  a  prosperous  year. 
Three  more  of  the  old  teachers  will  resume  their  work  and  Miss 
Kahrman,  once  a  teacher  at  Candlewood  Hill,  and  now  with  a 
normal  training  and  farther  successful  experience,  will  take  charge 
of  the  third  room.  For  the  six  schools  of  onlj'  one  room;  three 
of  the  old  teachers  return.  Miss  Burr  has  cared  for  the  Ponset 
school  for  five  years  with  rewarding  success.  An  average  atten- 
dance of  twenty  six  of  all  grades  compels  crowded  work.  Good 
progress  has  marked  the  year,  the  grades  are  in  fine  shape,  and 
this  difficult  school  stands  well  at  the  front.  Mrs.  Shepard  begins 
in  September  her  seventh  year  at  the  Neck.  As  earlier  stated  the 
school  is  doing  excellent  work,  the  attendance  is  fine,  a  genial  and 
industrious  atmoshere  pervades  the  room.  Tha  time  lost  by  scarlet 
fever  was  made  up  and  the  school  is  well  prepared  to  begin  the 
new  year.  Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  registration  are  in  these  four 
schools.  This  makes  an  average  of  twenty-nine  registered  pupils 
for  each  of  the  nine  teachers.  The  remaining  pupils  are  enrolled 
in  the  four  smaller  schools  with  a  registration  averaging  nineteen 
for  each  teacher.  The  grades  are  small  and  often  lack  enthusiasm, 
but  they  have  creditably  followed  the  schedule  for  the  year.  The 
teahers  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  their  service.  Miss  Ely 
returns  for  a  third  year  at  Tylerville.  Miss  Thrall,  who  takes 
the  Candlewood  Hill  school,  has  had  experience  as  a  teacher 
Miss  Wessels  will  teach  at  Shailerville  and  Miss  Holden  at  Burr, 
Both  are  beginning  to  teach,  have  had  high  school  training,  and  are 
warmly  commended.  For  the  Center  Miss  Ivanette  Baile}-,  for 
many  j^ears  one  of  our  successful  teachers,  becomes  the  principal 
and  will  have  as  her  assistant  in  the  first  room  Miss  Harris,  once  a 
pupil  at  Ponset  and  a  normal  graduate  at  Williniantic  this  3'ear, 
with  some  experience  in  teaching. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  pupils  above  the  seventh  grade  attend 
when  practicable,  at  Fligganum,  especially  from  such  crowded 
schools  as  that  at  Ponset.  Several  have  been  advised  to  do  so  both 
for  their  own  advantage  with  classes  larger  in  number  and  to  which 
more  time  can  be  given  and  also  to  relieve  the  schools  of  only  one 
room  of  the  two  higher  grades. 
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No  special  changes  have  been  made  in  the  equipment  of  the 
schools  during  the  year.  Free  text  books  has  remedied  an  old  diffi- 
culty as  to  all  of  the  pupils  having  books.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
enlarge  the  number  for  a  few  of  the  grades.  The  training  of  some 
of  the  pupils  to  properly  care  for  the  books  is  a  difficult  task. 

The  report  of  the  standing  of  the  high  school  pupils  is  an 
improvement  on  last  year.  Sixteen  entered  in  September  and 
continued  through  the  year.  Two  graduated  in  June,  one  of  whom 
has  received  consent  to  attend  another  year  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  better  preparation  to  enter  college.  Six  enter  high 
school  and  with  the  renewals  of  consent  it  is  anticipated  that  over 
twenty  pupils  will  attend  at  Middletown  during  the  year. 

The  review  of  the  year  indicates  that  progress  has  been  main- 
tained but  it  also  insists  that  a  better  education  of  the  child  is  ihe 
imperative  demand  of  the  present.  To  secure  this,  vigilance  in 
wise  effort  must  be  alert  and  aggressive.

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Calendar  and  Regulations  for  Schools,  1911-1912. 

First  Term — Monday  September  4,  to  December  22,  191 1  — 16 
weeks.  Schools  are  not  open  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  and 
the  day  after.    Two  weeks  vacation. 

Second  Term — Monday  January  8,  to  April  5,  191 2 — 13  weeks. 
No  session  on  Washington's  Birthday.  Easter  vacation  one 
week. 

Third  Term — Monday,  April  15,  to  June  14,  1912 — 9  weeks. 
No  session  on  Memorial  Day. 

Total  for  the  year,  38  weeks,  190  legal  days  and  185  session 
days.  Days  in  attendance  by  teachers  at  teachers'  meetings, 
approved  by  State  Board  or  Town  School  Committee,  will  be 
counted  as  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours;  grades  land  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day  ;  on  Fridays  school  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance,  and  may  re- 
quire written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness,  or  dismission  before 
the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  closing  is  discouraged,  but 
may  for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be  granted  for  not  more 
than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally  unavoidable 
necessity  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain  in 
school  till  they  have  completed  the  seventh  grade  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Town  School  Committee.  After  this  work  is  done, 
the  Secretary  will,  when  desired,  give  a  leaving  certificate  to  be  em- 
ployed. Pupils  leaving  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before  fin- 
ishing this  work  are  to  be  promptly  reported  by  the  teachers  to 
the  superintendent. 

Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to  enter  a. 
class  already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third 
week  of  the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will  be  seven  before  the: 
close  of  the  school  year  are  expected  to  enter  in  September. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

School  Committee's  Report. 

For  the  year  1911-1912. 


The  first  table  accompanying  this  report  gives  the  names  of 
the  School  Committee  with  the  years  for  which  they  were  chosen, 
and  also  the  officers  and  the  committees  appointed  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  July  for  the  year  1912-1913.  The  superintendent 
having  declined  re-election,  the  Committee  asked  the  State  Board 
to  provide  a  supervisor  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  F.  W.  Shearer 
received  the  appointment  and  has  charge  of  the  schools.  It  was 
also  voted  that  for  the  coming  year  the  hiring  of  teachers  be 
placed  in  his  charge. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  October  it  was  voted  to 
open  a  school  at  Brainerd  Hill  and  continue  the  same  till  the  close 
of  the  winter  term  of  the  present  school  year,  and  also  one  at 
Turkey  Hill  as  soon  as  the  school-house  was  ready  for  occupation. 
In  compliance  with  these  votes  the  school  at  Brainerd  Hill  com- 
menced Nov.  i6,  and  at  Turkey  Hill  Nov.  23.  An  account  of 
these  schools  is  given  in  the  superintendents  report. 

In  November  191 1,  the  Committee  received  the  petition  of 
John  Knowles  and  others  of  the  Ponsett  district,  dated  Nov.  16, 
191 1,  asking  that  school  accommodations  be  furnished  their 
children  by  transportation  or  otherwise  on  the  ground  that  the 
distance  for  the  children  to  walk  was  too  far  for  compliance  with 
the  law.  After  a  long  hearing  the  Committee  voted  that  it  did 
not  see  its  way  clear  to  grant  the  request  of  the  petitioners.  An 
appeal  was  made  by  the  petitioners  to  the  State  Board  and  a 
hearing  was  granted  at  the  Town  Hall,  Jan.  2O,  1912.  The 
action  of  the  State  Board,  dated  March  9th,  19 12,  said  that  the 
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Petitioners  had  not  been  unreasonable  or  illegally  deprived  of 
schooling. 

The  schools  were  inspected  by  an  agent  of  the  State,  whose 
report  in  March  was  made  the  basis  of  several  recommendations 
from  the  State  Board.  The  Committee  voted  to  comply  with  the 
recommendations.  The  schoolhoiise  at  POnsett  has  been  enlarged 
to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of  pupils,  and  also  reno- 
vated. Repairs  and  painting  at  the  other  schools  have  greatly 
improved  the  appearance  of  the  buildings.  New  seats  are  arranged 
for  at  Ponsett  and  Tylerville,  and  where  needed  blackboard  space 
has  been  increased.  The  schoolhouses  are  now  in  much  better 
condition  than  for  several  years. 

It  was  recommended  by  the  State  Board,  under  date  of  July 
12,  1912,  that  the  Shailerville  school  be  united  with  Haddam 
Center  and  the  Brainerd  Hill  school  with  Higganum.  This 
recommendation  was  adoped  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Committee  in  July. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  financial  statement  for  the  year  and 
the  outline  of  the  superintendent's  report  were  approved.  The 
calendar  and  regulations  for  the  ensuing  year  were  adopted.  The 
report  of  the  committee  on  teachers  showed  that  seven  served 
under  a  certificate  from  the  town  and  eight  held  a  State  certificate, 
either  statutory  or  elementary.  The  wisdom  of  teachers  holding 
State  certificates  is  increasingly  manifest. 

The  financial  report  given  below  shows  that  the  town  receives 
from  the  three  State  grants,  ^5,684.29.  Not  including  the 
expenses  for  repairs,  these  grants  amount  to  more  than  69  per 
cent,  of  the  outlay  for  the  schools.

Superintendent's  Report. 

For  the  Year  1911-1912. 


To  the  Tozvn  School  Committee  : 

The  year,  in  many  ways,  has  been  more  prosperous  than 
usual.  As  regards  the  attendance,  the  total  average  town  regis- 
tration is  347,  which  is  forty-two  larger  than  in  191 1,  and  tlie 
average  daily  attendance  is  299.  Adding  to  this  the  daily  average 
of  twenty  from  the  high  school  pupils,  we  have  a  total  of  319, 
which  is  the  highest  average  attendance  yet  reached.  In  most 
schools  both  teachers  and  pupils  made  enthusiastic  effort  to  secure 
high  standing.  The  Neck  retains  the  first  position  in  a  way 
greatly  to  its  credit  at  94  per  cent,  on  its  average  registration, 
while  ten  of  its  thirty-five  pupils,  one-third  of  all  that  were  perfect 
in  attendance,  were  present  every  day.  Olga  Olson  of  the  sixth 
grade  has  not  yet  missed  being  present  each  day  of  her  school 
life.  Eleven  more  or,  including  those  perfect,  twenty-one  in  all 
have  attended  more  than  nine-tenths  of  the  sessions  The  only 
blot  on  this  record  is  the  tardinesses  of  three  of  the  number. 
Higganum  also  deserves  much  credit  for  the  improvement 
recorded,  for  it  reached  ninety-two  per  cent,  and  107  of  the  150 
of  the  average  registration  were  present  ninety  per  cent,  or  more 
of  the  session  days.  A  decided  gain  in  attendance  is  noticed  at 
Candlewood  Hill.  Ponset  and  Burr,  as  heretofore,  have  made 
good  records  for  the  year.  The  other  schools  did  not  reach 
eighty  per  cent,  of  the  average  registration.  A  word  of  explana- 
tion as  to  the  record  in  the  second  table  relieves  the  impression  as 
to  the  schools  at  Turkey  Hill  and  Brainerd  Hill.    By  the  weekly 
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per  cent,  record  they  stood  high.  But  they  began  late  and  the 
common  divisor  for  the  year  lowers  their  standing.  But  for  this 
their  record  would  have  been  among  the  first. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  change  the  character  of  the  attendance 
Full  forty  days  of  school  length  were  missed  during  the  year  by 
tardiness.  The  two  poorest  records  for  the  year  were  at  Burr  and 
Shailerville.  For  these  two  .^mall  schools,  each  having  an  average 
registration  of  less  than  twenty,  take  eleven  of  the  forty  days  and 
lose  more  time  by  tardiness  than  Higganum  with  its  150  average 
registration.    The  fault  is  often  traceable  to  only  a  few  families. 

The  new  feature  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  schools  at 
Brainerd  Hill  and  Turkey  Hill.  Since  1892  no  appropriation  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  school  at  Turkey  Hill  has  been  recorded. 
A  recent  influx  of  families  having  children  of  school  age  gave 
a  registration  of  eleven  pupils.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
decision  to  open  these  schools  it  was  exceedingly  difficult  to 
secure  satisfactory  teachers.  Neither  of  the  schools  equalled  the 
record  of  the  other  districts,  save  in  attendance,  which  was  excel- 
lent. In  the  second  table  teachers  serving  for  only  a  short  time 
are  not  recorded. 

Only  one  change  of  teachers  was  made  elsewhere.  Miss 
Green's  resignation  at  Higganum  was  accepted,  to  take  effect  at 
the  end  of  the  second  term.  Miss  Gallup  acceptably  filled  the 
vacancy. 

Passing  to  the  character  of  the  work,  there  has  been  the  usual 
diversity.  At  Center  Miss  Bailey,  with  her  long  and  successful 
experience,  gave  wisdom  to  the  management.  Both  rooms  made 
commendable  progress.  At  Higganum  the  year's  record  is  satis- 
factory. Miss  Mackenzie  gave  rewarding  attention  to  the  super- 
vision. The  attendance  and  general  interest  were  particularly  good. 
The  eighth  and  ninth  grades  were  small,  but  the  work  done  was 
careful  and  thorough.  It  is  unusual  that  no  pupil  of  the  ninth 
grade  desired  to  enter  high  school  the  coming  year.  The 
primary  room,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Ncff,  for  now  three  years 
has  made  its  usual  good  record.  Miss  Wright  continued  her  quiet 
work  with  an  increasing  efficiency.  Miss  Kahrman's  enthusiastic 
spirit  and  methods  produced  fine  results  in  grades  four  and  five. 
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The  fourth  room  has  been  referred  to  above.  The  two  grades 
have  some  promisimg  pupils,  though  the  seventh  grade  feels  more 
than  any  other  the  influence  of  the  restless  desire  of  some  pupils 
to  leave  school  as  soon  as  possible.  Frequent  applications  trom 
this  grade  for  leaving  certificates  are  recorded. 

At  Ponsett  we  note  the  great  advantage  of  having  a  teacher 
of  ability  and  experience  continue  with  a  school  for  a  number  of 
years.  Miss  Burr  completed  her  sixth  year  with  this  school.  Her 
service  has  been  particularly  satisfying  to  those  familiar  with  the 
characteristics  and  needs  of  the  situation.  A  corriplete  change  of 
nationality  has  taken  place  during  the  last  few  years.  This  year 
not  a  family  of  American  descent  has  been  represented  in  the 
school.  The  attendance  places  the  school  among  the  first  four 
of  the  town.  The  same  high  rank  was  secured  in  the  tests  given 
at  the  midyear. 

Number  four  of  the  schools,  Shailerville,  lacked  regularity  of 
attendance.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been  creditable  to  Miss 
Wessels.  She  came  directly  from  the  high  school  without  any 
training  for  the  work.  Her  management  and  teaching  improved 
as  she  gained  in  experience. 

At  Turkey  Hill  the  school  opened  late  and  the  progress  was 
slow.  The  year  has  not  been  fully  satisfying.  The  pupils,  how- 
ever, promise  to  do  well  as  soon  as  the  school  is  fully  established. 

The  spirit  prevailing  in  the  school  at  Candlewood  Hill  was 
cheerful  and  industrious.  The  school  calls  for  much  patient  and 
enthusiastic  drill  in  all  grades.  Pupils  above  the  sixth  grade  can 
advantageously  attend  at  Higganum.  Miss  Ely  maintained  her 
record  of  the  two  previous  years  in  the  Tylerville  school.  This 
school  is  somewhat  larger  than  it  has  been  and  the  room  is 
crowded  when  the  full  quota  of  scholars  is  in  attendance. 

The  pupils  at  Brainerd  Hill  lost  by  non-attendance  for  several 
weeks  the  initial  impulse  of  the  school  year  and  it  was  very  diffi- 
cult for  them  to  regain  their  grade  standing.  Instead  of  closing 
the  school,  as  was  voted  by  the  Committee,  at  the  end  of  the 
winter  term,  it  seemed  best  to  continue  it  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  third  term  was  more  profitable  to  the  pupils. 

The  Burr  school  has  grown  and  had  an  average  registration 
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of  sixteen.  Miss  Holden  is  justly  credited  vyith  energj'  and  faith- 
fulness in  her  work  with  a  backward  school. 

Haddam  Neck,  No.  14,  comes  last  in  the  numbering  of  the 
schools  under  the  district  system.  But  for  seven  years  under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  Shepard  the  standing  of  the  school,  with  the 
disadvantages  of  numerous  classes  and  short  periods  for  daily  reci- 
tation, has  easily  stood  at  the  front.  The  good  attendance  has 
already  been  noticed.  Also  in  each  ot  the  tests  for  the  first  four 
periods  of  the  year  the  grades  ranked  high,  in  arithmetic,  lan- 
guage and  history  taking  the  first  rank.  The  classes  were  so 
arranged  that  grades  three,  five  and  nine  were  not  represented. 
Even  with  this  adjustment,  as  is  also  the  case  at  Ponsett,  the 
number  of  classes  is  inevitably  larger  that  is  advantageous  for  the 
best  results.  While  the  pupils  of  this  schoolgare  deeply  interested 
in  their  studies,  they  have  not  recently  sought  attendance  at  the 
high  school. 

The  high  school  report  credits  the  town  with  twent3/-three 
pupils  in  attendance  for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  year  at 
Middletown.  Six  of  these  were  in  the  graduating  class  ;  two  of 
whom  received  first  and  three  second  honors.  For  the  other 
classes  the  report  of  the  standing  is  creditable  to  the  pupils  and 
several  rank  high.  It  is  probable  that  only  fourteen  or  fifteen  will 
attend  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  year  two  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  at  the 
Higganum  schoolhouse,  the  first  in  November  and  the  other  early 
in  May.  The  two  Friday  afternoons  were  occupied  with  papers 
and  talks  on  the  familiar  .subjects  of  efficient  teaching,  the  value 
and  use  of  a  plan  book,  the  care  of  the  registers  and  of  textbooks, 
and  at  the  Map  meeting  the  interest  was  directed  towards  wise 
preparation  for  the  promotion  of  the  grades.  A  pleasing  feature 
of  these  gatherings  was  the  social  hour  with  its  simple  refresh- 
ments provided  by  the  kindness  of  the  Higganum  teachers.  The 
good  influence  of  the  meetings  was  observed,  especially  among 
the  younger  teachers.  In  giving  freely  each  gained  abundantly 
from  the  others'  experience. 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  gratifj'ing  to  note  that  while  the 
work  of  visiting  and  supervising  has  taken  much  time  it  has  been 
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amply  rewarded.  The  work  has  been  stimulating  and  progres- 
sive. The  ready  response  to  suggestions,  the  careful  making  of 
reports,  the  interest  in  improvement,  the  willingness  to  adjust  the 
work  to  the  conditions  of  each  school,  the  patient  care  bestowed 
Lipon  individuals  and  especially  backward  pupils,  and  th'e  gain  in 
efficiency  have  witnessed  to  the  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  of  the 
teachers.  The  outlook  for  the  schools  has  grown  brighter  with 
the  passing  of  the  years  and  now  anticipates  a  yet  more  rapid  and 
satisfying  development.

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Calendar  and  Regulations  for  Schools,  1912-1913. 

First  Term — Monday,  September  2  to  December  20,  191 2 — 16 
weeks,  80  legal  and  77  session  days.  Two  weeks  vacation. 
Schools  are  not  open  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  the  day 
after. 

Second  Term — Monday,  January  6  to  March  21,  1913 — 11  weeks^ 
55  legal  and  54  session  days.  No  session  on  Good  Friday. 
One  week  vacation. 

Third  Term — Monday,  March  31,  1913,  to  June  13,  1913 — 11 
weeks,  55  legal  and  54  session  days.  No  session  on  Memo- 
rial Day. 

Total  for  the  year,  38  weeks,  190  legal  and  185  session  days, 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours ;  grades  I  and  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day  ;  on  Friday  schools  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance,  and  may  re- 
quire written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness  or  dismissal  before  the 
closing  hour.  Dismission  before  closing  is  discouraged,  but  may 
for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be  granted  for  not  more  than 
half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally  unavoidable  neces- 
sity is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  16  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain  in  school 
till  they  have  completed  the  work  of  the  seventh  grade  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Town  School  Committee.  After  this  work  is 
done  the  Secretary  will,  when  desired,  give  leaving  certificates  to 
be  employed.  Pupils  leaving  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before 
finishing  this  work  are  to  be  promptly  reported  by  the  teachers  to 
the  Superintendent. 

Children  5  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  public 
schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to  enter  a  class 
already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third  week  of 
the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will  be  7  before  the  close  of  the 
school  )'ear  are  expected  to  enter  in  September.  Attendance  for 
half  a  day  only  is  to  be  discouraged. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

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School  Committee's  Report. 

For  the  year  1912-1913. 


At  tlie  annual  meetint^  of  the  committee  the  usual  reports 
were  presented  and  the  officers  and  committees  recorded  in  the 
first  table  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  names  of  the 
teachers,  with  the  calendar  and  rules,  are  also  given  in  the  table. 

The  attendance  table  shows  an  increase  from  last  year  of 
thirty-two  names  in  the  registration,  making  416  pupils.  Apart 
from  the  Home  children,  this  is  91  per  cent,  of  the  enumeration. 
The  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  84,  compared  with  86  in  igi2. 
Corresponding  to  this  growth  in  the  registration,  the  daily  average 
attendance  of  the  town  schools  rises  from  299.037  to  308.540.  If, 
however,  the  high  school  attendance,  which  is  much  lower  than  in 
1 91 2,  is  included,  the  total  average  is  increased  by  only  one,  and 
stands  at  320.330.  On  this  number  the  state  average  attendance 
grant  is  based. 

The  financial  summary  of  the  third  table  shows  that,  while 
the  teachers,  with  two  exceptions,  have  received  an  increase  of 
salary,  the  total  outlay  for  this  purpose,  owing  to  the  closing  of 
two  schools,  is  less  than  last  year.  Also,  by  a  smaller  attendance 
at  high  school,  the  total  cost  for  the  schools  is  further  reduced. 
The  money  saved  in  these  ways  was  wisely  used  to  increase  the 
equipment  in  books  and  other  essentials.  Sufficient  physiologies 
and  spellers  for  all  of  the  schools,  also  several  series  of  supple- 
mentary readers  and  other  supplies  have  been  purchased. 

The  grants  from  the  State  are  large  and  welcome.  To  secure 
these  it  is  required  that  the  town  expends  for  schools,  outside  of 
keeping  the  property  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  State,  the 
amount  from  a  three-mill  tax.  Also,  to  obtain  the  average  attend- 
ance grant,  the  outlay  for  the  schools  must  equal  ^25.00  per  pupil 
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in  the  average  attendance.  Under  these  provisions  the  State  pays 
this  year  $5,212.70,  to  which  the  tax  adds  ,^2,795.55,  making  a 
total  of  ;^8,oo8.25.  Owing  to  the  enlarging  of  the  schoolhouse  at 
Ponset  the  repair  expense  is  larger  than  usual,  amounting  to 
$1,162.00.  This  makes  the  total  footing  for  the  year  $9,170.25. 
The  distribution  of  the  amount  among  the  schools  appears  in  the 
table.  - 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  Supervisor  F.  W.  Shearer  took 
charge  of  the  schools.  Kis  report  is  given  herewith.  The  sugges- 
tion of  making  the  course  of  study  eight  years  instead  of  nine  was 
adopted.  Such  action  had  been  anticipated  for  several  years  as 
being  a  wise  and  desirable  change.  The  arrangement  for  having 
pupils  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  attend,  when  practicable,  at 
Higganum  favored  the  scheme.  Moreover,  the  reduced  attendance 
in  these  grades  during  recent  years  opened  the  way  for  advancing 
the  work  without  greatly  increasing  the  numbers  in  the  graduating 
year.  The  change  involves  some  readjustment  of  the  work  at 
Higganum.  easily  and  profitably  made.  Moreover  it  allows  pupils 
of  fourteen  years  of  age  to  leave  school  on  completing  satisfac- 
torily the  sixth  grade. 

Under  the  new  law  providing  for  the  organizing  of  a  model 
school  in  the  smaller  towns,  the  committee  voted  with  the  full 
approval  of  the  supervisor,  to  open  such  a  school  in  the  lower 
room  at  the  Center.    The  law  is  given  in  Mr.  Shearer's  report. 

No  action  was  taken  regarding  the  backward  pupil  whose 
number  and  need  is  referred  to  by  Mr.  Shearer  under  the  head  of 
retardation.  The  difficulty  is  old  and  perplexing.  For  a  few 
years  there  was  a  manifest  improvement,  but  as  the  report  shows 
the  present  situation  is  not  satisfactory.  Two  points  are  worthy 
of  notice.  The  retardation  diminishes  as  the  grades  advance. 
Ninety-five  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-five  are  found  in  the  first 
four  grades,  and  only  fifty  in  the  four  higher  classes.  Another 
comparison  shows  that  the  location  of  the  difficulty  is  not,  as 
might  be  expected,  chiefly  in  the  smaller  schools,  with  their  many 
classes  for  one  teacher,  for  eighty  of  the  retarded  are  connected 
with  the  largest  and  best  equipped  of  the  schools,  enrolling  176  of 
the  number  on  which  the  estimate  is  based,  while  the  remaining 
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186  pupils  in  the  seven  smaller  schools  furnish  only  65  of  the 
retarded  list. 

Only  twelve  pupils  have  attended  high  school  during  the 
year.  Two  graduated  in  June  at  Middletown.  The  average 
number  entering  from  the  town  for  the  last  ten  years  is  nine  or  ten. 
The  record  shows  that  the  average  age  of  pupils  receiving  from 
the  committee  consent  to  attend  high  school,  so  as  to  receive  aid  in 
payment  of  tuition  and  transportation,  is  not  quite  fourteen.  On 
the  basis  of  an  eight  year  course  of  study  pupils  beginning  with 
their  sixth  year  would  be  ready  for  high  school  at  just  this  average 
age  which  has  been  established  under  the  old  system. 

For  the  sake  of  distributing  by  years  the  expense  of  improv- 
ing the  schoolhouses  it  was  planned  last  year  to  follow  the 
enlargement  and  reseating  of  the  building  at  Ponset  by  a  similar 
change  at  Tylerville  and  the  reseating  of  the  lower  room  at  the 
Center.  This  work  has  been  completed,  ten  feet  being  added  to 
the  house  at  Tylerville  and  the  new  seats  put  in  place  for  the 
advantage  of  each  of  the  schools.  The  blackboard  space  is  also 
being  enlarged  and  made  better  by  the  addition  of  slate  surfaces 
in  three  of  the  smaller  buildings.  At  Higganum  the  fire  escapes 
have  been  changed  to  meet  the  requirement  of  the  law.

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Report  of  Supervisor,  1912-1913. 

To  the  Town  School  Committee : 

Dear  Sirs:  —  The  followinc;^  is  my  report  to  you  concerning 
schools  for  the  year  ending  July  14,  1913  : 

Organization.  Your  schools  are  organized  on  a  nine-year 
basis.  As  many  of  your  pupils  do  not  enter  school  until  they  are 
seven  years  of  age,  these  nine  years  make  them  enter  high  school 
late,  or  else  discourage  the  pupils  before  they  graduate  from  your 
grammar  grades.  In  grade  one  this  )  ear  there  were  enrolled  18 
pupils  five  3'ears  of  age,  38  pupils  six  years  of  age,  29  pupils  seven 
years  of  age  and  7  pupils  over  seven  years  of  age.  With  regular 
promotion  these  pupils  will  be  ready  to  enter  high  school  as  fol- 
lows:  18  at  fourteen  years  of  age,  38  at  fifteen  years  of  age,  29  at 
sixteen  years  of  age  and  7  at  seventeen  years  of  age.  We  cer- 
tainly should  prepare  our  pupils  to  enter  high  school  at  earlier 
ages.  I  asked  Miss  Mackenzie  to  find  out  this  year  how  many 
pupils  in  grade  eight  could  skip  grade  nine.  All  but  four  of  the 
thirteen  skipped.  Do  we  not  discourage  some  at  fourteen  years  of 
age  in  grade  seven  ?  Would  not  more  aim  at  giaduation  if  we 
did  our  work  in  eight  years  rather  than  in  nine?  I  recommend  an 
eight  grade  s}  slem  and  the  encouragement  of  parents  to  send  their 
children  to  school  when  five  or  six  years  of  age.  This  would  also 
lead  to  the  establishment  of  grade  six  as  the  lowest  grade  for  pupils 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  for  leaving  school  or  obtaining  a 
leaving  certificate.  In  no  way  do  I  aim  at  lowering  the  standards, 
but  rather  at  securing  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

Retaruaiion.  Setting  six  years  of  age  as  the  standard  age 
at  which  a  child  should  be  in  grade  one,  we  then  can  arrive  at  the 
standard  age  for  any  grade.  Wheuia  pupil  in  any  grade  is  older 
than  the  standard  grade  calls  for  it  is  true  that  the  child  has  been 
retarded.  The  number  of  retarded  pupils  by  grades  is  as  follows  ; 
Grade  I,  29;   II,  25;  III,  24;  IV,  17;  V,  19;  VI,  16;  VII,  10; 
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VIII,  5  ;  making  a  total  of  145,  or  40  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in 
the  eight  grades. 

The  number  retarded  is  too  great  and  should  make  us  Hnd  ihe 
causes  and  apply  remedies.  From  study  I  believe  the  causes  are  : 
Late  entrance  of  younger  pupils  into  school  life,  weaker  teaching 
in  primary  grades  than  in  higher  grades,  irregular  attendance  of 
pupils  below  seven  years  of  age,  and  mental  incapacity.  The  rem- 
edies I  suggest  are:  Encouragement  of  early  attendance,  continue 
to  lay  stress  upon  good  teaching  in  all  grades  (not  slighting  the 
primary  grades),  and  finally  encourage  and  urge  the  parents  to 
send  the  pupils  regularly. 

Equipment.  The  equipment  of  your  schools  is  fair  and  might 
be  improved  along  the  following  lines  :  The  reading  material  might 
be  increased  by  adding  sets  of  informational  reading  and  literature. 
These  sets  might  be  kept  in  circulation  among  the  different  scliools, 
thereby  requiring  only  sufficient  books  for  grades  in  Union  school, 
which  would  be  the  point  from  which  circulation  starts.  The  pur- 
chase of  pens  by  the  town  would  improve  the  writing  considerably. 
I  earnestly  request  that  the  town  hereafter  furnish  pens.  Some- 
where in  the  system  a  duplicating  machine  should  be  placed. 

Teachers.  The  supply  of  good  teachers  continues  to  grow 
smaller  and  smaller.  Young  women  are  attracted  to  more  con- 
genial and  lucrative  fields  of  employment.  The  outlying  districts 
offer  less  and  less  inducements  socially.  The  expenses  in  outlying- 
districts  have  increased  and  teachers  hesitate  to  go  there,  where 
we  need  strong,  capable  teachers.  I  wish  we  could  afford  to  pay 
them  a  wage  as  high  as  in  our  larger  centres  of  population.  The 
teachers  generally  have  followed  instructions  given  by  the  super- 
visor and  have  shown  improvement  during  the  year. 

Model  School.  The  State  voted  in  the  last  Assembly  to 
expend  three  dollars  a  week  as  additi(jnal  salary  to  model  school 
teachers  in  towns  emploj'ing  twenty  teachers  or  less  and  under 
State  supervision.    The  law  is  as  folloAvs  : 

Section,  i  One  schaol  in  each  town  having  twenty  teacliers  or 
less  may  be  organized  as  a  model  school  for  observation  and  instruciion 
of  the  training  class  conducted  by  the  sui)ervisor. 

Sec.  2  The  State  Board  of  Education  may  make  application  to  the 
comptroller  for  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
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dollars  a  week  for  each  teacher  in  such  model  schools.  No  application 
shall  be  made  to  the  comptroller  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  unless 
the  town  in  which  said  model  school  is  located  shall  pay  to  the  teacher 
of  the  model  school  a  wage  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  a  week  or  not 
less  tiian  the  wage  which  was  paid  for  teaching  in  said  school  during  the 
previnus  year. 

I  earnestly  ask  tliat  the  town  avail  itself  of  this  opportunity 
and  establish  a  model  school  in  the  lower  grades  at  Haddani 
Center.  Such  a  school  should  be  most  helpful  to  the  teachers. 
The  attendance  in  each  room  is  given  in  the  table. 

Special.  At  Turkey  Hill  the  calendar  should  be  made  out 
with  the  parents  so  as  to  avoid  confusion  of  holidays.  This 
school  year  these  holidays  came  Sept.  12,  13,  26,  27,  Oct.  3,  4, 
June  16,  17. 

At  Tylerville  the  room  is  crowded  and  needs  enlarging.  New 
desks  are  needed  there  also. 

At  the  Center  School,  lower  grades,  the  cut  desks  should  be 
replaced  by  new  desks  more  suited  to  younger  pupils. 

At  Union  School  there  will  be  a  crowded  condition  in  grades 
2  to  5.  This  condition  should  be  left  to  the  Supervisor,  who  may 
overcome  it  by  having  department  worlc.

Second  Term — Monday,  January  5,  to  April  3,  1914 — 13  weeks 
65  session  days.    One  week  vacation. 

Third  Term — Monday,  April  13,  to  June  12,  9  weeks,  45  legal  and 
45  session  days. 

Total  for  the  year,  38  weeks,  190  legal  and  187  session  days. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours  ;  grades  I  and  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day  ;  on  Friday  schools  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may 
require  written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness  or  dismissal  before 
the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  the  closing  hour  is  dis- 
couraged, but  may  for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be  granted 
for  not  more  than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally 
unavoidable  necessity  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain  in 
school  until  they  have  completed  the  work  of  the  sixth  grade  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Town  School  Committe.  After  this  work 
is  done,  the  secretary  will,  when  desired,  give  leaving  certificates 
to  be  employed.  After  receiving  this  certificate,  an  additional 
certificate  for  employment  in  a  factory  must  be  obtained  from  the 
State  Agent.  Pupils  leaving  school  or  proposing  to  leave  school 
before  finishing  this  work  are  to  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
superintendent. 

Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to  enter  a 
class  already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third 
week  of  the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will  be  seven  before  the 
close  of  the  school  year  are  expected  to  enter  in  September. 
Attendance  for  a  half  day  only  is  to  be  discouraged. 

These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.
